—==5 CC find it credibly ſet down? in ancient Chꝛo⸗ 
A nicles, chat the chice Noble and Ualiant Pepin 
, Coinetimes a King of France, tooke to Utfe, 
one Bertha, who was diſcended of no leſſe wen 


and wle, but wendzoully cumbzed with many 
A adberſities and troubles, envioufly beſet on e⸗ 


very ſide: Wil Wich great patience ſhe alwates ſuffered. 
The cheife Inſtrument of all this treacherous miſiþeife toward -- 


this good Que ne, was plotted and effected by. a falſe and curſed 
vid-woman. who firſt of all bzought her in diſgrace with the King 
her husband, ond aſter to be quite baniſped his bed, whilſt ſher in 
cunning manner, bought in a daughter of her one unto the 
Kings bed, inſtead of his gosd Queene Bertha. This Did-wornang 
habing th11s bzought her Treacherp to effect ( fozher Daugh- 
ter ſome-what reſembled Bertha) It ſo came to paſſe; that King

At laſt, both pete mighty Princes came neare unto a Pozt of 
the Sea, whereat chey mult needs part: there taking leave of each 
other, they were fozced to render moze thankes in teares than 
wozds, the which Jam not able to expreſſe. But abobe all, the 
Emperoꝛ peelded King Pepin tozthy thankes, foz his quick, ſud- 
daine, and generous conſent in giving to him his fair Siſter Bel- 
lyſant, and with fo franke and fig a heart to y&eld him his god 
will. At which wo2ds of the Emperour unto King Pepin, the 
King pzeſently tmbeaced him in his armes, ſaying, Faire Sir, 
and my Right.lobing Lozd andB2otþs:, I babe not receibed you 
acco2ding as your eſtate required, noꝛ with ſuc Triumphes and 
». WBeagnificence as became me, but in that you habe fo gractoufly ac- 
/ cepted my ſmal power, J hold my ſelf content in that I Have don, 
" but not that J ſpould habe done: and thzrefoze there belongeth 
ſmall thanks unto me, but from me.,innumerable : in that you hae 
bee ne pleaſed to accept of my Siſter foz your Wife ; whereby ( 
truſt ) long friendſhip ſhall be continued betwixt us: In token 
whereof, J take witneſſe of all that are here pzeſent, that my bo⸗ 
dy, my Kealme, my Gods, and all the powers what I can raiſe 
in France, to adbenture ka your ſafety and ſuccoꝛ all the daies of 
my life. 

King Pepin being now departed krotn the Emperour, turned 
himſelie unta his Siſter Bellyſant, and in this manner takes his 


leabe ; Faire Sitter (quoth ee no lovger of this ar 
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of France, wherein pou habe ſpent your inſant daies, but remem⸗ 
ber that pou are remobed to a Country of other conditions. Alſo; 
let your behabiour be ſu, that J, che relt of our Friends and the 
whole company of all che Peers, may babe honour and op in you, 

Againe, as the Country whither you now doe goe is ſtrange 
unto you, ſo be you governed by the modeſt Ladies of the Land, 
and give no eare to wicked Councell, - v2 to ſuch as would mobe 
pou to diſ-loyalty. Foz you are che Creature wat I habe alwayes 
deareſt loved in all che world, wheretoze, If J ſhould hear tydings 
other than good from you, oꝛ of pou, it Would be the onely cauſe to 
take away my life. After this he gave unto his Siſter many wor⸗ 
thy gifts, and ſo imbꝛacing and kiſſing her, wich weeping eyes, be 
left her to the mercy of the Waves.

ſole⸗Gobernoꝛ and Commander over his houſe, as 
alſo, he was the Emperozs pꝛincipall Confeſſoz, and one of his 
geeateſt Counſellozs, foe the which, hee afterward had many a 
ſozrowtfull heart.

Theſe ſpeeches of his being ended, the Lady thereunto out of a 
Rabe and pꝛudent cariage, made unto this perij ur d Pꝛieſt this ex- 
cellent repꝛehenſion ond anſwer. Ah, thou falſe,unjuſt diflapall, 
and Dibelliſh Pꝛieſt, ſtaine to all thy Pofeſſio1 : how dareſt

Firſt, as I ſaid againt thy ſacred oꝛder:ſe⸗ 
candiy, but maſt principally againſt the Majeſty of that Emperoꝛ,

vou. My adviſe theretoꝛe is to bee wary of your Perſon, and coz- 
rech this her folly, but yet mildly and wiſely, alwaies with the 
pꝛeſer ba tion of your honour. Foz will it not be a great ſhame a⸗ 
mong the Pzinces of the earth, that you habing taken a Ute, 
Siſter to a great King, one who foꝛ her beauty ts incomparable, 
her nobleneſſe 6 wildome not to be out-ſhined of any earthly La- 
dy, and thee to pzobe a UMNhoze ? and what wozſe is, one who daily 
delireth your death, which gricbes my heart to thinke upon. 

The Emperoꝛ having heard this! long accuſation, kittle mil⸗ 
truſted the Treachery of this Arch⸗Pꝛieſt, but gabe credit unto 
all his faire, but falle woꝛds: and withall, betanie extreame pen⸗ 
fibe and ſad, that his truſt in her beauteous Lobe, had been thus 


deceibed. At laſt, habing many dayes in many places uttered 


fozth many diſcontented geſtures, woꝛds and ſiabes: and many 
grie vous acclamations, eben in the Emper iall Palace, he gabe 


. reſt a while unto his dilcontented Paſſions, but wakened rebenge

The Emperoꝛ not being 
thus ſatisfied, replped, ſaying: ThoirWhoze, J am to welt in⸗ 
foꝛmed of thy pꝛoctedings, and curfed ber che day and houre, that e⸗ 
ber I ſaw thy deceibeable face, and cherewithall, withaut all pity 


daſhed her head againſt the groundAeabing her ſpeechleſſe: inſo⸗ 


much, that all the Damoſels her attendants, thought ſhee had been 
quite bereft of life. Upon this, there aroſe up in the Court,a'moſt 
pittifull out⸗cry, which he Cduncellours and other Attendants in 
the Court hearing, ran ſpeedily to the Chamber, whereas they 
found this Lady in a Trance: at which diſe ſter, oll ame zed ſome

The Emperour nothing foe el this 
relenting, anſwered: Speake no moze, foꝛ J know, J ſee, I heare, 
bow cunningly ſpte hath deluded me: Ther eloꝛe mobe me no fur- 
ther, foꝛ J am fully purpoſed to deliver her over to Death, and he, 
de thep ſhall hereunto gatne ſay, J ſpall make him partaker (in 
Death) with this wicked and diſ-loyali Strumpet.

us, foz thefe merctleffe and cruell deeds unto his Siſter. Againe, 
confiver an the other fide that the Lady is gzeat with Child, ther⸗ 
loge it is dangerous ſo rudely to mite and wound her on this 
manner wherein you habe pꝛoct ded againſt her. The wozthy 
Barron habing thus ended his advice, the Lady ſuddenſy fell up⸗ 
on her knees befoze the Emperoꝛ, and in tears bery ſubmiſſibely 
and lamentably, thus ſhe ſpake. | 

Alas (my Loꝛd) take pitty on an Innocent Lady, foꝛ J am fa

In this doloꝛous gaTion 
tbe peocteded ſo farre, that what with her fighes and teares fol- 
fowing one of the other, it would habe gꝛiebed the ſtonieſt heart, 
that. eber refted in the bofome of the bileft Tyrant that ever 
raigned. W ; | 

Alt this nothing moved the hard-bearted Emperoe, who was 
do wholly bewitched with the falſe and traiterous accuſation 
ofthe Ar<-Pzieſt, that all lenity ſet apart, be burſt out in this 
manner; Thou falſe Strumpet, the Child thou goeft withal is to 
me na jop but rather gzeat diſhanour, to thy behabieur and thy 
aif-lovaliy hath made ſurh a ſeparation between. us, the t noting 
thy diſlolute uit thou haſt made another partner in my lobe.

Unto this the ſozrowful Lady made this reply: Ha Blandiman

low thy adbice, and fteale out of this Country ſecretly, tt would 
argue me guilty of all that intamy the E:nperoz thꝛoweth uon 
me, and thereby yeeld me guilty of the deed : Beleebe me Ser⸗ 
bant, J had rather die all the deaths the woztd can lay upon me, 
rather then to bear the blame of that wherein J am an innocent; 

By this time the Emperoes choller was ſome-what pocified, 
by meanes of his Lo2ds and Barons that attended, inſomuch 
that hee cauſed Bellyſant to bee quickly bzought befoee him.

ger, that he durſt not put her to death, fearing the puifſance and

Gbꝛ get thee preſently 
out et my light, ſoꝛ thou ſhe lt ne ver moze lep in my boſome. The | 
rour baving-pzonounced ſentence againſt her: che Empzeſre 
Bellyſant, eccompanied with her ſerbant Blandiman, ſptedily haſt⸗ 
ed to hozſe. Being thus mounted, and then petling thzough this 
faire City towards one of the gates thereof, there met her people 
in great multitudes, of all degrees much lamenting the lolſe of ſo 
faire a L8dp, and ſo lovely an Empereſſe. hen ſþe& came to the 
utmoſt part, eben ready ta goe out of the Gates of the City, there

Dh would the-Gods had pittred 
mp diſtreſſe, and made me the poꝛeſt amongſt Creatures, then 
had not foztune given me ſo foule a fall, at leaſt.mppoze Eſtate 
woind never habe griebed mee? Wherefoze' doth the 'beautecus 
Sunne ſend fozth his beames upon a wꝛetch ſo miſerable? Why 
- doth the earth bea re ſuch a Creature, that is ell compoſed of cala⸗ 
mities, It is not poſſible foꝛ my tongue to tell out my 8 = 
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row. O wꝛetched man (whatſoever thou art) chat by thy wicked 
Lreaſon hiſt bzought nie to this downfall, J may well curſe thee. 
with bitternes of heart, fo2 by thee only am J made thus un fo2- 
tunate : Ah my Bzother what ſhouldſt thou do with luch a w3full 
wight to thy Siſter? It had been better I had never been bogn, 
then thet I ſhould pzove ſutha ſtain to chy King'y houſe, As ſpee 
was thus complaining to her ſecret hart, the anguuy tyerot ſtruck 
her into a ſwound.,as ie {ate on hozſeback, ond wes ready at the 
inſtant to habe fe lne from off her Hoꝛſe, ere her ſerbant cor l a⸗ 
light to recober her, but he uſed all the ſpeedieſt means (02 her re- 
covery,at laſt ſpe comming unto her ſelf again, he ſaid unto her. 
Alas Madam, be not ſo diſcomfozted, neither let deſpaire ſo ſar 
ſeize upon vou, but truſt ve that the gods will keep and defend yon, 
foꝛ they are ready to aid and aſſiſt the Innocent.

Blandiman her ſerbant did as ſhe commanded, and ſoꝛ that bee 
knew not how to find the ſame place again, he ſet a ſpectall marke, 
that he might the readier come thither again: andſo betaking him 
to Yozſe, he rode fozth ſwiftly to ſtek ſome woman to helpe this 
diſtreſſed Lady. 

Me being gone, the Lady was left comfoztleſſe all alone, with- 
out ſuccour of any creature, ſo that at laſt ſhe was delibered of two 
faire Sons, in the deſolate Fozreſt. Theſe Childzen were no ſ@- 
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taining thereunto: the King little ſulpecting that this 825 was

This ſtrange cuniobt foꝛ accident, frigh ted the diſtreſſed Lady 
to the ſoul, that ſhe cried out moſt lsmentably getting up upon her 
hands 4 ftet to haſten after the afoꝛeſaid Bear, which was gutck- 
Ip got out of her light. But alas, it little avapled her to make any 
further purſuite, foꝛ the never came unto the ſigbt of the Child;

Foz tf it libe untill it 
comes to mans eſtate. I will indow it with lands and poffeCions 


after the nobleſt nianner : and therewithall, calling unto him one 


of his Squires,gabe him the ſole charge thereof. ſapiug to him on 
this manner: Mold ther, bear thou this Infant to Oxteance; ſie it 
baptized, pꝛobide a godNurſe foꝛ it, and let it want nothing Apper⸗ 
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The Eſquire, did as the King had befoze commanded him, boze 
the Child to Orleance, cauſed it to be baptized, and gabe it his 
owne name called Valentine. After, he ſought out a Nurſe ſoꝛ the 
Child, e gabe it great attendance accoꝛding to the Kings comand 

This done, the King pꝛocteded on his journey toward Con- 
ſtantinople, to ſee his lobely and beauteous Siſter Bellyſant, hut 
ere he could paſſe though the IF oꝛreſt, he chanced to meet with 
Blandiman, accompanied with a Woman that he had gotten to 


accompany his Lady in her greateſt extreamity of Child-birth, 


Blandiman eſpping the King, knew him, and ſuddenly alighted 
fromhis Yozle, doing his duty unto him. The King perceiving 
it to be Blandiman,asked what god newes from Conſtantinople 


andabobe the reſt how doth our Siſter Belly ant? Blandiman an- 
ſwersd, malt gracious Poberatgn, I being you but litile tidings. 


yet thoſe J bzing, are bitter and Tarpe ; Foz (amongſt the 
reſt)JI mutt tell you ſtrange news of pour lobing Siſter and how 
ſhe fares. UWhereſoze ſo it is that by foꝛged Treafon, and te lie 


ſuggeſtion of the curſed Arch Pꝛieſt of Conltantinople, pour lifter 


is baniſhed out of the Emperoꝛs Court and Dominions, and but 


foz the great mercy of the Loꝛds of the Emperours Court, and 
others, ſþ& had been publickly put to death and burnt to aſhes, in 


the ſight of all the people. | 


King Pepin habing heard the lamentable relation of Blandi- 


mans repozt,being excding out-ragtous and fierce in anger (and 
pet ſoꝛrowłull withall)bꝛaſt out in ſpeech moſt bitterly againſt her 


on this manner: Now by the Gods quoth he I hold the Emperoꝛ 


no upꝛigbt Judge, in that he ſpared the life of my Siſter: foꝛ J 
ſweare, that if I had her here now in my poſſeſſion I would not 
reſt, till by death J habe made her an example unto. all falle La- 
dies while the wozld indureth: and therewithall, commanded all 


his Train ofLozds and others to ſtay their journy going fozward 


and make their returne backe againe to Paris, foz-the grievous 
offences of mp Siſter here ſtayes iny journep,and fo he departed, 
without turther asking any moꝛe questions, but turning his hole 
head, ſozrow ober-came hig courage, and at the laſt made him 
bꝛeahe forth inta theſe words... Ha (quoth he) how RY 
Fre deceived-in Women 2 * am A utterly pꝛevented 


dot allmy, 
R TS 28 
pur⸗ 
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pur poſes, foꝛ my only hope reſted in the modeſty of my Siſter Bel- 
y ſant, yea, and in her ſto all my zoyes and pleafure. Agsine, to 
habe had the Emperoꝛ Alexander ſtill my Bꝛother, and faſt friend 
at all aſſayes, and in all my neceſſities, was my only hope and joy 
of heart, and now behold by her J am diſ⸗appointed, defamed, and 
ſþut out into eter nall diſhonour. And lo in that diſtruſt and me- 
lancholy, King Pepin returned again towards Orleance. When 

Blandiman perceived the courage of the King to be thus daunted, 

he durſt relate no fur ther news of his Lady Ballyſant, but leabing 
the King, took his way towards the tree, where he lately left her 
in great pain of Child⸗ birth: being come thither, he ſought her 
eber y where, but could here no tidings of her: wherefoze being 
ſoꝛrowfull, he knew not what way to take. 

Being in this ertaſie,at laſt he tide up his hoꝛſe to a thoꝛny tre 
and began again to make a narrower ſearch then befoze, where- 
in he was ſo bigilant, that anon he eſpyed her, finding her flat up- 
on the earth, in a manner ſpechleſſe, foz bery grief ot heart, that | 
ſþe had loft her Childe, which the Bear had biolently boꝛn awa 
from her. Blandiman being glad, that now at laſt he had found her 
kindly imbꝛaced het, and taking her up in his arms from the cold 
eatth.ſet her upon her feet, and began thus unto her: Alas (deare 
Lady and Viſtrefſe) how happened you to ſtray thus far from the 
place J'left you in: HET xy 5 

The Lady ſoking upon him with a gaſtiy countenance, re-- 
plyed thus: Ah Blandiman, my dolours and diſtreſſes daily in- 
creaſe upon mee. Foz thou wert no ner departed, to get mee 
the helpe of ſome woman kinde, but J being delivered of Two 
Babes, arabenous Bear from foeth the Fozreſt aſſailed me, and 
bare away one of them. J, although weak; making what poze 
ſhift I was able, followed that ravenous beat, thinking byffrong 
hand to habe recovered again my loſſe, but all-in-vaine, Jeould 
not overtake the Beare, noz, wanting my firength,recober back 
again to the Tree, where J left my other Infant. Lady(quoth he) 
the other Itifant ? why I my felf but lately came from the Ert, 

and Jam well afyred that there lay no Inkant there, noꝛ 'nearl 
thereabout.Þow(quoth the Lady) no Child under the Tree 

tzeſe words ſhe was ſo inwardiy wounded, that ſpe fen dotone in 
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a wound, which Blan Hain eſpying / ſabed her (in what he could) 
and fell into bꝛiniſh tears ſaꝛ grief and ſozrow, to ſee his LIdy fa 
extreamly plunged and oberwhelined, and at laſt led her toward 
che Tree, where ſþe had left her Child, but when ſhe ſaw that other 
Childe alſo gone, thinke then what dolour of heart the proze 
Lady indured: in middeſt of ail which ſozrows, ſhee thus be- 
ſpake : 

Alas (quoth thee ) can there be in the word a moze defolate 
wxtth, on every fide compaſſed with griefe, yea, and all inſup⸗ 
poztable ſozrows ? but alas Emperour, thou art the cauſe.ad haſt 
been the onely meanes to deliver meeeben to Death, and that 
wꝛongfully without cauſe on nip part, and onely by deceibeable 
counſel! haſt thou bereft me of thy Company : But Þecr2 I call 
all the gods to witneſſe, that J was never faulty to the in my 
body, noz diſobedient unto thee in any point : wherefoze once 
againe J am foꝛced to cry out foꝛ bengeance upon the offenders 
bead, whoſoever. Firſt, foz mp diſcrarce.next, foz my Baniſp⸗ 
ment, and now laſtly faz the Lloffe of my to Babes, iſſued from 
the blood-Ropyall of the Emperour of Conſtantinople. But ſeing 
all theſe miſeries habe eben tyꝛed themſelves upon my very heart. 
Come Death and finifþ what ſozrows doe but pzolong. All this 
while Blandiman was an ear⸗witneſſe sf all theſe pitious plaints, 
inſomuch as he grew eben weary of her wailing, and in the beſt. 
manner he could, comfozted her dying Spirits, by falling to in- 
treat her, that ſber would ſomewhat give ober her moanes, and be⸗ 
take herſelf to her feet: Mhereunto (bee giving conſent, be, oc⸗ 
companyed with the Moman he had bzought with him, came un 
to a neighbouring Mil lage, wheras they lodged and nouriſhed her 
till ſhe had ſomthing recovered her ſtrength, and in fome meaſure 
fozgotten the depth of her miferies. Blandiman began to bꝛeake

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that the Emper our had exiled you, he lightly gabe credit that his 
wes the fault, and therefoꝛe he layes all the blame on pou. Ah, 
(quoth the Lady) now what J moft feared is come to pæſſe, and 
well perceive that J am beſet with adverſaries on every fide, 
Well be it as it may be, the Emperoꝛ hath exiled me without 
cauſe what then ſhall I doe ? I will never returns again to Paris 
but take my way into ſome remote Land, where my body with 
my faults ſhall be ſmothered: Foz my Bꝛothers anger is grown 
fo great, that he could willingly deltber me ober to death, there toꝛe 
it is better to flie and ſo to ſave my life, then fall into the fury of 
lo angrya Bꝛother. This dolefull ſpeech ſþe delibered in teares, 
which Blandiman perceibing, ſayd unto her: Lady leabe off 
your teares, foꝛ be you aſſured of my faithfull ſerbice, and here J 
offer my ſelfe, lice, and all to be at your diſpoſe, goe Whither you 
pleaſe.UWhy then (quoth the Lady) ſince they art ſo reſolute, let 
us reſolbe upon ſome ſtrange adbenture, and therewtth: ll paſſed 
fozth to expoſe themſelves to future dangers, where now we ſhall 
be fozced to leabe them with ſozrowfull hearts, and return again 
to ſpeake ſomething of the Beare that carried away one of the 
_ Chtldzen. | 
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Of the Beare that bare away one the Ladies 
Children. 


She Beare (as you habe heard befoze) that had 
carryed d wap one of the Childzen , all this

J her Cabe, which was darke and obſcure. In this

but merke the chance and you ſhall find it at laſt miraculous, 
fo2 all this while the young Beares did it no harme, but with | 
their rough pawes ſtroaked it ſoftly, The old Beare percerbing 
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they did not deboure it, pe wed a Bearith kind of fabour toward 
it, inſomuch that the zept it, and gabe it ſucke among her-young

ones the ſpace of one whole peare. This Child by reaſon of nutri⸗ 
ment it receibed from the Beare, became rough ail-ober 

and got ſuch maſteryober them, that hep began to ſhun the place 
wherein he came, be was ſo extreame ſterce amongſt em: 


beaſt, and as he grew in ſtrength 


in che woods, and when he met 
in this beaſt⸗lize Eſtate paſſed he che Tearme of fiftue 


growing up to ſuch ſtrength 
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This Bateman lived ſo long in the Fozteſt that none (were 
de neber fo hardy) durft abide his pzeſence. The renown of this 
wild⸗ man grew fo great, and ſpzed ſo farre abzoad ober ell the 
Realme of France, that they of the Country round about chaſed 
and hunted him, but pꝛebailed not, foz he neither feared weapons 
noꝛ Engines, but paſſed thzough all, ſnapping them in peeces: All 
this time he abode in the Fozreſt, you muſt under ſtand, he neither 
wore Garment, noz had any kind of ſpec. 

Pere we leabe the wild-man in the Foꝛreſt, and loke a little 
what became of tbe Lady Bellyfant, and her ſerbant Blandiman, 
and we ſhall ſuddenly find them wandzing and trabelling thzough 
dibers Lands and Countries, the Lady eber remembzing and be⸗ 
wailing che loſſe of her two Childzen, wiſhing that if it were poſſt- 
ble, they might be ill in ſafety : But in the midſt of her ſozrow- 
full wiſhes, yet ſhe peſſed on her weary Journey, ſometime by 
Sea, ſometime by Land, till at length ſbe came to a Pozt in Por- 
tugall, on the which did ſtand an invincible Caſtle, kept by a Gy⸗ 
ant called Farragus, ſo great and of ſuc puiſanee, that there was 
not a Moꝛſe to be found could bear the living Trunk of this great 
Gyant. 

It ſo happened at this Caſtle, that ebery ſbip that paſſed by this 
Pozt, wes to pay tribute to this Gyant,whic he himlelfe did dat- 


I» come aboazd to receibe. At length he came into theſpip wherein 


the Lady Bellyſant, and her Squioꝛ had paſſed ( toꝛ ſhe was laden 
with all manner of rich Parchandizes) lo caſting his eyes about 
be eſpied Bellyſant, which he kindly toke by the hand, and led her 
into the Caſtle to bis Mite ( foz he was married to a beautifull 


Lady) Blandiman followed his Lady alſo, fearing the Gyant but 


he bebaved himſelf ſs nobly, that he did not offer her any biolence 
but pꝛeſented her to his Uite who received her gladly, and had 
great Jop at the gracious preſence of ſo beautifull a Lady, The 
-Gyant gabe charge to his wife, touſe her honourably, and Blan- 
diman her Squioz. During her abode in the Caſtle, ſþ& would 
often ſþed teares, when the bethought her of the loſſe of ber two 
Childzen, which the Lady of the Caftle perceiving, would often 
comfozt her in the beſt manner ſhee could, and eber placed her 
next her ovne perſon, foꝛ the re and pleaſance that ſþe eber toke 

in 
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in her company. Mithin this Caſtle ſpe tarried ſome long time, 

and here we muſt leave her, and now we will return backe again 
to tell vou ſomewhat of the Empervur of Conſtantinople, and the 
falle Arch⸗Pꝛieſt. 248 
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How by the Counſell of the Arch-Prieſt, new cuſtomes and Tax- 


ations were raiſed throughout the City of Conſtantinople, 
and how the Treaſon came to light, 


Le xander the Emperour, habing ſhamefully expel- 

A led Bellyſant his Wife, Siſter to King Pepin, 
oftentimes repented him of the fact : but by the 
curſed counſe!] of the Arch⸗Pꝛieſt, unto whoſe 
—> \vo2ds the Emperour gabe ſuch credit continuelly, 
that what he ſpake was an Dzicle in the eares of 
the ſaid Emperour , Inſomuch as hee continually heaped new 
honours upon that traiterous Pꝛieſt, adbancing him eben/abobe 
the higheſt efhis Empire, and whatſoever he commanded, was 
effected. At laſt, having gotten all power and authority into dis 
hands, he began to inhance the cuſtomes and taxes of the City of 
Conſtantinople, which exaction of his againſt all reaton, ftroke e- 
ben to th? very hearts of the Inhabitants. Among the reſidue of 
theſe his fozced impoſitions, it happened that(arcoeving to their 
yearly cuftomes)thcre were beld a great Mart in the City, which 
fals out about the month of September. Pereunto reſogted many 
people foz divers occaſtons, oſpeciall Marchants. The Faire oz 
Mart dap being come, the Emperour gave the charge thereof un- 
to his Arth-Pzieft, who accoꝛdingly pzovided bimſelfe, and to the 
ſame purpoſe armed 200 men to guard his perſon: being thus 


—— 


accompanied, her tooke' his way into the City, to effet this nem 


charge which che Emperour had ſo lately beſtowed upon m. 
At chanced ſo, that among che reſt of them wat ſold wares, 
the Marchant was dere perlen (of whom you hade read betoze 2. 
AE 2 naͤneeip, 
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namely, wat Marchant what came riding by th? way whitſt Blan- 
diman (the Ladies Cſquioz ) and the Arch Pꝛieſt were fighting: 
The Arch⸗Pꝛieſt perceived him well enough, but would take no 
knowledge of him, foz be was bery fearefull leaſt all bis billany 
ſþould now come to light. The pzeſence of this Marchant, much 
troubled the Arch⸗Pꝛieſt, inſomuch as he wiſped (if it were poſſt- 
ble) his death, and would afſuredly habe effected the ſame by the au- 
thozity that he now had in his hand, but ſtill be feared ſome great 
tumult would ariſe thereby. Now marke what followed: This 
Marchant among the reſt, was richly, furniſhed with all rich and 
coſtly wares, as Cloath of Gold, Silver, Silke. ac. hereby he re⸗ 
ceived great wealth, and ton moꝛe mony then any fibe Parchants 
beſide. The Faire being ended, che Arch Pꝛzieſt ſent fozth his Df- 
ficers, to demand and receibe the accuſtomed duties due upon de 
fale of thoſe archandizes. The Officers came unto this Mar 
ant and ſaid: Sir you mutt psy ten pence on every pound that 
babe taken, foz ſo it is oꝛdained by the great Officer to whom it 
doth belong. 

The Marchant hereat being angry, ſaid, Curſed be that diflop- 
all Ar-Pzieft, foz he is the only cauſe of theſe new raiſed exacti⸗ 
ons upon us: It had been god foz all men, if he had long fince 
had his deſert, and with ſhame and in lamp had ended his daes, 
At which repebachfull wozds againſt the Arch⸗Pꝛieſt, the Otficer 


tok his ſtaffe and fmote the Marchant on the head, that pzeſently 


the blood guſþed out. Then the Marchant feeling the blood about 


bis eares., ew his ſwozd, and ſtroke ſo hard upon the Officer, chat 


he laid him at bis feet toz dead. Upon this, aroſe a great rout 
theoughout the Faire, inſsmuch as the reft of the Officers coming 
up to helpe their fellow. tek the Sarchant and bꝛought him before 


the Arch⸗Pꝛieſt. Che Arch⸗Pꝛieſt glad of this oppoꝛtunity, would 


ſuddenly have put bim to death, dut che Parchant appealed to Ju⸗ 
ſtice, to habe his cauſe tryed hy the Law. The Arch⸗Pꝛieſt fezr⸗ 


ing the pople, ſent bim away to the Emperee, foꝛ nothing could ſa- 
title him but his lite: t matte, in ſteking the lite ol the 
'Parihant, hee purchaſed his owne death, as hereafter tbilow- 


eth, 
"_ Arch⸗Pꝛieſt cauſed the Partpant to-bee-beought. 3 
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peroꝛ being iet, che Arc-Pzieft brought in his Advocate to plead 
his cauſe, Which was to this effect, that ch: Parchant had commit- 
ted murther, and allo ſroken many app;obztous wozds againſt the 
ſaid Arch⸗Pꝛieſt. The Adbecate having ended his accuſation, the 
Marchant ſuddenly fell on his kn&s befoze th: Emperour, end 
fatd : Mighty and moſt Excellent Pzince, out of your benignity 
gibe me but audience to be heard, befoze theſe your Nobles here 
attending, and J ſball unfold a matter of ſo great impoꝛtance, 
that it touches eben pour perſon in the Higheſt degree of Treaſon. 
Say on ſaid che Emperoꝛ, Mighty Emperoz, and my Loꝛds all, 
J would adbiſe you to make faſt the Gates round about this your 
Pallace, that none derart from this place. The Emperoꝛ did es 


be requeſted: Then ſaid the Marchant with a loud boyce, Los, 


Barons, and Knichts, all you that love the hbnour of the Empe⸗ 
ro2; and the Triumphant reigne of his perſon, attend my woꝛds: 

Foz che time is come, that the Treaſon of the curſed Arch⸗Pꝛieſt 
will now be revealed and come to light. Then thus great Empe- 
roꝛ, this is that curſed man tohom you hav? eber nouriſhed and 
bought to great honour, who hath decetbed your truſt, to? he it 
is that hath wzoughtall the diſeoꝛd betwirt you and your bertu⸗ 

dus Lady whom pou habe baniſhed boch from your Bed, Court, 

and Country, and by whom you habe received moze diſponour, 

then eber he reaped honour from you: Foz it had been his part 

moſt of any, to have nour iſped and advanced your renowne, and 

to habe pꝛeſerbed your honour, But contreriſy be hath made my 

Dꝛead Loꝛd infamous by theſe his wicked pzojects, and bꝛought 

upon von great ſcandall among all Nations: foꝛ he ſecretly and 

under ⸗ hand made lobe to your Einpzefſe, but ſhe denyed him: the 

which he perceibing, that there were no likelyhwd to accompliſp 
his deſtre, it dꝛobe him into a thauland feares; leaſt this his dil⸗ 

tzall act ſhould come to light : and therefoze deviſed to falſiſte un⸗ 
to your eares, her faithſull lobe unto pour Bed. Ot all which his 
falle accuſations, I ſay here befoze and all your Lozds-and - 
Barons that he lyeth like a Traptoꝛ, and foe the moze appꝛoba· 


tion of what J habe uttered, I will here unfold the truth of what 


wet eyes of mine were witneſſes. 
* It 
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It ſo happened on a day (after the banichment of the Empzeſſe 
Bellyſant) as J was riding about my afaires, J chanced to tra- 
bell though a dM: at laſt, paſſing e long tbe way, I found this 
treacherous Pꝛieſt, ttanstoꝛmed out of the habit ot his Pzieſthwd, 
into the ſhape of a Knight, eben armed at all points ready foz the 
combate with che enemy. Dzawing neerer and neerer, JI might 
hebold him in fight with another man unarmed, which at laſt J 
found to be Blandiman, Squio? to the baniſped Lady, who conduc- 
ed her in the time of her exile. 

I ſti1] perceiving they encountred one another ſo fiercely,began, 

to call out unto chem, to gibe ober this direfull fight: but they lit- 
{le regarding what J ſatd, J did perceibe the Lady pitioufly weep- 
ing, and at laſt ſatd unto me thus: Gentle Marchant, and kind 
friend, lend me thy aid againſt this treacherous Arch-Pzieft, that 
ſeketh by fozce to rob me of mine honour. This is he, and only 
he, by whom J'ambaniſhed from my Emperoꝛs Bed and Coun: 
(ry. Mith that I put ſpurs to my Yozſe, and ran between them 
toſeparate them which this Arch-Pzieft perceibing, ſuddenly fled 
into the Mod, being fully aſſured that J had knowledge who hee 
wes. Noble Emperoz, it had been my part to habe revealed this 
long befoꝛe, but I durſt not open my mouth unto you foꝛ feare his 
greatneſſc would habe out-fwayed my truth, and ſo have bzought 
my ſelfe to an untimely death. 
The Emperoꝛ having heard this tale, fighed,and at laſt fell in- 
to teates: in which teares he turned him unte the Arch⸗Pꝛieſt, 
rating his diflop:ity on this manner: Ha thou falſe ſervant (quoth 
be) habe J ever ſtudied to doe ther honour, and exalt thæ to bigh 
Dignities, and haſt thou guitted all my love and truſt with difloy- 
alty and treaſons? Well, I babe ſeennow what Jeber miſtruſt-. þ 
ed, Thou þeſi made me of ell men the moſt unhappy,But it is not 
fo much thy fault as my own, thy Treaſon hath bewitched me. Jn 
an ebill houre gave J credit to thy falſe ſpeaking tongue, and 
thereby deſerve to carry the bzand of my owne folly, 
The Arch⸗Pꝛieſt hearing the Emperoz thus diſtempered, began 
1 tntreate his Highneſſe not to be ſo impatient, neither to gibe 
credit to this lla nderous tale that the Marchent had commenced a- 
gainſt him: foꝛ (quoth he) he belyeth me;# J am no way w__ « 
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that wherewith he accuſeth me, Thou lveſt fallely(quoth the Wars 
chant) thou canſt not excuſe thyſelfe in what J habe charged thee 
withall, and if thou ſtand ſtill to the dengall. I challenge thee by 
fingle Combate, to maintain the truth, and try my guat rell: and 
her eupon, I thzow down my gage, and withall tender my body 
thereunto, fo2 to make good what J have here ſpoken : and moze 
then that ere night ſput in, J will deliver thy body to death, oz 
yteld my ſelfe banquiſhed. 

The Empero2 ſeeing the Marchant fo reſolute, and to ſtand to 


the tryal of the Combate, he laid: Arch⸗Pꝛieſt, it is time, that cither 


thou quit thy ſelfe by anſwering this Challenge, oz to ꝓteld thy 
ſelfe guilty of what hath heen laid to thy charge. The Arch Pꝛieit 
replyed on this manner: Mighty Emperoꝛ, I nuiſt let vou under- 
ſtand, that to anſwer the Marchants Challenge, oz to take up 
Armes is contrary to my place oz calling, foꝛ J am a ſacred Pꝛe⸗ 
late of the Church, and therefoze J may reſuſe to fight. Nay ( quoth 
the Emperoꝛ ) in this caſe no excuſe is to be admitted, hut vou muſt 
either fight, oz yeld pour ſelfe a Traytoꝛ to our Crowne: and dig- 
nity.At theſe woꝛds the Arch⸗Pꝛieſt wis ſomething troubled in 
mind, yet at laſt he was faine to accept the Combate becauſe the 
Emperoꝛ charged him ſo deepely: and beſides, he could habe no ex- 
cuſe admitted.

contenttons, and of the cauſe cf thiz Combate, which was to try 
the Arch-Pztelt a traptoz, and alſo to hold the Emperour excuſed 
in that he bad by his falſe accuſations baniſped his Empzelle. 
The Ambaſſadozs thus diſpatched, you mult imagine, that after 


long trabell, at laſt they came to Rome whereas they found King 


Pepin, as befoze was told them. King Pepin habing heard of 
their comming, gabe them entertainment appertaining to their 
ſeberail degrees: all which being done the Ambaſſadozs thus 
tpake unto King Pepin. Great Log, tve pꝛeſent theſe Letters 
from Alexander thy 1526zher, Emperor of Conſtantinople, our 
Lo2d and Maſter, of whith we intreat a ſpeedy ant wer. Ning Pe» 
Pin to the letters gractoully and read them:and having thzough- 


ly conſtdered the contents, with a loud boyce he ſatd my Lozdg 
(by the Gods) here is much matter of tydings and allo of as great 


admiration, The Emperoz Alexander greetes me well, and ſends 
me word that my Siſter Bellyfanthis betrothed wife, hath been 
by him wzongfully baniſped, and that by reaſon of a falſe Arch⸗ 
Pꝛieſt, unto whom he had giben too much truſt ; which Pꝛieſt fox 


theſe his treaſonable facts is accuſed by a Parchant, and fox try⸗ 


all of the truth of this his accuſation, will put himſelfe in jeopar⸗ 
dy of life, by finale combate in open fi-1d body to body, with this 
treacherous Arc-Pzieft. Now it is ſo fallen out, that the day and 
place is ready ſoꝛ the tryal of this fact, whereby I ſhaV be fully ſa- 
tisſied whither my Siſter hath been guilty of that wherewith ſher 
hath been charged, and moſt ſhamefully caſt fozth into baniſpment 
Upon all which J vow by my Crowne and Dignity, that if the 
Einperour be found to have offered her this indignity without juſt 
cauſe, that J will be avenged againſt him in the extreameſt man⸗ 


ner that werre ſpall thunder fozth againſt him. Habing ended his 


ſptech unto his Lozds in the pꝛelence of the Ambaſſadozs, he cam⸗ 
manded that with ſp&d every man ſhould addzeſſe himſ*Ife to ac⸗ 
company him to Conſtantinople, to behold the manner of this 
fight between the Merchant and the Arch. Pꝛeitt. 1 
The dap or his departure from Rome being come, he fakes — 
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way towardConſtanti nopls,whets after tome edge of trabel, 
he ſately arrived, The Emperoz hearing of his commi om 
manded ell che Wells to be tung, and made Triumphs! Unet- 
come him, foz all were fflledwith joy at bis appzoach. The Em 
pero mounted on Pozſe-backe richiy accompanied, marthed out of 
the City to moet his Bꝛother King. At 1aft they met, but the Em 
pero obercome with fozrow and tears at the remembꝛanee ot Bel. 


lyanc, could not utter a wozd. On the other ide. Pepin being 


fiercelp angred, at what hapned to his Siſter, gabe no teſpect un- 
to the Emperours teares, but proudly beganto Aird him on this 
manner. Emperour (quoth be) leabe off theſe your lamentations, 
and ſhake off theſe werds of ſoꝛrow that you ſem to wear fox my 
fiſterBellyfant: Foz he thathatha Parlot unte hin wife, Jac:

Sun-ſe — — lentence ofdeath ) thinking thereby: to 
weary out woe Merchant, Which the Warthant being pyiby unto, 
ſo behaved himlſelfe, that bee prepared to receive. the Arch zielt 
- courageouſiy when he encountxed him: inlomuch that when they 
tame together to make pal of weir batoz, and to get —_ 
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the one over the other: the Wariþant ſo redoubled his ſtroakes, 
that at lat he ſmote off one of his eates, and bis Steele Habergi 
e the violence of the ſame blow, we Marchants Swoꝛd 
fell from his hand. The Ar-Paieſt perceiving his enemy unar⸗ 
med, be put ſpurs to his Pozſe and charged him with ſuch violence 
that he ranne againſt the Marchants Yoſs, and thꝛuſt out one of 
his eies, the Hoꝛſe feeling himſelfe hurt ran up and down as mad, 
leaping and cur betting ſo furiouſip, that he unhoꝛſt his river, and 
ſo hard was the foztune of th? Marchant, that in his fab, his (wt 
hung faſt in the ſtirrop whereby he was bꝛought into great dan- 
ger, che Pozſe hurrying him e long the fie ld, chat ali were ber p ſoꝛ⸗ 
rowfull to behold this lamentable ſpectacle, and with the amaze- 
ment thereof, grew deſperate in their hopes. King: Pepin alſo was 
ſoze diſcouraged at this diſaſtrous chance, that the teares did eben 
trickle downe his cheekes, and in a ſilent ſpeech to hümtelte thus 
be ſpake. Alas Marchant J now well perceibe thy days are at an 
end, and that the truſt J repoſed in ther is utterly fruſtrate; foz by 
thy fall I ſee my Siſters chaſtity to be weake, and the rather, foz;

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pee Warchant vas eben-altonied. At latf, he was fozced to gibe 
backe to recober bzeath, which eben a little ſpace, and finding him- 
felt ſome what reſte bed, he ſubtlely and fiercely gabe a freſh aſtault 


upon the Arch⸗Pꝛieſt, againſt whom he ſtroke with ſuch biolence 


that the ſwozd fel out of his hand, but behav firſt ſo wounded the 
Arch · Pꝛieſt that the Blood ran quite thzough his Armoz upon the 
earth.This ſo bexed the Arch⸗ Pꝛieſt that he grew mad with rage, 
and turned his Poꝛle upon the Marchant, minding to habe ober⸗ 
run him with his Horte. But the Parchant perceiving bis dzift, 
prepared to receibe him, and therewithall dꝛew a long knife, and 
panched it into the belly of the Yozſe,ſo that the Poꝛſe being thus 
wounded, began to fling and leape, inſomuch as the Arch-Pjiefl

The Arch-Pyteft being thus unhoꝛſt, was bery nimble to reco⸗ 
ber bimfelf, but yet the Marchant watching all oppoꝛtunity, lent 
dim fuch a blow, that as he began to riſe, he laid him flat again 
upon the ground, and then leaping upon him, pulled off his Ye!- 
met, thinking to habe ſmitten off his head, when the Arch-Pytere 
ſaw himfelfe thus banquiſped, he was exceeding wꝛath, but ſeeing 
fittle a beiled he ſaid thus unto the Marchant: Alas, my Friend, 
I beſiech the take mercy upon me, and while Jam pet libing, 
cibe me fome time to confeſſs my ſelfe, that I may free my Soule 
of 9 tothee N Peeld np ſelfs as banquiſped. The War⸗ 
chant hearing him fay fo, was bery courteous, and granted him 
bis deffre. The Pzteft had no ſooner gotten on his feet but he foꝛ⸗ 
ſwke his confeCion, and ſuddenly got the Parchantmhisarmes, 
and thzew him on the grourd,andleapt upon him in molt ſudden 
outrage, faying thus to the Barchant X have thee nowat adban- 
e, andfrom my hands thou ſhalt not efcape with life, tf what 
I \þall command ther thou doe not effect. Ba, replyed the War- 
chant, haft thou thus betrayed me. Well, it is fo that 9 —

an untimely Death. Che Marchant having heard the Art-Pziefts 
tale, was upon the ſuddaine exceeding ſozrowfull and not with: 
out cauſe , but not knowing on the ſudden what to reſolve us- 
on, be at length thusanſwered. Sir Piet your Arguments 
are grounded upon god reaſons, therefoze I am ready.toacoom- 
lich your deflres, fo that pou will be ax nindtult of your oathes 
and pꝛomiſes. In mequoth the Arc-Peieft there ſhall appeare no 
fault, Why then (quoth the Parcant) let us ſet tozward toward 
the Emperour and there will I ſet you freefront all thoſe acouſe- 
tions which heretofoee I habe exhibited againſt you, It is well 
ſaid tee Arth-Peielt wherefoze rite up then and ict us go together. 
The Mar chant had no ſooner got un his ft, put he began again 
akreſp to open all the Treafon of the Arth Pꝛiett, eben 10 bis 
teeth, and againe he toke courage, and nem vwuld requite him 
in the ſame ſawce her had ſerbed him befoze :.and ſuddenly claſy- 
ing the Arch Pꝛieſt in his Armes, her thzewhim down, and hab⸗ 
ing him at advantage, be (aid thus: Arch ꝛieſt you habe taub 


me to play mp pert, end theretoꝛe thinke no moꝛe upon donfefft⸗ 


ons, foꝛ you ſhall confeſſe to me oꝛ none. The Arch⸗Ppꝛieſt ſeeing 


bimſeite beaten at his own weapon, began again tointreate, _ 
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daz6,08 he had Traiteroully fought the life of that Annorent La- 
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the Marchant not regarding bis woꝛds, peſent!y put out bis eies: 
And gabe him ſo many deadly blowes, that he made him ſure e⸗ 
nough oz rifing to doe him any harme. ä 

Then the Werchant called the Parſhals of the field, and ſaid, 
Lo, here you may ſe,that I have don my beſt endeabour agaiſt 
the Ar$-Piief, and if he be-vanquithed ſay ſo, fo: J am ſure I 
babe bꝛougbt him te that paſſe: that I map kill him out-right if I 
pleaſe, ZTherefsze-my requeſt now unto you is, that you would 
conduct Alexander the Emperoz o:Conſtantinople,and Pepin Ring 
of France hither to this place, accompanied with their wozthy 
Logos and knights, that they may be eare-witneſſes of the Con- 
teffion which this Arch Pꝛieſt ſpall make unto them, and alſo to 
hear in hat umuſt manner he waged this combate againſt me. 
The Warſhals did accozding to the requeſt of the Marchant; 
and then pzeſently came King Alexander the Emperoꝛ, with king 
Pepin, and all their Nobles, even to the. place where the Arch⸗ 
Peieſt lay all ſfozrowfull and fully vanquiſhed, Then the Emperoꝛ 
demanded ol him tbe truth of the matter, which the Arch⸗Pꝛieſt 
Conteſſed, decle ring the whole plot of his villanies, « hom by this 
means the Lady Bellyſant had been wꝛongfully baniſhed, When 
the ſtanders by heard all the whole matter, a multitude of teares 
were ſhed.on every ſide, but eſpecilly the Emperour, foz bis la⸗ 
mentations were ſo biolent, that all that were about him wept 
With great bitternefſe and hearty ſoꝛrow. Now, if the Emperoꝛ 
were ſo ſozrowful what may you think ofkingPepin her bzother, 
alas it was not without great cauſe when they ſar» and knew that 
by too much truſt giben to a treacherous Pꝛieſt, they had lolt the 
vertuous Lady Bellyſant, Between theſe two great Pꝛinces there 
was great ioy and great ſoꝛrom: Joy to Ring Pepin that his St- 
nter was found Innocent and blameledſe ; 'Sozrow to the Empe- 
roꝛ that he ſbould be the only means (by falſe ſuggeſtions.) of his 
wibes baniſhment. 

At laft lamentations were laid apart: when they had heard all 
the confefſion of the Arch⸗Pꝛieſtg Treafons, the Emperoꝛ con- 
ſulted with his counſel what death the TLraytoꝛ ſpould be put unto, | 
a Caldzon of hot burning Dyle, quick, and ſo finiſh his miſerable 
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dy : So the execution was ſuddenly to be done, and it being done, 
the aſſembly of people of all ſoꝛts was diſmiſſed, | 

Afterward King Pepin withdzew himſelf towards his lodging 
but the Emper oꝛ ſozrowfull, foꝛ what had happened, came befoze 
King Pepin, and humbling himſelfe at his fert, began thus to ſay, 
Alas dter Bzother J am all ſozrowfull foꝛ this my erroz, in that 
A hab? ſo raſþ'y comnuntted ſuch a deteſtable crime againſt you, 
my Lady your Siſter, and the reſidue of theſe great Nobles pour 
attendants. Let it ſuffice, that I behold my own folly, what ſpall 
I ſay ? I can but crabe pardon foꝛ my fault, and gibe my ſelfe in- 
to your hands, and do to me what eber pleaſeth you: and foꝛ a fur⸗ 
ther ſatisfaction, J render up into your bands my Empire, with 
all the Kegality thereunto apper taining: foꝛ J am altogether un- 
woꝛthy to rule an Empire, that am not Maſter of mine own at 
fections. Take it I ſaid, foꝛ A will no longer be ſer bed, but during 
the reſt of my liſe will become a Ser bant to thee oz any: foꝛ no 
better habe J deſer bed, Bing Pepin perceibing the Emperoz ſo 
paſſionate. a ſo humble minded, kindly took him from the ground 
and beſoꝛe all his Loꝛds frely tozgabe all treſpaſſes. So that be- 
foze they parted, there was a generall peace concluded on both 
parties between them, and a moſt ſpeedy courſe taketi to ſend a- 
bzoad into all parts of the wozld to ſteke out the diſtreſſed Lady 
Bellyſant. Thus all things ſetled in an oper, King Pepin pꝛepa⸗ 
red to take his leabe of the Emperoꝛ, and ſo returned back again 
ints his own Country.

How. King Pepin returned from Conftantineple, into France, and 
after ſayled to Rome, to fight againſt the Sarazens that 
had ſurprized the City. 


Ing Pepin habing taken bis leabe froni Conſtantino- 
ple, (as you habe heard) after a long Journep, 
arribed in France, and ſo to Orleance, to refreſh 
bis long and ty2ed ſpirits, toſſed to and fro in me- 
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bef:lne unto his Difter Bellyſant, Being thus ſafely arrived 
and ſeated at Orleance, The King was right jopfull that at 
the laft hee had attained th2 place bee ſo much deſiced, by reaſort 
wat it was one of che goodlieſt Fozrefts in the Realme of France, 
Being (as I fad) come hither , hee cauſed great Banquets 
to bee made foꝛ his Welcome home : which was accozdingly per- 


Inthe midſt of their Feaſtings and Revelling, the Eſcuioz 
that had we charge of the Ozphant Valentine, tok and pzeſented 
bim befoze the King, ſaping unto his Majeſtp, on this manner : 
Dzead Sobzraigne, le, here J pzeſent befoze you, the pee Oꝛ⸗ 
phant chat your Pajefip found in the Foꝛreſt of Orleance, and the 
{ame Child which you commanded me to \& bzought up, not at 
mine expence Dꝛead Soberaigne, but at your owne. My Leige, 
the reaſon why I mabe tender of bim unte you at this time, is, 
koꝛ that he is growing into mans eſtatz, and ſo it may pleaſe pour 
Ma jeſtp, it is time todiſpole ot him as vou pleaſe. The King hav⸗ 
mg heard the woꝛds of this Si, called this Dzphant (pcleped 
V alentine) unto bim, and tek him by the hard, and moved divers 
tue tions unto him all which he anſwered with much modeſty, and 
great wiſdome, and being rabifhed therewith, commanded that 
all his Cupbozd of Plate ſhould be given unto him. Moꝛeober (ſa id 
the Bing) J command that this Dyphant Valentine ve deerly pꝛe⸗ 
ſer bed 6 kept, foꝛ that you ſhall perceive I reſpect him above can 
mon lobe, J will alſo, chat this infant ſþall be nouriſhed and kept 
with my Daughter Eglantine, ſhe i is boch faire, wiſe,and well en 
dowed with all the richeſt gifts of Nature, 

The King having giben this ceounnend, it was g ccoꝛdingly ac- 
compliſhed, intonnich that they were both under one government 
of one and the ſsne ut le, and had one and the ſame attendants, 
pea, ebery way they joyned ane in the company of the other, in 
ſuch wiſe, that if the one was but a little abſent from the other, 
were was a kind of lamentation tillthep came together ag 


eſyecieilp the Rings Daughter, who pondzing on pzudent 
carriages of the ©:phant, that fbe became in ode? ith bes 
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dzabe her melancholly thoughts into a tþouſand/davts.. 

Now Valentine was eber pzattifing himſelfe in feata of Arma, 
as Pozſe, Armoz, Jults, and Touwnaments; ill oppoſing him- 
ſelf in all dangers whatſoever, The King wiſely beholding the in- 
clination of the youth, alotted unta him what his heart deſired, 
furniſped him with Armoz, Pozſe, Lands, Rebenewes, and made 
bim Lozd of rich poſſeffions. Being thus furniſhed, there arof# 
within the Court many feccet mutterings, whereby many fretted 
fo ſoze in enby towards him, that they uttered fozth many ropꝛoach⸗ 
ful wozds againft — when he was at the beſt, he was 
but a found ſtray, poꝛe, baſe, without any knowne Parents oz - 
Friends, of no gentle oz noble ſtock, and tuch like: which when 
Valentine heard, he could take no other rebenge, but ſit him down 
and wiepe: Whole teares fatre Eglantine perceiving, would in a 
tender woman lite affection, accompanꝑ him, eben poux ing toety 
ber teares alſo toz company. 


At length when he ſaw teares little abailed, he began to foxſaks | 


it, and taking heart, bear himſelfe likea man, amidſt the greateſt 


in the Court, carrying himſelfe in ſuch humble and gentle frame, 
that he gained the lobe of all ſozts and degrees, as well Pables, as 
Inſeriozs. 

Valentine thus gzowing up in love of the Court, all this while 
bis Bꝛother Orſon runs in the Fozreft, all rough! and covered 
with haire like a 1Beare,and leading the lite of a Beaſt where we 
leave him foꝛ a white, and return unto the affaires of King Pepin. 
It ſo chanced, that there came unto Ocleance diders Ambaſſadozs 
from the Pape demanding aid againſt the Sarazens, enemies of 
the holy faith, who have taken latelytheCityofRomebpbiolence, 
King Pepin underftanding hereof by certaine Letters receibed, 
addzeſſed hiniſelte and his powers to make refiftance againſt this 
common Enemie. And amongſt the reft ol — followers, 
he oꝛdained this young Valentine a cheit᷑ C Fatre Eg 
lantine hearing that Valentin ſhould make one, became wondꝛous 
beaby and ſozrovofull ; foꝛ that ſhe loved him moꝛe then any other 
Creature, and ſecretly by ſtealth ſent a meſſenger unto him i 
come and . with her: and when he came, ſhee ſighing, lad 


unts him: A aan now am A quite bereft of all

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my uy foꝛ 3 yercetho pes will betake pour ſelfe to a dangerous 


Marre. Gentle lobe, leabe mee nut ſo deſolate ; would to the 
Gods that I had neither father noz friend in the wozld to contra⸗ 
dict my will, and then ſpouldit thou ſone perceibe, how well mp 
affection ſtands to thy perſon; foz if wiſhes might abaile, wear 
(by he Gods) thou art the onely man J would joyn my ſelfe un⸗ 
to in the bands of Marriage, and then ſpouldſt thou be the King of 
France and J Queen. The young man hee r ing her idle imagina⸗; 
tion, Said, Madam leabe theſe womaniih dotages, you know J| 
am no perſon fitting pour eſtate,J am but a found ſtrap that your 
Father hath cauſed long time to be nouriſhed foꝛ charity ſake. I 
am no w y either fitting you oꝛ the meaneſt Pamoſell attending 
pour perſon. Make pour choice elſe-where, and joyn Royallbleod 
unto yours: and ſo with all duty J take my leabe, and commend 
pou to the Gs. Habing thus ended his ſpe, away hee goes, 
leabing the pwze Lady all beaby, deſolate, and in the midſt of 
mourning, 
Pp this time, the King and all his powers were in a readines 
to depart, and taking their way from Orleance towards Rome, 
they went thzough a mighty Foꝛreſt, and being entred, the King: 
called his L02ds and Barons together and ſaid thus unto them. 
My Loꝛds, it is not unknown unto you; that in thefe woods (as 
repozt goeth) there libeth a ſtrange monſter, a Mild⸗man, much 
feared of paſſengers, which ſpectacle of mans ſhape, J long to 
behold, befoꝛe 3 denter out any further upon our intended boyage- 
to Rome, The Loꝛds generally conſented, and the chaſe was ſud- 
denly appointed. Being entred the wood thep chaſcd dibers ſoꝛts 
of Wild-beaſts and obercame them :; but cs fsz Orſon the w'ld- 
man, none durſt adbenture the finding fozth of him, ſabe only his 
Mother Valentine( but he knew nothing) and be fc1'owed ſtill the. 
cþaſe; hoping et leſt both to find and to fight with him alſo, Every 


| wap they begirt the Mood, ſome one wap ſome another : the 


King himſelte bentured fo far, that he came befoze a Cave, darke 
and obſcure;whereas thts Mild man uſed to hide himſelf, Orſon 
perceibing the Ring, ruſbed out upon him, caught him within bis 
naples (the which were long and crooked) and in rough and rabe- 
n manner caft him on 5 ground. The King thus ſuddenly _ 
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pzized by a ſa bage man, neber lot foꝛ life, but in pittious man⸗ 
per cried out foꝛ belpe, who was ſeconded by a baliant Knight at 
Armes, which eſpying the King to be almoſt ſirangled, ſuddenly 
dzew fozth his i wozd to habe run the wilo-men thzough. Orſon 
xerceibing the glittering cwoꝛzd, left the Bing and ran furfouſiy 
upon the knight, twke him in his armes that te eberthꝛew him 
Porſe and all. The Yogſe ſoze atfrighteo, got up again, a in a mad 
fit ran up and down the Foꝛreſt, but es foz the rider ( though a 
night at Armes) Orſon beld him ſo f ft with his fergs and Ta⸗

Knight. Theſe tidings much amazed the reſt of the company: pet 
being manfully reſoſbed, they joyncd themſelbes together, and 
marched towards the Cabe to meet with Orſon, ond either to take 


him alibe, oꝛ put him to death in the cave. But being come thi- | 


ther, they found the knight dead and toꝛn in peces,but Orſon they 


could not find, (foꝛ the Gods had reſerved him to be conquered on⸗ 


Ip by his Bother Valentine.) of whoſe pꝛoct dings you ſpe Il hecr 
mezs hereafter. - . 

So the King perceibing their labour laſt, gabe ober the chaſe, 
and ſet fozward toward Rome, After this, the King ranked his 
foꝛces into battell rap, and the great Enſign of France was giben 
to one called Myllon Dauęler a bery beliant Pꝛince, end a wiſe 


leader, ſo that he and his two bzethzen, G:rvays,andSawpſon had 


the whole Conurand of the Fozces that then were marching to⸗

Mhen they were come unto Rome, Ring Pepin deſired battell, 

and would faine underſtand the ſtate that the City now. ſtood in 


under the conqueſt of the Sarazens, but it was told him he ſbould 


not be to inquiſitive of thoſe affaires: foz the Admirall of the $:- 
razens had ſurpzized the City, and put multitudes to the ſivopd.a1 


had ſpoyled and defaced all the Churches, a made them Temples, 
fit foꝛ their Yeatheniſh Idols, as he conſtrained the Pope, with bis 
onks, Fryers, and all. 
the Ecclefialtical perſons; foꝛ io ſerve at Th:irÞeatheniſh Altars, 
and to ſacrifices their Devills after rge cuſtome & the Bea · 


Cardinals, Acch⸗biſpops, Biſpops, Pꝛi 
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"uMhen Ring bepin underſtood hereof, be was much inraged, 
ts-beare that the Chziſttans were thus captivated. by Peathens : 
wherefoze be addzefied himſelfe nesrer untothe City, and chete 
having affembled ell his foꝛces, he began to dzaw them into dibers 
Squadꝛons, meaning thereby to gibe them a ſudden aſſault, foz his 
fur was ſo great againſt theſe Heatheniſh Sarazens, that he bown- 
ed rebenge upon them: but taking better adbiſe, hee reſcued him- 
ſelfe and his Army foz-a ſeaſon : what after befell, ſhali be dechar- 
ed at large, when fit occaſion ſerbeth our purpoſe, 
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How KingPepin beſiedged Rome, and how Valentine Juited wich 
the Admiral of the Sarexint, and flew him, whereby the City 
was relieved, and won againe from the Sarazins + 


Ang Pepin being thus come to Rome beſiedged if, 
O and aſter ſom? few dates ſpent, he called about him 
bis Barons, Knights, and miokfy men of warte, 
and begunne to ſpeake unto them in this manner: 
Wy Lozds and fellowers, you. well know that 

| this Peatheniſh Admirall, Enemy to the Chriſti⸗ 
an faith and Church of Rome, hath put many Chꝛiſtians to the 
Sword, and biolently trodden under fot all ſuch as withſtod his 
power: Thereftoze it is our duties to commiſerate their eftate that 
are thus overthzowne, and to try the foztune of a battell agetnit 
thoſe Peatheniſh Pagans : and either dzibe them out of the City, 
oꝛ leabe our dead Carkaſfes as a pzey as many habe done befoze. 
Wyerefoze, J King Pepin reſting upon this reſolution, would 


farne find out a man to beare unto the pꝛoud Admirell ; a Letter 


of defiance in my name. King Pepin habing finiſped his ſpeech, 
there was none amõgſt them made him any anſwer to his requeſt. 
At length Valentine fi all tand mute, ſtepped fozth befdꝛe 
the Emperour, and be to ſpeake on this manner: Bightp 
Poberaign ; ſo pou be pleaſed to gibe me leabe, If ſpall _—

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the Meſſage, and ſh al no o whit fecr to ſpeak bith u unto the Paren 
Admiral, but to the whole Poaſt of Pegans, were their mul i⸗ 
tude twice as many as they bee, and my return ſhall make pzocf? 
that I habe done my Meſſage both with honour and adbantage to 
pour Maieſty. 

The King hearing Valentine thus fozward,and ofſuch undaub⸗ 
ted and valiant teſolution, was rig ht zoyfull : and all thoſe of bis 
Peinceiy traine, greatly marbelled at this his magnanimous ſpi⸗ 
tit. Pereupon the king called fozth unto him a Secretary willing 
htm to dꝛaw a Letter of Defiance, and deliber the ſame to Valen- 
tine. Valentine pzepared himſelte thereunts,and no ſooner had He 
receibed the Letters, but he twke leave of th? King, and all his 
Traine. And being bzabelymounted, be toke his way towards 
Rome, and ſo to the Palace where the Admiral lay. o comming

thither he came befoze the Admirall, and ſaluted Him after this 


manner: The Gods pꝛeſer be the noble and puiſſant King Pcpin, 
my Loꝛd and Soberatan : and Mahomet whom thou ſerbeſt.ſabe 


and defend the redoubted Admirall. When Valentine had thus 


ſpoken, the Admirall rowzed him from his Chaire, and with a 
fierce and frowning bꝛow, replyed thus unto him, Meſſenger re⸗ 
turn, and get thre gon out of my ſi cht, and ſay thus unto King Pe- 
pin: will him either renounce his faith and beleebe on Mahamet, 

02 elle let him 100k to receive no other ſentenc ; then death, and ſo 
deſtroy him together with all his Lands end Kingdom. Get thee 


gone, and make here no longer abode. os I\\ay, repiy not a word + 


fo2 my heart is ell inraged, that ſfolong I Auffer the. 

Againe J tell thee, that foꝛ thy port, thou haſt committed a 
haughty enterpzize, thus to enter my Palace, to deliber any ſuch 
meſſage unto me. Whorefo2e N aſſure thee, by the height of mp 
Majeſty, if that J did aſlurediy know that what thou haſt done, 
were through pride of heart and tiifolericy, thereby to make a 
mocke at our Majeſty, thou ſpouldeſt never veturne toking Pepin, 
to carry an anſwer to fhy pꝛoud Maſter s Letters. Valentine hea- 
ring theſe hot and furious words founding from the Ad nitall be⸗ 
gan to be afrat): here toe delibergting with himſelf what to re⸗ 
p, bee mil y ſaid; Pighand WPighty Emperoꝛ, doe not ima⸗ 


| Line that by pede 02 peeſurnption I dai come betoze oui o when 
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you ſpall underſtand the menner of my comming, you will be aſto⸗ 
nied thereat. Why then (quoth the Admiral) ſay on, tell us bow 
thou art come, foꝛ I ſweare by Mahomet, J fþall take great plea⸗ 
Cure in heering the relate thi ie Enterpꝛize. L ben ſaid Valentine 
fic ſoit is, that J was accuſed to King Pepin foz a Coward, and 
that fince JI came with him to this war, J would ſecretly habe 
ſtolne away from the Campe a returned backe again into France. 
Foz which (great Admira!l) the * ing bath me in great diſgrace, 
8nd bowed the next moꝛning to lmite ocf my bead. J perceib⸗ 
ing my ſelfe in this danger, ſought rather to ſabe my life, than to 
loſe both life and honour, end theretoze gabe it foꝛth thzoughout 
the Court, that I would under take to come to your Court to de- 
fie you on King Pepins behalfe: and therewithall that J would 
Challendge vou to bzeak thaw Spears with pou in ſingle combate 
to fr? pont baliency, and to win unto my ſelſe that loſt honour 
that befoze J told unto you: wherefoze, my requeſt is, that your 
Greatneſſe would grant me my recueſt, otherwiſe I dare neber 
return again leaſt the King put me to death. The Admirall hear⸗ 
ing this pittifull pet cunning tale of Valentine, ſaid unto him, 
Son, I do ſwear by Bahomet thou ſþalt not be refuſed, but at this 
inſtant I off.r thee the Juſts, and to the end that thoſe French⸗ 
men that lye in Siedge befoze this City, may habe a fight hereof, 
and ſee thy balour, 4 will oꝛdain the place of Juſting to be with⸗ 
out the City. Valentine humbly thanked him, and in token of his 
acceptance and fained lobe, he fell down and kiſſed the feet of the 
Amnirall. Valentine grew up in great fabour in the Admirals 
Court, but yet it often troubled his mind, be never could under- 
ſtand who was his Parents: but the while be beſtowed his wan- 
dzing thoughts hereabcut, the Admirail (aid thus unto him: Fair 
Son, me thinkes pou 3re bery penſibe and ſad. Tis true (quoth 
he) and not without cauſe : foz I am much affraid that J ſpall 
be fla ine in theſe Juſts, wherefoze mp requeſt is, that I- may 
habe a Confeſſo2 to give me àbſolution foꝛ mp ſins, Then the Ad- 
mira ll commanded that a Pzieſt ſhould be bought unto him. The 
Pꝛieſt being come, faid unto Valentine, Now confeſſe you unto 
me. Valentine getting the Pꝛieſt afide, and being together bee 
{aid thus unto him: Sir, you are a Chziſtian Pꝛieſt, and _

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all other, you ought moſt to defend che Chꝛiſtian Faith : wherfvze 
hearken to that J ſpali tell you, foz it is a thing requireth great 
ſecreſie. Thus it is. you know that this day A am to Juſt wich the 
Peatheniſh AImicall.the greateſt enemy at Chꝛiſtian peo; le:now 
I am well aſſured, that a great number of the Sarazins will iſſue 
fozth of the Ciw, to bc eye⸗witneſſes of theſe Juſts to be held with- 


out tbe wailes of the City, Therefoze you fÞþ:11 give warning ta 


all Chziſtjans to keepe within the wals, arming themſelbes in a 
readines,and cloſely ktep it from the ec res of the Pagans:fo when 
the Pagans are come fozth to behold theſe Juſts, the Chztſtians 
ſuddenly (hall ſucpꝛiʒze the Guards that keepe che Gates and if any 
mutiny ariſe, let chem keep cut thoſe that are out. And ſend a Weſ- 
ſenge to King Pepin of what is done, that he with his army may 
come upon chem that are without,while thoſe within ere ſet on by 
the armed Chziſtians, ſo begirting them on every ſide, that in we 


end we may make ſuch a laughter on them, that þ Chꝛiſtians map 


receive both their City in peace, and their fozmer liber ty. So hab- 
ing ended his ſped, the Pꝛieſt departed. Then che Admirall com⸗ 
manded Valentine to be led into his chamber to dine, gibing them 
charge he ſbould be honourably attended at the bod. Being ſet 
among many Loꝛds, he behaved himſelf gently 6 mildly towards 
all. Dinner being done, the Admirall called unto him a Nephew 
of his named Salatas, commanding him to ſce Valentine as well ar- 
med at all points as þimſelfe, and mozeober charged his Nephew 


to deliber unto Valentine the beſt hozſe in his Stable. Salatas hab⸗ 


ing received this command from his Uncle the Aamirall, toke 


Valentine and led him into a faire Hall; being come thither, bee 
cauſed to be laid befoze him dibers Armozs, willing him to make 


choice of the beſt: Valentine caſt his eyes upan them all, and af 
' ' faſt appointed che Armoꝛ wherewith he would be armed, and mak- 


ing bimſelfe ready as faſt as he could, he appzoatþed down into 
the utter Court, whereas he was attended wich his Pozſe reavy 
to put his feet into the ſtirrop. Beiüg come down out of the Yall, 
be pzeſently noted his hoꝛſe, che Adnurall iſſued litzewiſe read: 


Armed out of his pzibate Pallace. Being thus Armed, they twoke 


their way towards the cheit Gate of th? City of Rome, foz on that 
fide King Pepin had latd his ſiege. | 
PD | When 
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when they were both in the field, Valentine hung his Shield 
about his neck, in which he bare a Part waby in a field of ſilber, 
and on one fide of that Hart a Tree, all which did ſigniſie that be 
was found in a Foꝛreſt, and were the ſame Armes King Pepin 
beltowed on him. The Champions being entred the Liſts, 
great was the clamoz of the French in joy of Valehtine, the ſound | 
whereof the Pagans hearing, ſuddenty iſſued fozth of the City to 
behold theſe Tryumphant Juſts. The Friar having platd his 
part among the Chziſitans within the City, pzeſently after the 
Pagans Were gone out to behold theſe triumphs, addzeſt him- 
ſelfe to take poſſeſſion of the Gates, which habinx gotten, there- 
was no entrance againe to be expetted. King Pepin being made 
acquainted with their purpoſe, pzepared all his men of war ready 
to reliebe Valentine, it neceſſity required, Habing now all things 
in readineſſe, the houre was at hand that the Juſts ſpould begin, 
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S0 ms of them being pꝛepared fo the encounter, they baliantly 
couched theit Speares, and the firſt courſe pꝛobed ſy baliant, that 
their Speates cbivered £11 in ſplinters : each Combatant perceib⸗ 
ing balour to bzandith on the top of his Delme, made out a ſecond 
courſe, where Valentine got the better, foꝛ with his Speare(charg⸗ 
ed againſt the bꝛeſt of the Adnitrall ) he gabe him ſuch a ſtrong 
blow, that hee fozced his Speare quite thzough his Body, inſe- 
much as hee fell from his Yogſe ſtarke dead, making a pittifull 
noyſe at his departure, wherefoꝛe the Pagans ran ſuddenſy upon 
Valentine and would habe killed him. Valentine perceibing their 
intent, with a reſolute courege put Spurs to his Pozſe, and 
with his Swozd dzawn, violently ruſbed thzough the thickeſt of 
the Pagans, and ſlew many of them as hee paſſed thzouxh them. 
King Vepin alſo with his hoaſt came up to th? aid of Valentine but 
he was ſo hard beſet, by the Pagans, that he was ſmitten from off 
bis Pozſe, which Valentine eſpying came up to the reſcue of the 
King, ſo that he hozſed him again. 

The Ring perceiving himſelfe delibered out of danger, called 
unto Valentine, and ſaid. My Child, thou haſt ſabed my life, which 
if the Gods grant to ſpare, J will reward the liber. U. By this 
time the battell grew ſo bot that the Pogans were ſoꝛced to retire 
to the City: wl ea they came to the gates, che Chꝛiſtians that were 
in che City iſſued on chem, and placed the Enſignes & Standards of 
King Pepin on the w:Us. The Pagans ſ#ing King bepins co⸗ 
lours diſplayed on the UNals, betwk themſelves to flight, in chaſe 
of whom the Chꝛiſtians followed on co faſt, that they ſpametully 
ended their de tes. In this battell were ſlarne M. Pagans, only 
by the meanes of Valentine, who bare bimſelte ſv valiantly that 
day, that he was the death of foure Pozſes at the leaſt, And thus 
by his pꝛoweſſe, the City was againe reſtozedtothe Cheiſtians, 
foꝝ which ded, there was great triumph tn all Chꝛiſtendome: but 
eſpecially at Rome, ſo that e il the Inhabitants round abvuz,gave- 
eberlaſting pzaiſe to Pep;n Ring of France, and by the genetall 


applauſe of the people, be was ſacred Emperoz, and crowned by 


the Pope. King Pepin did many gwvly acts in his time, adminiſtr⸗ 
ing Juſtice to all. And this happened in the time of PopeClement 
the Fourth, | | 
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How Haufery and Henry repiaed at the love the King ſhewed 
towards Valentine. 


Ang pepin having expelled the Pagans out of Rome 
he to his way back gain towards Orleauce, and 
being there arribed, he was right joyfully welcom⸗ 
ed by Bertha his Quten, wich her little ſon Charle- 
maine, & her fair Daughter Eglantine, g their joy 
Fe epprared io much the more, foꝛ chat Valentine whom 
ſbe lobed ſo dearly, was again returned home in ſafety: Being 
ſome few daies reſted from his weary labours the Lady ſends foz 
Valentine, who accoꝛdingly came unto her: a when ſhe ſaw him, 
the ſeluted him kindly, and wich an amozous countenance began 
thus unto him: Valentine you above all the reſt, are moſt welcomeſt 
and well ought it ſo to be, ſoꝛ i eme hath blowne fozth her Trumpe 
of your Triumphs, and repoꝛt ſaies you were the onely Champt- 
on that dꝛabe che Hagans out of Rome. Valentine replyed: Ma⸗ 
dam, J can hinder no man to ſpeake what pleaſeth him, but as ſoꝛ 
my ſelfe, J habe done little deſerving pꝛaiſe, but it hath pleaſed 
th:King pour Father to do me great honour:eben ſo much, as all 
the dates of my life J am not able to make the leaſt part of recom- 
pence. And as hee ſpake theſe woꝛds, Haufery and Henry (two 
men compoſed all of enbp) entred the Chamber of Eglantine, and 


tiring bim, began thus to ſpeake. Valentine, what habe pou to 


do here in we Chamber of our Siſter? it is no place for ſuch ſtrag⸗ 
8 as vou are, his your boldnes is not to be bon? no man knows. 
of whence you are: therefoze we adviſe you to bewarned that you 


Ittempt not the like again, lealt you dearly buy theſe pour pzeſum- 
tiens. Valentine hearing theſe wozds, anſwered 2 UWzong mee 


not, coe A entred not the Chamber of your Siſter to her diſhonez.. 
What though I be pooze, and not known of whence I am, pet am 
Jn not t fo baſe, as to offer. violence unto one diſcended — ; 
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viod of Kings? And rurtive; IJ pꝛomiſe and bow; never to come 
nter her Chamber again: and tb:rewithall departed, leabing the 
Lady mourning all alone. 

Valentine hafted to the pallace to wait upon th:King at dinner 
where was in peeſence Haufery and Henry and the Daze Million 
Davgler,who likewiſe waited upon the King during dinner time. 
Dinner being finilhed, che King aroſe and called to Valentine, o 
in bearing of all his Nobles,be thus began to ſay: My Loꝛds here 
is Valentine that hath well del rved at our hams, and that ſabed 
my life when A was in danger: therefoze to the end you may take 
knowledge of his god ſerbice towards me. J freely gibe unto him 
the Earldome of Clerimont of Avergne, and when J can beſtow 
moꝛe upon him, he ſhall not be fozgotten. Valentine gabe him ma- 


ny thanks, ſaping, chat he had heaped upon him moze honours then 


be could any way deſerve. Haufray & Henry hearing theſe woꝛds, 


grew greatly male⸗content, and at laſt Henry began to talk: with 


his Bother on thts manner: This Found-fellow J perceive 
growes in great fabour with the King, and there muſt bee ſome 
courſe taken to croſſe his deſignes. o2 elſe our ober thꝛew will 
foztly follow upon it. Fo2(quoth be )you know well that the King 
hath no Sons but we two, and one little one( named Charlemain) 
which if our Father die, may by our furtherance quickly be ſet 
beſide the Kingdome. Agajne, it is greatly to be feared that this 
Valentine will ſuppoꝛt and uphold him againſtus, there ſoꝛe Bꝛo⸗ 
ther I thinke it god to frame ſome plot againſt bim, to bꝛing hin 
in diſpleaſure with the King, and ſv far to pzoſecute our rebenge 
againſt him, that if it be poſſible, wie will not onely woge his 
down-fall, but life and all. This being effected, wie may at dur 


pleaſure goberne the Realme without contradiction. Or habing 


ended his ſpec, Hautray replyod, let it be at thou halt ſaid :' and 


that we map intrap bis lite, this ſhall be our plot: We will both 


go to the King, and tell him that this upftact, hath defloured our 
fiſter, and that we took him in bed with her, which when the Kinx 
beareth, will ſurely put him to death. Being thus refolved fhep 
daily fed their imaginations with the death of Valentine, while he 
(nothing mittruſting) ſet ved the King daily in all duty, infamudp 


ds the kings love daily increaſed toward him and above all other 
molt defired his company. DP-3,

Pere let us leabe off a little, and come to Orſon his bzother, 
who all this while lived in the Foꝛreſt, ſo much feared or all men, 
that none durſt appzoach nigh the Mod. Daily complaints came 
unto the King from every ſide, and amongſt the reſt, it chanced on 
a day, that a poze man came unto the King all wounded, ſaying 
thus unto him. Sir, Jam come befoze you to make a complaint

hour can be offered out of a bꝛanch of ſuch a generous ſpirit. 
Haufray bearing the King make this Apology on the behalfe of 
Valentine was ſoze diſpleaſed in heart, but ſetting a god face up⸗ 
on the matter, diſſembled his countenance foꝛ that ttme, but it 
ſtemed Valentine well obſer ved him, and at laſt bꝛake fozth into 
theſe woꝛds: Haufray, without any cauſe giben on my part, ye 
habe ſpoken ill of mee, and your will it is that J ſhould undertake 
the fight and conqueſt of the Mild⸗ man, only to this end, that J

might end my daies, and ſo your rebenge be accompliſhed upon 


me: well, be it ſo, here befoze the King I take a folemne Oath:

The King underſtanding well what danger Vale ide h 
plunged hiniſelfunto,grew erceding angty againſt his two ſons, 
curſing them, ſoꝛ that they wer the cauſe of this dangerous enter- 
pziſe : foꝛ he lobed Valentine moze then any, and at laſt, called un- 
to Valentine and ſaid ; My chilꝰ, adbiſe pou well whit you under- 
take,voz with the witd-man to fight is deſperation it ſelfe, vou can- 
not be ignor ant, how many valiant men and wozthy Champions, 
babe by him ben obercome : and others likewiſe of baliant-ac- 


count that habe foꝛſaken this combate. Therefoze I ſay, let not

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Valentine replyed, pardon me (my Liege) foꝛ J will neber re⸗ 
boke tuy intended purpoſe : They call me Found · bꝛat, which grie⸗ 
beth my bery ſoul, fox indeed A know not what J am, noꝛ ot what 
place, but J reſt determined, and ſo J tabe my leabe, fo2 to moz- 

row mozning J wil ſet foꝛward to my intended enterpzize. Hab⸗ 
ing taken his leabe, mar bell not though the fair Lady Eglantine 
made great lamentation fo: what was happened, but che next 
mozning by bzeake of dap, the called one ol het maidens and ſaid: 
Go unto Valentine, and bid him cone and ſpeak. with me befoze 
bis departure, bid him feare no danger of life, foꝛ J would faine 
take my leabe of him. The damoſell did as the Lady commanded, 

* and when ſhe came to Valentine ſhe found him mounted on hozle- 
backe, yet ſhe did her meſſage unts him. Me underſtanding her er⸗ 
rand, faid umto her: Damofell J know the love to be great bettoten 
my Lady Eglantire and mee, yet J would not wiſh her to deſire 
that would turn to her diſponour, But enby is of great power, 
that it neber lea bes chem whom it once poſſeſſech.

Oo is Valentine upon his journey to the N reit, 
BS SAS accompanied only with his Page, whither being 
| 1 come, he put his Helmet on his head and ſent him 
hack agzin. So be rode furth all that dag, feeking 

be wild-man but he could not find him w night 
dꝛawing on he veſcended from his hozte t him 
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up unto a-tree: having ſo don, he refreſhed bis body with ſuch bin 
als 8s he had hzou iht wich him: when he bad eaten, a he day ſhut 
in, Valentine fog fear bets bim to the top of a tree, and there a 


bode all that night. In the moꝛning ſo ſone as d5y appeared, he 
looked round about, and at laſt eſpied his Bꝛother Orlon running 


thꝛough the Forreſt : at length when he came to the place where 
Valentine had tyed his hozſe, che UWitld-man ſtil] dꝛawing nearer 
unto him, wondzing at the beauty of the hozſe,began to claw him 
with his lang nayles,fþinking to rouze up the courage of the hozſe, 
foz he bad neber ſen the like.

treaty noz thzeatnings would pꝛebaile, he ſwoze moſt þitterly,that 
if thep would nat receive him into ob houſes to reſt eee: int 
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night, be would let Looſe the Mild⸗man amongſt chem. Stin hee 
pꝛocteded to intreat foꝛ lodging, but none would gibe it bim. At 
laſt, as be had thzeatzned ſo he did, and letting loſe che Mild man 
be made him ſignes how hee ſhould run againſt ſuch a gate, which 
was an Inne, the which he did wꝛinging a poſt from out the earth

Ladies had not been in pzeſence ts habe appeaſed the hurly⸗bur ly, 
the Mild⸗man had deſtroyed them both at once. 

At this hecarne an out · cry in the Chamber whereatcameall the 
axons in the. Court, to know the cauſe of this ſudden ciamaę, but 
when tbey unverſtod thatOrſon dealt to biolently with the Ain 
Sons, they would habe killed him with their twoꝛds. Valerttide 
4 4 L fury to ariſe,dzew his ſwoꝛd, 1 that if; 
of them offered violence ta Oran he would run th 7 Nou. 
er up e unte Gen tobe ſtill, and ſo, hes teſte 


Af fa that tia, Haufray an Henry wen in bel dene n 
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man, ſaping; Father in an ebill hour? was this Valentine bozne, 
fo: hee hath beought hither the wild⸗ man onely to wozke our over - 
thzow,and if you put him not to death, he will ſhoꝛtip do the like a⸗ 
gainſt pour Kopall perſon. The Bing hearing this comple int was 
erceding ſozry, and gabe them this anſw2r, th-t as faz Orſon he 
would have him put into a lrong Tower, where he ſhould be ſafe- 
ly kept, and not come abzoad without leabe giben hier; and es fo2 
Valentine, the King ſent foz him to demand the cauſe of this dil⸗ 
oꝛder, Valentine being come beto2e che King, beg vn to ſay on this 
manner, Dꝛead Soberaign, J was in the chamber of pour Daugh⸗ 
ter Eglantine, àccompanied with dibers other Ladies, that deſired 
to (& Orſon ; I know not how, noꝛ why your two ſons Haufray & 
Henry btolently entred the Chamber charging me that J had abu- 
ſed the body of your faire dauchter.Mozeover in the heate of their 
violence uſed againſt me, Haufray ſmote mo on che face, that the 
blood iſſued, and Henry liſting up his Sword thought to habe ta- 
ken away my life. All which, when Orion ſaw, he ſuddenly made 
toward them, and ſmote them both to the earth, and therewithall 
becan this upreze. The King hearing this tale, ſaid ; and is this 
true that you habe ſaid ? Upon my lite (ſaid Valencine)all that I 
habe ſpoken is true. Then (aid the King, Orſon hath done nothing 
but right, and that which in duty bee ought to do. And as ſoꝛ you 
Haufray and Henry, & ſee right will that you are eben ſwolen ful 
of malice againſt Valentine :wherefoze I charge you from hence⸗ 
fozth, that you atte ypt no ill againſt him, fo2 here I bow that J 
would not loſe bim fo2 the belt Baron in my land, foe JI babe 


made many trxalls of his lobe and faithſulneſſe towards me, and 


with this anſwer Haufray and Henry departed although foxrotoful 
in heart that they could not wozk their wils upon him. 

They being gone, Valentine ſtayed ſtill in the Kings Mall a- 
monglt the other Nobles that where there aſſenibled, and Or- 
{on went here and there round about the Pallace, at laſt he came 


unto the Kitchen where the Cooks were making ready ſupper, and 


being there, he eſpycd two Capons, ready foz the fire, Orſon 
made towards the Capons, and ſet upon them, eating them up 


raw like a hungry Dogge. The Co ſing him cate up his Ca- 
pons, twke a Peſtell lying by him, and gabe Orſon ſuch a blow 
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that he made him bow therewith. Orſon feeling the blow, ſtoped 
down and twke che Cooke up between th2 legs t2owing him down 
upon the ground, and being down he ſo belaboured the pwze Coke, 
that he had well nigh beat him to death. Tydings was bzought 
unto the King that Orſon had ſlain the Coke, and none ducft come 
near htm. 

The Ring hearing hereof, willed him to be bzought befozc him, 
and made ſignes unto him, that he ſhould be hanged ; but Orſon 
fetched the Peſtell end made ſignes how thz Cooke had beaten him 
werewith, Wherefoze the Ring commanded that none ſhould offer 
him any imur p, So after that Valentine tẽ ught him manners how 
pee ſhould behabe himſelfe. And ſo they both libed quietly in the 
Court of King Pepin. 
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How Duke Savary ſent unto King Pepin for aide againſt the 
Green Knight, Who would have his Daughter in Marriage 
againſt his will. 


e chanced, that not long after the commiug home of 
e Valentine and Orſon into the Court of King Pepin 
PAS that Duke Savary ſent certaine meffengers to King 
Pepin, which ſaid to him on this manner: Great 
King, our god Duke hach ſent us unto you, to re- 
gueſt your aide againſt a falſe and accurſed Pagan 
(called the Green Knight (who hach de ſtedged his Confines and 
intendeth to habe hisDaughterbyfozce of armes againſt his wil. 
Notwithſtanding all the reſiſtance chat be and his thee Sons can 
make agairſt him, The King having heard their Meſſage, made 
wis anſwer, we agree to gibe him all the aid we can. Ye had 
us ſwner given anſwer unto tbeſeWefſengers,but chere wes come 
unto the Court ansther Meſſenget from Lyons who after his du- 
ty done unto the King, laid thus unte him, Kenowned King, af- 
femble your men of War in readineſſe, and conduct them towards 
| | Lyons,| - 
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Lyons, fo the Almaines are comming againſt you in great num- 
bers, theic whole foꝛce conſiſting of abobe a Pundzed Thouſand 
fighting men, The King hearing this ſudden newes was much 
troubled in mind: and pzeſently called befoze him the Arch⸗biſpap 
olf Rhemes, the Duke Millon Daughler, Gervais and Sampſon, 
th:fe with others of his Nobles being aſſembled, he declared what 
the Meſſenger hed ſe id, and with51l crabed their Councell what 
was beft to be done, whether to goe to Aquitaine to ſucrour Duke 
Savary, 02 to Lyons, to reſiſt the Almaines : whereunto Myllon 
Daugler made this anſwer, The Duke J confeſſe deſerveth to be 
ſuccoured, but yet in two extreames, let us chuſe the leſſe: There- 
foze J judge it moſt meet firſt to defend your owne Land that is 
now in pꝛeſent danger: and foz the Duke he muſt bee content to 
take our pꝛeſent affaires fo2 anſwer : ſo generally it was conclud⸗ 
ed to go ſoꝛ Lyons; 

With theſe wozds the Meſſenger that came from the Duke of 
Savary departed, and carried theſe tydings with him to Aquitain, 
which made him very ſozrowfull to heare it, becauſe the Greene 
Knight had bery ſtrongly aſſailed him. Now here gentle Neader 


IJ let you underſtand foz the better oꝛder ing our pzoceeding, that 


this Greene Knight here ſpoken of, was Brother to Farragus 
the Gya it that kept the Lady Bellyſant in his Caſe, who was 
the diſtreſſed mother of theſe two Infants boꝛne in the Md, cal 
led Valentine and Orſon, as is befoze declated, Duke Savary pet- 
cetbing no hope of aid from Ring Pepin made open Pꝛoclamation 
thzoughout all his Daminiona, that all of what Condition ſoeber, 
ſbould be ready armed againſt the mozrovv after. toz he would then 
goe out upon the Greene Knight and fight with him in the ſteld, 
all which was accoꝛdingly per fozmed. The day appointed being 
come, both Armies met, as well Yogſe as Fot. The Pagans pꝛe⸗ 
ſented themſelbes in multitudes, and the Green Knight behabed 
himſelte ſo balianfly, chat at firſt incounter with his Battell Are, 
at two blowes he {iew two valiant Knights, Dube Savary pet; 
ceibing him to be ſo war-like a Generall, came up to incounter 


him, and meeting they afſapled each other, But we Dube was u 
adviſed to adbenture his body againſt the Green Knight, berauſe 


it was eber pzedominately repozted r be ſpould MES :

overcome of any, except he were a Kings Son, and ſuch a one as 
bad never ſucked the bzeaſts of any Woman, But the Greez.e 
Knight was herein deceived, foz he thought impeſſtble any ſu h 
man ſhould be upon the face of the earth: but it fell out contrary 
to his expectation as ye ſhall underſtand. Let us now returne to 
the two valiant leaders who fought long and fiercely, but the 
Dake bentured ſo far into the enemies hands, that when he had 
thought to habe retyꝛed he could not, foꝛ he was round begirt with 
ſuc multitudes ofPagans that he was taken pziſoner and brought 
backe unto the Greene Knight, whoſe B2nſome could not bee 
granted fo? any Gout 02 Treaſure. Bis men at Armes perceib⸗ 
ing the Duke ſurpzized, returned to Aquitaine, ſaze lamenting the 
loſſe of their god Duke. And his thꝛer Sons Garin the elder, An- 
ſelmne and Garin the younger, made great moane to ſee the hard 
hap of their Father, led captibe among the Pagans, - 

The ſons habing ſbewed their ſoꝛrowes, in comes Fezon his 
Daughter with this lame ntable out-crp, alas in an ill houre was 
A boꝛne, ſte ing that ſo many baliantkniahts and Gentlemen have 

— fuffered death in my quarrel and yet there is one thing moze trouy- 
blech my diſtempered ſoule then all the reſt, Which is this: : that 
mp Father {ould be held captive in the hands of his enemies, the 
nlp way to bzing his aged peares with ſozrow to the grabe. A- 
las (deare Father ) your lobe to me is the only cauſe of all theſe 
diſaſtrous chances. Thus fel Fezon into a dangerous fit ofdiſcon- 
tent, informich as with this extreamity of ſoxrow.ſþe had wel-nigh 
finiſþed her dates: had not the reſt of the ladies attendant laboured 
to comfoꝛt her in this great ſozrow wherewtth ſhe was almoſt o⸗ 
bercome. 

Whilft the Lady was thus oppꝛeſſed with ſozrow, the Greene 
Rnight triumphed ober the wozthy D. caufing him to be bzonabt 
befoꝛe him into his Pavillion, and habing him there, begen to re⸗ 
vile him in this difoainful! manner: Duke, now thou percetbeſt 
that thou ert my baſſall, and that J habe power ober thy life, this 

© that A ſpeake thou canſt not deny: there foꝛe let me fell thee what 
thou ſhalt expect from my ſacred lips: either give me thy Daugh- 
ter Fezon to Mife, and ſo redeeme thy life, oz elſe I will habe her 
againſt thy will, leading her amoagft rough Wountains, and

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The Duke heering theſe pꝛoud menaces, began thus to reply: 
Pꝛoud and inſolent Sarazen, know this, that J will never give

there ropally Crowne her Queen of all thofe craggy Manſions. 


conſent that thou habe my Daughter, except thou alſo ſubſcribe to 


be baptized, The Green Knight hear ing him ſay ſo, replyed: Urge 
me no further, fp2 J am wholly bound to Mahomet, wherfoꝛe once 
againe I tell thze except thou peeld to my demand, J will firft 
make thee finiſh thy days miſerably, and afterward conſume all 
Aquitaine to aſhes, and after that put to the Swozd all that come 
in my way, Wen, Momen, and Childzen. The Duke h ꝛat ing this 
Pagan thus reſolute, beganne agatne on this manner: Pagan, 
the Gods pzotect me from thy cruelty, foꝛ J had rather rely on 
their power, then thine. The Green Knight hearing him ſay ſo, 
began wiſtly to ſet his eye upon him, and marking his unwanted 
lamentations, began afreſh with him on this manner: Grave 
Dube,leabe off theſe thy ſad laments, and harken tmto my relation 
and reſolution a!ſo,and this it is: IJ am not aſpamed to let thee un⸗ 
derſtand that thy Daughters beauty bath enthꝛalled me 
therefoze J will recall my thzeatned ſentence of de 


cher: Out of which captivated affections towards thy Daughter 


am foꝛced to yteld to this codition; that thou ſhalt find out a knight 


within the ſpace of ſix months, to encounter me, and if ſo it happen 
that by ſtrength of Armes he conquer me, J bow by all the Y ea⸗ 
bens, to ſend the backe againe into thy owne Country, without 
waſting any of the ſame. But tf it happen that A pꝛobe Congquerog 
ober that Knight, then ſþ:1t thou willin3ly refian thy faire daugh- 
ter into my hands, to be my lawfull wie. Theſe Acticles being 
pꝛoduced, the Duke willingly agreed thereunto, ſo the Truce was 
according pꝛoclamed. 

Thele agreements thus concluded, the Greene Knight gabe 
leave that Duke Savary ſhould depart upon conditions, that hee 
ſhould [weare to keep cobenants ngt only fcz the pꝛeſent, but dur- 
ing his life. TheDuke being thus delibered, made his repair ts A- 
quitaine, Whither being come, he cauſed open Pꝛoclamatian to bee 
made of thoſe conditions whereunto be had befoze ſubſcribed con- 
cerning his ſaid Daughter: and withall the truce taken foz the 
ou of fit months, His CounſelUours Tearing what was ſl ad. 

iled 
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vlſed him to diſpatch Meſſengers into all Lands, with theſe avber- 
fiſements following : If there were any Knight whatſveber,that 
durſt encounter che Greene Knight foꝛ the lobe of che beauteous 
Lady Fezon, be ſhould lay down his gage, amd ſa bee anſwered. 
Thefe Letters were ſent into twelve Chziſtian Lands: what fol- 
lowed, you ſþall better learne by the ſucceeding Chapter, 
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How divers Knights arrived at Aquitaine, at a ſolemne 
Juſts there holden to beare away the love of the 
beauteous Lady Fezon. 


Ring called Lampatris who had alſo bzought tntoþ 
field oooofighting men. This Lamparris was King of Seyres, Hob 
land, and Friezland, with the Country of Monemarch, in the which 
ſtod a ber ſtrong defenced City whereunto they withdzew them- 
ſelbes: Ring Pepin getting knowledge hereof, ftrongly begirt this 
City With a ſtedge, infomucþ that at laſt they were conſtrained to 
peed oꝛ ſuffer famiſhment, but reſolving upon the ſafety of their 
lives, they vtelded their City, which City the King beſtowed upon 
Guy Marſpall of France, Theſe wars being ended, Pepin returned 
againe into France with all his warlike Souldiers : being erfbed 
at Paris, it was told him that Duke Savary had taken truce with 
the Green Knight, and the manner how, whereat the King laugh⸗ 
ing heartily ſaid in the pzeſence of his Barons, who is he amongſt 
pou that would win faire Fezon foꝛ his Lobe, muſt take upon him 
a Combat againſt the Greens Knight, whom if he conquer and o 


bercome, the Duke will not only gibe htm his Daughter, but one 
halte ot his poſſeſions : and that this is true, be hold * 
0 : amen 
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wꝛitten wrth his own hand. Eber of theſe wnethy Knights right 
diligently biewed theſe Letters, yet none of them durſt undertake 
the enterpeiſe, ſabe onely Valentine who perceiving them ell re- 
fuſe it,ſaid thus unto the King: Right deare Soberaigne, if rf 
pleaſe you to give me leabe, IJ! will adventure my ſtrength upon 
that Greene Knight,and will gladly undertake the taste commit- 
ted. Againe, I have a great defice to leabe France, fo2 J lung to 
take in hand ſome tedious journey, to find aut the Mother that 
bare me, and from whence J am deſcended. Valentine (ſaid the 
King ) take thou no care of whence thou art, foꝛ it reſteth in my 
p3wer to make thee greater then any man within my cautt, 4 fo2 
that I find ther willing to go to Aquitaine, A freely gibe thee leave, 
— on this condition, that after thou haſt tryzd thy Manhood with 
Greene Knight, thou returne againe it thou efcope with life. 
— pte lded to the King in his demand, and ſo taking leabe, 
he ſhoꝛtly after pzepared to his Journey. 

When Eglantine heard that Valentine would go into Aquitaia 
ſhe was bery ſozrowfull, and at laſt in the middeft of teares ſent 
foz Valentine to come unto her. Valentine pꝛomiſed the Meſſen⸗ 
ger to be with her anon, which accoꝛdingly he perfozmed, and be- 
ing come, ſbe bꝛaſt fozth into teares, ſaying: Ah Valentine, now 
I doe well perceive that all my joyes are at an end, and that you 
are reſolved to leabe this Countty of France. Ab, would to God it 
might be my god hap to goe with you, foꝛ there is not a man lib⸗ 
ing, whom J hold ſo deare as vou, and (were I not curded by mp 
high birth) J would make thee my Husband. And that thou 
mapeſt the better perceibe my true intent, take thou here the 
ke yes of all my Treaſure, and take what pleaſeth thee, foz there is 
great vogr,u the Gods gibe ther ſuccour in all thy Knightly en- 
terpeiſes. 

Lady (quoth he) Silber and Gold nerd J none, but that which 
molt of all diſtempereth my unquiet Breaſt, is, that I cannst 
learne of my difcent. Wozeover, one thing moꝛe troubieth me as 
much es the other, which is this, J beare upon one of my ſhoul- 


ders a croſſe and it is of the colour of moſt pure Gold, of which 


figne J know not what ts gather, but refolbe thus neber to reſt 


| tn any place, untill ſuch time as J habe found out the truth of 2 
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Nativity, and ſo lobely Lady, I take my leave, earneſtly requeſt- 
ing you to ſtop the current of theſe Bꝛiniſp tzars: and withall X 
bow, that, if J finde my birth anſwerable to che Majeſty from 
whence you are diſcended.to take you es my only choyce to Mife, 
foꝛſaking all other. On che other fide, having found out my birth, 
end perceiving it not anſwerable to yours, I would not be your 
Yusband foz all the wealth in be wozld. Foz malicious tongues 
in time to come will ſay, where is the Bꝛechzen, Diſters, oꝛ Co- 
zens of this runnagate, that hath pꝛeſumed to match himſelf unto 
the Daughter of our mighty King Pepin * habing ſpoken all theſe 
woꝛds, he departed, leabing Eglantine full of griefe. But when 
ſhe had ſome littie time ſat ſill, ſþe could not be ſatisfied, but ot 
fered to follow him whether ſoever he went, and in concluſion 
bzought him on ſome part of his wap, being eccompanyed with 
dibers of the Nobility. Valentine being departed Haufrey and 
Henry wer right glad hereof, pꝛivily conſpit ing how to bing it to 
paſſe that Valentine, wich his 1Bzother Orſon (who went along 
wich him) might by Treacherous villany,come unto an untimeſy 
death. 
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How Haufray and Henry, accompanied with a Troope of 
theit Confederates, lay in ambuſh to take away the 


lite of Valentine, 


A Alentine & Orſonhabing taken their leabe of Ring 
AF Pcpin, addzeſt themſelves foz Aquitaine, Being 
on their way, Haufray and Henry conſulted toge⸗ 
tber { joyntng 80 7 aide a third, who was Co-

ther Orſon to death, vet they ſpould lay hold on Valentine, and keep 
him ſafe, The place appointed wherein this ſpould be done, was a 
ver y large and great Fozreft thꝛough which Valentine muſt needs 
paſſe, Not long after the Ambuſh was pitched, it ſo chanced that 
Valentine came riding along the Fozreſt with Orſon running by 
his ſide, ſwtfter then any Yozſe, who comming niere the place 
where theſe Armed men lap, foꝛth ſtept their Capteine (called 
Grygar) accompanied with all his Tropes with their weapons 
dꝛawne, thinking to habe ſurpziſed Valentine on the ſudden, and to 
habe put him to death: Now thts fierce Traitoꝛ lent him ſuch a 
moztall blow, that his Sword paſſed quite thozow his Armour, 
and entred into his fleſh, inſomuch as the blood followed the blow, 
and withall uttered fozth thele unwelcome wozds : Valentine, 
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either yeeld thy ſelfe Captive, oꝛ receibe thy death. Valentine, as 
aman all amazed was ſomewhat MR at the fight of 3 
; , d, 
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blood, and conſidering how he was tncompailed with a multitude 
cf his enemies reconimended his innocency unto the Gods, and 
at le ſt ſpake on this manner: MY Lozds(ſpeaking to Hautray and 
Henry) J ſe well that you habe determined my dayes by Trea- 
ſon, and without any cauſe on my part giben,but yet A aſſure vou, 
that befoze I yeeld my (e!fe into your hands, oꝛ belege this dayes 
Sun bee Set, J thall ſend ſome of you here pꝛelent into ſuc a 
Country that pou i311 ſcarcely ever returne againe to being ty- 
dings of pour baloꝛ. And berewithall dꝛew fozth his Swoꝛd, and 
gabe the firſt that encountred him luch a blow upon his head, that 
be clabe it eben to his teeth, and there lay he dead, A ter that her 
betoke him toward the reſt with ſuch biolence, that at every ſtroke 
one fell be foꝛe him. 

Orſon perceibing his Brother thus to lap about bim, began to 
rou:e himſelte, and with his rough hands and peircing ta ents, he 
rent and toze all that c:me in his wap, and ſo bit them with bis 
teeth, that they fell groveling unto the ground one upon another, 
where he trampled over them like dirt, pinching them with his 
feet. Valentine ſeeing his Bother Orſon thus beſtir himſel e, held 
up his bloody ſwoꝛd, defending himſelte, and offending his enemies 
ſo baliamlp, that they all fozfoke them. and durſt not ſtay within 
their ſight: Grygar their Captain perceibing all his men thus pit⸗ 
tifully killed end obercome, cried out with a loud boyce on this 
man rier. Valentine pet J wilh thee yeeld, oz elſe look ſoꝝ nothing 
but death. Valenrine hearing theſe bis inſulting wo22s, made to- 
ward Grygar and in fierce and furious manner aſſailed him; but 
being to fozward he plunged himnſelfinto the thzono,that he was 
encloſed round about keeping off Orſonth their long ſpeares. Be⸗ 
ing thus begirt about with enemies, he ſtill behabed h mſelf lo ba- 
liantly, that not any man durſt Lay hold upon him, till at laſt they 
gathered in ſocloſe upon him, that he was even overcome with 
multitudes, being not able longer to weild his ©wozd, they tok 
him, bound him, a carried him away w ſtrong hand. Orſon percei⸗ 

bing his bꝛother thus poſted awap, ran after, making a hideous: 
"noiſe, but he could not ober take them, foz they rid away ſwifter: . 
then he could run, ahabing at laſt loſt þ ſight of the,knew not what 
way he were beſt to take alter. Grygar the Captaine, hg ed 
| ent. 
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them to follow after Orſon,and to bing him backe, either alibe oz 
dead: but in bain they followed, foz he out-ran them, and ſo eſcaped. 
Thoſe that had the charge of Valentine, beought him to a Caſtle 
ſtanding in the midſt of the Fozreſt, bezt by a notable Theele, 
who was Cozen-Germain to Grygar, Valentine being entred the 
caſtle gate, they entreated him ebtily, conveyed him to a deepe 
Dungeon, which griebed him to the heart, inſomuch that his grief 
bꝛaſt out into theſe wozds: Alas, now is that come upon me, 
which JA ever feared, foꝛ I am fallen into the hands of my deadli- 
eſt enemies, and of thoſe that habe eber ſought my life and utter 
deſtruction. Farewell Noble King Pepin, foꝛ J fear? I ſþall never 
ſee the moze, and that which moſt of all bexeth me, that thou 
ſhalt neber underſiand the truth of my death, foz the very ſtench 
ol this ugly Dungeon, doth even ſtop my bzeath. Farewell Orſon 
t foꝛ thou haſt already ſuffered death foꝛ my ſake,*nd moze could 
no tnan do, even as much as if thou hadſt been my naturall Bꝛo⸗ 
ther. Farewell my ſw*Xt Mother alſo, whem J have ever labour⸗ 
ed to find out, that I might ſee and know her, but my hopes are 
all fruſtrated. ſoz now mult I die, without the knowledge of what 
Parentage I am diſcended. Thus Valentine lamented in che dark 
pit, whilſt his enemies determine what ſhal be done to him. Some 
were of opinion to put him to death,others that he ſhould be com- 
mitted to a perpetuall impꝛilonment. But Grygar being Loꝛd o⸗ 
ber the reſt, would not y&eld he ſþould be put to death, but rather 
to keep him in pꝛiſon till Hautray and Henry had rec2ibed know- 
ledge of all their pꝛoctedings. Mabing thus ſet down thetr reſolu⸗ 
tion, they determined to take their Journey towards Paris, Where 
the King then lay, to meet with Haufray andHenry who entertain 
ed chem ropallp, being right glad that Valentine was fallen into 
their hands by Treaſon. Now underſtand, that Orſon all that 
night was faine to reſt within the Wood. lying downe at the rot 
ofa Tree. The mozning being come, he took on his way towards 
Paris alſo, never reſting till hee came into the pzeſenceofRing 
Pepin: being come thither, by ſignes and tokens he ſhewed the 
manner of the taking of Valentine: but vet foꝛ all the haſt hee 
made, Grygar was arrived at the Court befoze him, Haufray and 
FN were much grieved that Orſon had eſcaped , but all their 
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comfbzt was he could not ſpeake, thinking thereby to eſcape from 
all miſtruſt, but their hopes were all layd in the duft, as hereafter 


| will appeare. 


The next day the two Ezecheren had appointed that Grygar | 
ſhould returne in all haſt ta the Caſtle to put Valentine to dea: 
but ſee how it came about, that ell their Counſels are quite obe- 
thzowne ; foz Orſon (as before I ſaid) came unto the Kings Pal- 
lace that mozning and growing towards Dinner time, the tables 
being all pꝛepared, che King accompanied with ſundꝛ r Pobles We⸗ 
rong, and Knights came in, and ebery man twke his place. The 
King being ſet, and caſting his eyes abzoad, ſuddenly eſpyed Or- 
ton, whom when he beheld, he thought by him that Valentine was 
not far off, but it fell out contrary, Orſon ran thzough the Hall, 
making a lamentabbe nopſe, and knocking his bꝛeaſt in moſt hi⸗ 
deous and fearefull manner, dzabe che Ring into Ten Zhouſand 


ſeates, and all the reſt who beheld this lamentable ſpectacle. Or- 


ſon ran again along by the table, looking bery fiercely on eber 
man, and making many fearefull ſignes. Amongſt the reſt, at the 
laſt he lighted upon the Traytoz Grygar,who eſpying Orſon hung 
bis head in his boſome. Orſon habing once goten ſight of him, ran 
furioufly upon him, and gabe him ſuch a ſturdy ſtroake, that her 
imote off one of his eares. After he began to lay upon his face, in⸗ 
ſomuch that he put out one of his eyes, and bzoke one of his teeth. 
Grygar being thus wounded, began to cry out foꝛ helpe, butOrſon 
hearing him make ſuch an upzoze, ren again upon him, and gabe 
him ſuch another ſtroke, that he felled him unto the earth, ober⸗ 
thzowing tables, meat, and all that ſtood befoze him, which dzahe 
all the keholders into admiration, and had he not been reſcued by

Majeſty ? Ocſon pzeſently anſwered by ſignes, hew that chey had 
tain Valentine in the fozreſt, and that he would be revenged fox 
his death, on that inhumatrne Traytoz Grygar, and withall cloſed 
his Fiſt, and put it to his mouth in great rage, in token of deft⸗ 
ance. ing Pepin perteibing by his action the courſe of the matter, 
called fozth unto all his Logds and Bar ons on this manner: My 


| Lo2ds, you ſe as well es A, that this wild man hath challenged 


Grygar, to fight with him:therefoze tel me ycur opinions, what is 
beſt to be done in this cafe, foꝛ I cannot choſe but marvel, why 
this Wild-man ſhould find out Grygzr abobe all the reſt of the 
Knights here aſſembled:therefoꝛe let ebery man freely ſpeake, ſoꝛ 
JI much doubt ſome hidden ſecret to lie herein, and faꝝ my part J 
could willingly gibe conſent, that it ſhould be tryed tozth by com⸗ 
bate between them. When the Ring had thus uttered what hee 
thought, the Barons agreed to the berdict that theKing had paſſed, 
So the battell was determined, and Grygar wes bzounht befoze 
the King. to the intent be ſhould undergoe the Challenge againſt 
the Mtld⸗ man. Grygar hearing what the King had determin⸗ 
ed, was bery fear full and ſad, and not without cauſe : foꝛ he foze- 
ſaw hereby, that treaſon would come to light, and theretoithall caſt 
an ill fabour ed eye on Haufray.

Orſon attended fl 
Za ina readineſſe ſoꝛ his enemy ; in the end Grygar being 
well armed by Haufray and Henry, tobe his leabe of 
them on ibis wiſe ; My Loꝛds, in your cauſe am A de⸗ 
libered 
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# libered ober ta death, e bill was the day wherein I beganne this 


enterpꝛize. Mold thy peace (ſaid Henry) fo2 J will defend thee 


from the ſentence of my Father, am wozke thy ſatety ſo thou 
wilt be ſecret, Grygar being thus armed, and well mounted on 
his hozſe, went towards the Pallace Gate, where this combete 
| was to be effected, The houre being come the Kina repatred to the 


Window to behold the combate ; All the P0bles in the Court be- 
ing aſſembled, the judges were appointed, that no w2ong ſpould 

be offered on either part, So Grygar being entred the Liſts, he c- 
ſpyed Orſon, and began to dzaw ne: re unto him ſaying:Uillatne, 


thou haſt offered me great wꝛong in putting fozth one of mp epes, 


but ere I part J will make the acknowledge that weng, and that 
thou haſt falſelp accuſed me to the Ring. Orſon perceiving where - 
unto his pzoud ſpeeches tended, ſþ2wed him his nayles, anailing 
his teeth together at him: whereat Grygar ſuddenly couched his 
ſpcare within his reſt,and ran upon him. Ocſon eſpping the ſpear

but it is my opinion, that there is Treaſon ſmothered,and not yet 
come to light, Orſon habing nov a great while renged about the 
field on hozſe-backe after his enemy, at laſt fozſoke his hozſe and 

. encountred Grygar on ft, inſotnuch that he lent him ſuch a blow, 
that be ſmote him to the earth, afterward he leaped upon him, and 
diſarmed him of his weapons: then the next blow he ſtroke. bee 
ſmate off one of his armes: next, on the body he gabe him ſuch a 
wound that he cut him eben to the reines of the back. Grygar ha⸗ 
ving receibed all theſe wounds, cryed out moſt pitteoully:inſomuch 
that eber v one requeſted he might habe a pꝛieſt to confefſe him of 
his ſins. The guard that was appointed foꝛ the ficld, hearing theſe 
out-cryes, fent out a woꝛthy Knight to demand what he would 
babe done, unto whom Grygar ſaid: Sir being me befoze the 
Kings Majeſty, and befoze bim and the reſt of this affembly, and 
I ſhall reveale the Treaſons whereof J am guilty, from point te 
point effectually. 
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How Grygar being vanquiſhed by Orſon, confeſſed his Treaſon te 
King Pepin, and how Haufray and Wenry had been the only 
plotters thereof, againſt the worthy Valentine. 


e laſt Grygar was bzought befoze the King, who asked

The Bing marking well all the Wild-mans behabioz, often 
ſpake tinto his Lo2ds on this manner: My Loꝛds, it is wonderful 
that this CAild man ſhould beare luch anardent atfection towards 
Valentine, and befides it ſtrikes me into a thouſand imaginations. 
Now you muſt know, that the King had great cauſe even to lobe 
this Wild-man, foz that he was his naturall Nephew, though as 
yet not revealed, neither was the time yet come to bꝛing it to light 
till chat by Clerimond (filter unto the gyant Farragus) it ſheuld be 
made manifeli: Nos, at that time Clerimond had a Caſtle ard in ik 
a Head of Bꝛaſſe, compoſed by nigromancy. which head told unto 
Clerimond all that ſhould happen unto her all her life: and alſo, 
all that eber ſhe had done in her tozepaſſed time. Belides, this ſame 
head was compoſed by ſuth wandꝛous Magicall Art, that it ſpould 
neber leabe off ſpeaking, untill the nobleſt Knight in che wozld 
ſbould enter the Caſtle, and then the head utterly to gibe ober, and 
+ | neber to ſpeake moze. | n 
This Wagicall ſpell, fell out upon Valentine, whom that faire 

Lady Clerimond iþ:41 take to Yusband, and foꝛ whom hee ſhaHl 

endure a: wozly of nuſer ies, as (God willing) in the ſucceeding 
o | Diſtozy vou ſhall underſtand. So leabe we this, and return backe 
again to Ring Pepin where befoze we left him. King Pepin goeth 
on his journey towards the Foꝛreſt toſave che life of Valentine, 
and Orſon being wich him, bꝛought him unto the 'bery Caſtle 
wherein he was clapt up. Being come to the Gates thereof, the- 
Pozters knowing the King, barred che Gates, foꝛ ſo they were 
commanded by the reſidue within che Caſtle, upon paine of life. 
The King perceiving he could not enter in peace, command his 
Attendants to gnter by fozce,and ſo they did. Being gotten within 
th? Caſtle they ſeized upon all the ſeditious Lraytozs, and bound 
hem faſt in chaines, babing ſo done, they went into the Dungeon 
where Valentine lay bound, and bought him fozth unto the King. 
Valentine eſpying the Ring, fell 7 bis kme s, ptelding him — | 
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favs da f thankes, foz that extra oꝛdinary kindneffe ſpewed to oy 
in delivering him out of a pelt of darkeneffe and fear of death. The 
Barons = that — — King, wetcommed him with great 
jop and gladnes, telling to him at that had happened and how that 
Orſon had fought with the Traitoꝛ Grygar in his quarrell, and 


obertame him: Valentine hearing thereof imbꝛaced Orſon. Af- 


ter werd, the Ling commanded that all the Traitoꝛs ſpauld be led

by to win the faireſt Lady in the woꝛld ( called Fezon) which Lady 
it is not poſſible foꝛ any to habe, except firſt he obercome in fingle 
co:nbate the Green Knight. Dibers valiant knights have there 
miſcarried: and when he conquereth them he cauſetþ them to bee 
hanged on a trte:and the number that are already dead, are thirty 
two, yer lding no ſpew of mercy towards any. Is al this true(quoth 
Valentine) chat thou haſt told me? Why then fure he is ſome De bill 
in mensſh3pe, that doth ſuch ſtrange exploits: But towards A qui- 
taine am IJ journytng; to try my oꝛtune againſt him, fo J habe 
beard much of that Lady Fezon, Ya,ftr, (quoth the ſqui 9) goe not 
thither. to lle pour life on ſuch a debill. Squioz (ſaid Valentine) 
J will go fozward and mean to cope with that fanious — 
Knight: but if Jean eſcape him, J will firſt talke with the Lade 
Fezon, and take her adbertifement. 

Orſcn gathering ſome underftanding ol Seir talke made fignes 
unto Valentine that he might fight with the Green knight,and that 


he would make lobe unto the Lady Fezon, wherat Valentin laughed 
heartily, By chis time, thinke them to be co ne neare the City 


of Aquitaine, ſtanding upon a Mill: and meting with an Dld- 
man, he queſtioned with him what City that was befoze him. 
Marry (quoth he) it is Aquitaine. Now tell me (ſaid Valentine) 
where reſteth the Green Knight Why Sir (ſaid he) without the 
City, I thinke you are going to fight with hin. I (gquoth Valen- 
tine.) Ah fir (aid the old-man) undertake not ſo foule a folly, fo: 
it is not poſſible to conquer him. Come hither myſon, and ſtan» 
thou on this little hill, and I ſpaſi ſheto thee abobe fozty famous 


Knights hanging on a tree, whom he hath obercome. Allo, there 


is now but Fifteene daies to be arcompliſhed, and then the Duke 
of Aquitaine muſt part from bis faire Daughter Fezon, to bis 
great griefe, and ta che overthꝛow of the whole Dukedome. Fath 
(quoth Vatentine ) the Gods defend her. Pe had z 
theſe woꝛds, but there came another encient man of Fu 
yeares of age inthe habite of a Pilgrim. This man w 
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whence be aan whence he came: Sir (quoth the Pilgrim) from 
Conſtantinople, but I could not enter into the City, by reaſon of 
a Pagan ſouldan had begirt it with a fiedge, neither could I come 
to deliber the meſſag? on which I was ſent, wherefoze I thought 
it my ſaſeſt courſe to returne. Pilgrim (quotþ Valentine) what 
thinkeſt thou of the Green Knight, ts it not poſſible he ſhould be 
gbercome-? No (ſaid the Pilgrim, and A adviſe you not to follow 
che enterpꝛiſe:)foꝛ if there were a whole Pundzed of you, he would 
ſe the end of you all. Father whither goe you ſatd Valentine? Sir 
I take my readeft way to Paris, foꝛ I habe a meſſage to King Pe- 
pin, from a ſiſter of his named Belly ſant that long time hath been 
baniſhed fromConſtsntineple wzongfully,and now is the g La- 
dy in che houſe ofa Gant, that keepeth her, and uſeth her honoza- 
bly,intending to know King Pepins mind, whether he be conſent- 
ing to thoſe wzongs done untoher, foꝛ well be knoweth ſhe is a 
bertuous Lady, and fo her ſake offereth to put himſelfe in ſingle 
Combat with theEzmperoz ofGreece,foz that be hath ſo w2ongful- 
Iy baniſhed her. Palmer (quoth Valentine) I pꝛay the return back 
again with me to Aquitaine, foz thither am J going to fight with 
the Gr ten Knight:if the Gods gibe me victoꝛy againſt him, A wil 
accompany the into France, foz I ſþall tell thee, only foz the lobe 
I beare unto King Pepin, undertake J this fight, foz be hath 
been the msanes of my pzeſervation, and as a Father unto me. 
Therefoze to bim J dedicate all my labozs, and reſt wholly at his 
command. Sir (quoth Blandiman)to this motion J will never con⸗ 
ſent, foꝛ my Lady hath put me in truſt to diſpatch her affaires, and 
I will diſcharge the duty of a truſty ſerbant towards her, and ſo 
taking my leabe, I commend pou to the pzotection of the Gods: 
The Palmer being gone, Valentine loked long after him and not 
without cauſe, but he wiſt not why, foꝛ this was the man that had 
bozne a part of his Mothers exiles. Mell, Valentine alſo twke on 
his journey, and after ſome few dayes, came ntere to the City of 
Aquitaine. Valentine beheld the City ber earnefi}y, and paſſing 
on he eſpyed a pleaſant Fountaine, thtther he went, and alight- 
ing frombisÞozſe,laid him de bon under a tree, to refreſh his tired

ed him not, he pꝛeſently killed him. This pꝛoud night came to 
the Fountaine, and Valentine beholding him, ſaid neber a woꝛd, 
and Orſon alſo gazed fiercely upon him. The pꝛoud knight was 
angred in his heart, and appꝛoached neer unto Orſon, and gabe 
him ſu a blow that the blood iſſued out at his mouth. Orſon feel⸗ 
ing the blow ſmart, ſuddenly tooke him and thzew him to the 


earth under him, and pꝛelentlp eſpytng a kmie at the Knights 
girdle, ſmote him therewith into the body lo deep, that he was 


nothing but bid. The Knight feeling himſelfe wounded, cryed 
out e loud, whereupon Valentine comming in, reſcued the Knight 
out of Orſons hands, and ſaid: Fair Knight, vou habe offered great 
wong to ſmite a pe Wild-man on this rude manner, who 
can ſpeake never a woꝛd: with that tbe pꝛoud Knight begann; 


{ thus roughly to anſwer Valentine: Pꝛoud miſcreant, why then 


dot not thou ſalute me? and therewith dzew fozth a Glabe think⸗ 
ing to habe ſmitten him. Valentine ſ& ing the blow.,dzew foꝛth his 


| ſwo2d, and ſtroke at the pꝛoud kntabt with ſi biolence, that he 


ſtroke him in manner dead, and ſaid unto him: Pereafter learne 
thou to ſalute men in moze freindly manner. The Pzoud Rnight 
being dead, his men fled with all the baſt they could unto the City 
of Aquitaine, bearing tidings of their Maſters death. Duke Sava- 
ry bearing thereof, was greatly dilpleaſed, foz he was his Cozen. 
Amongſt the reſt Valencine underſtood of the lamentation that 
was made foz the death of the pzoud night befides the Fountain; 
whereupon be ſuddenly mounted on Moꝛſe backe, and entred the 
City, wher be lodged in a 1Burgeſſes houſe of the ſame City, wher⸗ 
by it came to the eares of Duke Savary, that he had Caine his Co⸗ 
zen.

| ſon ſhould be bzought befoge him: So being come into the pꝛeſence 


of the Dube, be began on this manner, Friends (quoth be), of 
whence are you: What Peince do ye ſerbe ? And whether be he 
Rnights oz no? Sir (ſatd Valentine) I am a Knight,and owe mp 
duty and ſerbice to the famous Ring Pcpin of France, Then ſaid 
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the Puke unto him, you habe ſlaine my Cozen : tis true(ſaid Va- 
lentine) and ſo J ſþould habe done had it been my own kinſman, 
foz he was ſo high of tamacke, that he diſdained to ſpeake to any 
man, and ſmote fo furiouſly at my companion, that he had neare 
band kilted bim: which I perceiving, dzew fozth my ©wozd and 
deb him. Faire Duke, know this, Jam a ſtranger in this City 
and hither am J come to CT ombate with the Green knight: as dito, 
to behold that beautcous Lady Fezon, whom the whole woꝛld ad⸗ 
mires: Wherefoze I thinke it a Law of equity foz Strangers to 
paſſe up and downe in ſafety, conſidering I habe ſyewed you the 
cauſe of my comming. Mhen the Duke beard Valemine ſay fo, 
be ſaid unto him: Knight, right well haſt thou anſwered me, and 
ſteing my Cofen hath come by this, moze by Pꝛide then cou⸗ 
rage, I am right ſozrovfull, and ſo I paſſe it ober, and pardon 
the deed, But in that you urge that pour comming hither was 
only to Combate the Greene Knight : come you into my Pallace, 
and there you ſhall behold the beauty foz which you thus farre ad- 
bentured. Pozeober that you mo ſee you are not come al 
ſpall behold fifteen knights to accompany you, and new arribed 
foz the lobe of the Lady Fezon, and to try their baloz againſt the 
ſaid Green knight their enemy. Go, I fay, ts my Pallace, and ſa- 
tute my Daughter as my cuſtome is to ſtrangers, befoze they ade 
venture their perfons in battell with the Green knight, and hab⸗ 
ing pzeſented your ſelbeg befoze her in ſigne of lobe, you ſpall re- 
teibe from her a Ring of Gold. | 
Sir Cquoth Valentine) J ſþall be ready to do all rights and cuſt- 
omes belonging to this place, and beſtdes will obey you in all 
things whatſoever it {ball pleaſe you to command me, This con- 
ference ended, the Duke went into the Caſtle, accompanied with 
Valentine and Orſon. Pabing entred the Pall where the knights 
were aſſembled, Valentine beheld the Lady fitting among them, 
and making his way unto her with all duty and reverence, at 
laſt be ſaluted her thus: Lady, you whoſe beauty and fame is bꝛu⸗ 
ted through the wozld, the Gods pꝛelerbe thee from the Green 
Knight, who J dare boldiy abeuch is not wozthy to touch your ſu- 
perexcellent lips. WPozeover deare Lady, may it pleaſe you to un⸗ 


derſtand, that Pepin the mighty King of France hach ſent 125 
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ther, to peefent unts you the moſt balianteſt man that libeth on 
earth, wherefoze Lady behold him well, foz he feareth no man no?

the Green Knight is not able to withſtand his mighty fozce, noꝛ 
make any reſtſtance zgatnſt him. Sit ( quoth the Lady) I yeld 
unto the Ring of France thouſands of thankes, as alfo to you that 
habe taken ſuch paines to pzeſent ſuch an ore befoze me: But fay, 
wherefoze is this wozthp Champion no better cloathed, foꝛ me 
thmkes he is of an excellent pzeſence, weil fozmed, ſtraight and of 
a hardp countenance ; and if he were waſhed and bathed-in ſome 
excellent liquoz,þis fleſþ would be both tobite and ſoft. Lady(quoth 
Valcntinc) he neber ware garment till it was bery lately, and 
then I cauſed this Jacket pou ſie him weare, to be made fitting to 
din body : mozeober A afſure you, that when be came firſt to Paris 
he came like a wild ſabage, and naked man, a his fleſp was fo hard: 
that he neither feared wind noꝛ cold. Uhile he was ſpeaking theſe 
words, Fezon beheld Orſon bery wiſtly, faz ſhe was in labe wir 
him in ber heart: but yet Valentine began againe thus to ſpeake 
unte her. Lady, foz my felfe, I muftſay ſometohat alſo, there- 
late know this, that only foz the lobe of you, habe I adbentured. 
my ſelte into this Climate to ſee if foztune will fo much fabour me, 

that A may beare you away from all commers, by fozce of Armes: 

and yet fair? Lady one thing moze habe J to utter to vou, which 

is, that I habe made an Dath unto mp ſelfe, that I will neber 

returne again into France, till I habe probed my foztune on the 

Green knight and with him doe I fntend f6 cope befoze I part 
hence, and either deliver him ober into your hands as conquered, 

gluffer death, as many. moe befoze me habe led the way. Alas 

Knight faid the Lady, put not your ſeife in danger ſoz my ſake, 

fozmethinkes it is folly in any man to endanget hinuelte fog the 
god of another: again, there be many baliant Knights habe miſ-- 

tatryed in ſeeking my lobe, and J the unhappieſt libing, ta ſ 
thee unfoztunate dayes. Lady, qudth he, what I have bowed, A 

meane to acto My ihen faire knight, Gvd be thy tpied, 
and therewithall dev fozth-two Rings of Gold, gibing Valentine 
the one, and Orſon the other, alſo they ſate downe at the Table 
among the other Knights, and were welcommed with _ 
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feaſtings. Being ſet at the Table Fexon til! fixed her eye moſt on 
Orſon, and Orſon upon her, as it were interchangeable glancing 
lobe lh one ts the other with erceding gracious aſpects. Novo, 
in the midſt of al theſe feaſtings theGreen Knigh((as his cuſtome 
Was) came thundering at the Gate, onelp to have a ſight of the 
beauteous Lady Fcz0n,foz you ſhall underſtand that ſuch were the 
conditions between him and the Duke Savary, that eber p doy it 
!þould be -lawfyll-toz him to enter his Pallace to bebold the Lady 
without contradiction. Being entred the great Mall, his manner 
was to cry out with a loud boyce;faying,Ualiant Duke of Aqui- 
taine, habe you yet 8ny moꝛe Champions to fight with me foz the 
lobe of this Lady?

Greene 
Knight, let me ſee them, and likewiſe the faire Lady Fezon, en⸗ 
ter ſaid the Duke foꝛ you habe free liber ty. Merewithall the Green 
ght entred che Pall, ſternly beholding all the Knights one 
atter another, at laſt, when he had gone chꝛough chem all, de 
began to ſpeake to them on this manner? Los, eate and dꝛinke, 
and make merry, foꝛ to mozrows dap ſpall bee your laſt: and 
know that it will fall out to all your ſhares to bee hanged on the 
top ot my tree, as many befoze you have been ſerbed. Valentine 
well marking bis high woꝛds, grew erceeding angry, and at ſaſt 
began toanſwer him; Pꝛoud Kniaht, theſe baunts might well 
habe lyen ſmothered within thy breaſt, foꝛ A tell thee, this day is 
come hither a Knight that ſhall hold thee tacke, moze then anz 
that eber yet encountred thee: and whereas thou tr yumphantiyx 
baſt conquered many, he it is ſhatl-bangquifh thee, and leabe thy 
dead coꝛps a pꝛey foꝛ rabenaus beaſts. ow Or ſon underſtood 
that Valentine ſpoke all this of him, and alſo knew this to be the 
Green Knight,by whom ſo many valiant men had {oft their libes; 
inſomutþ that be ſaluted him with a fierce Uifage, and whetting | 
bis teeth, leapt from the Table, and taking the Greene Kmabt 
by the middle thꝛew him upon his neck, as if it had been a little 
Child, and ha bing him at that adhantage, eſpying a Malt thꝛe 
the Greene Knight with luch violence againſt the ſame, that all 
- the beholders thought he had berily bzoken his neck, fog he * — | 
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dead, and ſo ſet him down again at the Table es befoze, and in a 
laughing geſture made ſignes that he would bea re upon his 1 
thee ſu; as the Green Knight. 

At this ſudden «tion of Orſons, all che Knights there aſembled 
began to laugh, and turning one towards another, ſaid; Now is 
be cone indeed, that ſþall be the overthzow of che Green Knight, 
but yet we cannot chuſe but lament che wokull chance that ſhall 
befall the Lady Fczon, fog he cannot ſpeake, and yet is wozthy 
all honour amongſt the baltanteſt, The Lady on the other ſide, 
beholding his baloz was inſtantlo overcome with the love of Or- 
ſon, that only be conguered her heart, and left all the reſt hope⸗ 
leſſe of eber gayning the Garland at which they aimed. By this 
time che Green Kfiight was again recobered, and counting it a 
deed of outrage, began chus to ſay in the foꝛelaid pzeſence ; Lozds, 
this WWiid-man hach deceived mp truſt, foz he came upon me un- 
awares, without ſaying any wozd, but I thinke good to let you 
underſtand, that in che moꝛning J ſhall be better pzovided, and to 
the end I may make him an example to all that eber went befoze, 
J will ozdaine ſoz him a Gibbet of purpoſe higher and ſtronger 
then ſoꝛ any that habe been banquiſhed by mee: and chereon will 
J hang up his bealily cozps ; fog beaſts and birds to make their 
pee v. 
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How Orſon encountred the Greene Knight, and what followed 
thereof. Alſo, how Valentine attempted to fight with him, 
but could not overcome him.

* Rſon perceibing the Green Knight diſpleaſed, and to 

thzeaten him, began as faſt to chatter wich his lips, 

= making ſigns that he would meet him on the mozrow 

N and fight with him, and in token thereof, toe off 
* his hode, and thzew it on the ground as his gage: 
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the Mild⸗ man challengeth vou, and in token thereoß hach thaown 
down his gage, wherefoze if your ſtomacke ſet be, J adviſe vou 
to take it up. Yereat the Green Knight fretted ſo exctedingly, that 
he replyed never a woꝛd. Duke Savary being pꝛeſent, ſaid unto him: 
Sir Knight, J well perceive, that the battell will grow ſtrong 
between the wild-man and you, and I think that he will hold pou 
tough play, wherefoze if you chance to conquer him alſo, yon map 
well repoꝛt of your baloz thzoughout the wozld, foꝛ he hath tryed 
ſome part of his courage alreadp, and in banquiſhing him, you 
nted not ſtand in fear of any. The Green knight hereat mnze and 
moze inraged.ſwoze by all his Gods, that ere the mozrowes Sun 
was ſet, he would try the utmoſt of his ſtrength, foz he ſhould never 
return again from the field, but be hanaed a great deal? higher 
then any of the reft : and with theſe wozds left the Caſtle, and be⸗ 
twk him to his Papillion. 

He being departed the reſt of the Knights ſii.h remained with 
the Lady Fezon, making great joy and ſaytng- one to th? other, 
that the day was come that the Green Knight ſhould meet with 
his match. Dn the other ſide Name had ſo ſpzead abzoad the woz- 
thy act of Orſon the ſabage upon the Greene Knight, that multi⸗ 
tudes of people reſozted into the Pallace, to ſee and behold him, in⸗ 
ſoniuq that the Duke commanded the gates to be ſþut againſt 
them. Octon perceibing the people ſo abundantly to appꝛoach, and 
hearing the noiſe, leapt up into a window, to behold the people, ſo 
that they willing to ſ& him, and he deſired to ſe them, at night 
they e ll departed to their houſes, The people being departed, and 
ſypper ended, they paſſed the reſt of the night in mꝛriments, and 
fo to bed.

Bozning being come, 
Valentine and Orſon went into the Hall, where they found the 
faire Lady Fezon, accompanied with the other Knights, holding 
à diſpute among themſelbes.who ſhould firſt fight with the, Green 
Knight. At laſt fied uy a worthy Knight of France (called Gale- 
ram) and ſaid, Loꝛds ſo pou be pleaſed, Jam the man intend the 
* nn, to this they agreed, and preſently armed him, Being 


armed: 
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armed he came to the Lady, taking his leabe in all joy, and ſhe to 
recuite his kindneſſe gave him free leabe, wiſhing the Gods to 
pꝛeſer be and keep him from all danger, ſo that he may return as 
Conqueroꝛ. The Knight moſt humbly thanked her, and ſo toke 
Hozſeand haſted him toward the Tent of the Greene Knight. 
The Greene Knight perceiving from farre, his appꝛoach, ſet ſpurs 


to his Yozſe, and encountred the famous Knight Galeram fo

Leabe thus taken of the Lady and the reſt of the Knights, Va- 
lentine mounted his Pozſe, to take his way toward the Greene 
Knight, As he was ready to put fozth, hee met with a woꝛthy 


knight, who was likewiſe enamozed with the lobe of the Lady and 


thus began to ſay to him: Sir, habe a little patience J intreate 
pou, and ſuffer me to go firſt. Friend (quoth Valentine) I freely 


grant your defire, goe and returne with bictozy. This Knights 


name was Tyris bozne in Savoy, a man of great birth and living, 

but ristouſſy had run chꝛough his meanes leaving himtelte little, 

ſabe only his Yozſe and Armes, habing thus obtained leave of 

Valentine, he allo toe leave of the Lozds there aſſembled, and ſo 
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departed unto the Tent of the Greene Knight. The Greene 
Anight perceiving Tyris to appꝛoach, leapt out of his Pabillion to 
welcome him. Tyris ſteing him, ſatd, Sir, pꝛeſently mount thy 
P ozſe and defend thy ſelte, foꝛ I bzeathe out deftance againſt ther: 
the Green Knight hearing him ſay ſo. celled foꝛ his Hoꝛſe, which 
pꝛeſently was bzought unto him, and putting his fot into the ſtir⸗ 
rop, ſuddenly ſeated himſelfe in the ſaddle and betoke him to his 
ſpeare and greene ſhield, pzeparing to take their courſe each at o⸗ 
ther; but at the firſt encounter, the Green Knight ran ſo furt- 
oulip, that he ſmote Tyris quite chꝛougb the body with his Spear, 
ſo that hee fell down? ſtarke dead; which he perceibing, put 
a Coꝛd about his necke, and hanged him up amongſt the reſt. 
Valentine hearing of che death of Tyris was wonder full ſozrow- 
full, yet taking courage he recommended himſelte to the Gods:ha- 
bing thus done, he put ſpurs to his Yozſe and toke his way ſpe⸗ 
dily towards the Tent whereas the Greene Knight remained. 
Uhen che Green Knight eſpyed him, he was moze featefull of 
him then of ell the reſt : wherefoze be called unto him, ſaying, 
Knight gibe eare tothat J now ſpall ſay, ſteſt thou yonder Tre, 
there ſhalt thou find hang ing a Green ſpield, fetch it hither to me, 
and J will reward the liber e y. Sir (ſaid Valentine) pou habe 
ſerbants enough of your owne, ſend them, foz by me it ſpall ne- 
ber be fetched. By my Law (quoth the Greene Knight) you ſhall 
either bꝛing me the ſhield, oz elle know this, you ſhall never con- 
guer me. Muhen Valentine had well conſidered theſe wozds, he 
ſrake, as touching the ſetching of che ſhield, he baliantiy rode to⸗ 
wards the Tree, but he loſt his labour, foz he could not habe it, 
whereat he was ſozrowtul,and returning unto the Green Knight, 


in an angry mod, ſaid thus unto him:go fetch thy ſþield thy Cclfe, - 


fo J cannot habe it, whereſoze curſed be that Magician that ſo 
faſtned it, and an ebillend betide him that fent me thither to ſet 
it. Friend (quoth the Green Knight) ſpall J tell thee wherefoꝛe A 
ſent thee thithcr, it was foꝛ that this ſpie td was giben unto me by 
a Fatery,ard therein remaineth ſud vertue,that no man be he ne⸗ 
ber ſo ſtrong can take it {rom the place where it is faſtned.ſabe on- 
ly he alone, by whom J ſpall be obereome: and foz the doubt J 
Kd in of thee, theretoze lent I ther thither ; but now. mp doubt 


is 
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is ſatistied, and therefoze J adviſe thee to return to the place ſrom 
whence thou cameſt, end ſabe thy life, foz ſeeing thee ſo feire a 
Knight Jam fozced to pitty thee, and take no ple: ſure in thy death: 
from the which thou canſt not eſcape , tf thou fighteſt with me. 
Further, to the end thou ſhouldſt not thinke X utter theſe words 
to abuſe thy patience, know this that there is none libing that can 
banguiſh me, except firſt he be the Sonne of a King, and net ſuch 
a one as neber ſucked the Bꝛeaſts of any woman. Now, if thou 
beeſt ſuch a one, thou maieſt obercome me, if not, thou doſt but 
ſtoꝛten thir e own days by an unti mely death. At theſe wozds Va- 
lentine took little pleaſure,knowing that by this relation he could 
not be that man; but ſ&ing that he was come to that enterpzize.he 
would not turn till he had aſſailed his ſtrength againſt him: and 
therefoze with a loud boyce he ſpake thus unto the Green Knight: 
Ualiant and redoubted Knight, I well underſtand Jam not the 
man by whom vou ſhall be conquered, yet whatſoever Jam, I 
will not depart hence untill I have fought with you. By the gods 
(quoth the Green Knight) then thou haſt ſome ſecret treaſon to 
wozke againſt me, that thus thou runneſt upon thy death wilfully, 
but ere I part with thee, I ſhall make thee know the peice of this 
thy raſþneſſe, and therewithall leaped upon his hoꝛſe, bidding one 
ot his ſervants to bzing unto him a boxe of pzecious banne, the ber⸗ 
tue ot it was ſuch, that what wound ſoe ber he teceibed, though ne- 
ver ſo moętall, it had power inſtantly to heale up the bꝛeach as di⸗ 
bers times be foꝛe he had made triall of the ſame. 

After he had receibed this boxe of oyntment, he ſuddenly put 
ſpurs to his hoꝛie, and couching his ſpear in his reſt, both ran their 
courſe ſo furioufly, that their (ſpears bꝛake in many peeces. s ben⸗ 
ding themſelbes to the next courſe, they be liantly dꝛew out their

Valentine accepted 
his kind offer, and was glad thereof, foꝛ he was weary and ſoꝛe 
wounded. So going to his Yozſe which was in another field, he 
re turned backe againe to the City. When Duke Savary and his 
Los ſaw Valentine returne, they were joyful], and receibed 
him in great honour ; amongſt the reſt there aſfemb:ed, was Or- 
ſon, who ran and caught him in his Armes, and kiſſed him.

Inouriſped without the bzeaſt of a Woman, Again, J am very 
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doubtfull of the Combate, and therefoze ſtand wavering where-- 
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upon to'relye. At laſt, he began thus to thinke: What if Ocſon 
ſpould be armed in my ſtead, and thereby try the woꝛſt of feztunes 
weck: why, it ſhall be fo, The bꝛeak of the day appearing, 
he aroſe from his weary bed, and coming unto O:ſon, he teld 
him by ſignes how that he ſhould put on his Armour, and take 
his Yozſe, and make towards the Gzxen Knights Pavillion fox 
to fight with him. 

Orſon underſtanding by his ſignes his hearts intent, leaped and 
danced up and down the hall io yfully, making ſignes to Valentine 
again, that the pagan knight ſpould neber ſcape his hands, and 
denying his hoꝛſe and armes, deſired nothing of him la be only a 
club of wood, ſuch a one as he was accuſtomed to weeld, and ſhake⸗ 
ing his head made ſignes that he would habe no other armo} a- 
gainſt the Pagan knight. Valentine ſgtng him ſo reſolute, gabe 
him to underſtand by ſignes, that he muſt put on the ſame armoz, 
g ride upon the ſame hoꝛſe that Valentine bzought out of France, 
foꝛ that the Knight ſhould know no other, but that it was Valen- 
tine that came againſt him. The wilde man underſtanding the 
ſubtilty intended, agreed unto all that Valentine commanded him. 
So Orſon was armed wich the ſame Armour and hozſe which Va- 
lent ine had e nploped the dap befoꝛe. Orſon being thus arme) 
(contrary to bis accuſtomed manner ) ſ&med a right perſonable 
creature, a made many ſignes, that he would obercome the green 
knight ere the non-tide of the day, without either mercy oz pitty; 
and in theſe ſignes he was ſo earneſt, that he cauſed great laugh- 
ter thzoughout all the aſſembly then pzeſent. Orſon thus pꝛepa⸗ 
red he tok his leave of Duke Savary, and embeaced Valentine, 


2nd made him ſignes to ſtand in fear of nuching, fo2 befoze that 


he returned, he would bꝛing the green knight with him, either a- 
li be oz dead. : | 
Alter this manner departed Orſon, but befoꝛe he took his Hope, 
he had fozgotten to take his leave of the fair Lady Fezon, ſo te- 
turning back again to the Pallace, where the Lady ſate accom- 
panied with her train, and eſpying her would habe run unto her, 
and kiſſed her, foz by fignes he gabe her to underſtand, that to? the 
lobe of her, be would pꝛelently fight with che Pagan knight, The 
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exceeding well, wiſhing him to beare Hiniſelfe ballantly, and at 
his returne backe againe , ſh& would grant unto him ber lobe. 
Thus having taken his leabe of the Lady Fezon, and the reſt orf 
the Ladies there aſſembled, hee betoke hiniſelfe to his Pozſe and 
being gone from the Dukes Pallace, there was nothing ſo much 
talked on generally thzougbout the whole City, but that the 
Mild⸗man was gone to Combate wich the Green Knight,whero- ⸗ 
at was much wonder. It was not long but Orſon came unto 
the Pabillion of the Greene Knight, and without any wozdg 
ſmote the top thereof with his Speare, ſignifying defiance, The 
Green Knight taking this ruſticke ſalutation in great ſcozne, 
ſwoze by Wehomet,that he would fetter his pꝛide ere the Ebening 
Sunne twke reſt, and therewithall mounted on his Sterd, and 
8 his Sprare in his reſt, and entred the field againſt 
1 On, 

Orſon ſemg him in a readineſſe, ſeemed fo gibe backe as halfe 
afraid, and pzeſentiy having gathered moze courage, they encoun- 
tred with ſuch fozce, that both Pozſe and man fell unto the earth: 
Being both downe, they lightly recobered their feet, dzevo fozth 
their Swoꝛds and laid one at the other right fiercely, The Green 
Knight being fired with anger and pzide,ſmoteOrſon ſuch a great 
blow, that he cut the Circle of Gold upon his Helme, and (mote 
agreat peete of his ſpield quite. off, and woynded Orſon ſo dreply, 
that with.the outrage of the ſtroke, bis Swoꝛd fell fozth of bis 
hand,” Orſon ſœ ing the blood run down about him, was far moꝛe 
fierce then bekoꝛe, rolling his eyes, and ſhatking his head, at kaſt 
with his Swoꝛd, he toke the Gyant ſuch a pat upon his head, that 


he entred the fleſh, and bare a great part therof afoze him, and his 


Swoꝛd fliding off his Head, toe him on the arme ſo power fully 
that the blood followed in great abundance. The Green Kniaht 
habing his foꝛmer Balſamum, feared no wounds, which made Or- 
ſon thinke it was in baine anp longer to uſe his Sword, fith her 
could heale þimſelfe foquickly, © 

Upon this, Ocſon thzew away all his Armour and weapons, 
and ſuddenly ran upon the Green Knight, and caught him faſt by 
the armes ſo ſtrongly, that he caſt him on the ground: Being un⸗ 
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Green Knight did verb to his mercy. Orſon nothing regarding 
his lubiniſſion would ſuddenly he be taken away his liſe if Valcn- 


tine had not fallen in preſently to his reſcue by ridint poſt to ſk * 


15 end of the Combate. Being come he made fignes to O: ſon that 
e ſhould net kill him, which Orſon obeyed, but Cill kept him in 


ſubjection. And et laſt, Valentine began to ſpeake to the Gr cen 


Knight, ſaying, Pꝛoud Kntght, you well fe. that you are in the 
hands of your er emp, DFerefoze J think it fit chat you ſuffer pꝛo⸗ 
ſent death, fog 10k how you habe done to the banquiſhed Knights, 
by hanging them on ponder tree, ſo like wiſe you your ſelfe ſhould 


be hanged upon the higheſt bꝛanch of al,abobe the reſt. Alas(quoth 


the Green En taht) you ſeem to bee a man of pitty furnifbed with 
courteſte, therefoze my requeſt unto you is to ſpare my life. Ma 

(quoch Valentine) that ſhall J not, except. upon condition: firſt

at chou renounce thy Paganiſme ; and ſecondly, go with me in 
to France to Bing Pepim telling him that by Valentine and Orſon 
WO 5 ro 
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you were overcome in fingle combate : To all theſe conditions 3 
willingly agt te, and thereunto J take my oath to perfozme what- 
ſoeber JI habe already ſpoken. . 

Then Valentine made a ffgne unto Orſon ſhe t hee ſhould riſe, 
which he ceadily obeyed, but ſo, that he left him nothing about him 
to make any further reſiſtance. Being upon his feet, he ſpake thus 
unto Valentine: Sit, it was pou that combated againſt me yeſter- 
dap, thereſoꝛe vou, and none but you did JF exrpect this dey alſo; but 
I ſee Jam conquered by another, eben the ſame that in the Dukes 
pallace thꝛew me upon the ground. True ( quoth Valentine) the 


ber ſame. Why then (quoth the Green Unight) A ſhall reveale 


unto thee one ſecret moze, and I beleech tt& to grant unto me mp 
requeſt ; Send thts knight that hath conquered me to ponder tree, 
and if he being away with him the tþteld there faſtned, then am I 
well aſſured, he ts the man ſhould conquer me, otherwiſe there is 
no man living can Tryumph in my conqueſt. Hereupon Valentine 
made a ſigne unto Orſon to fetch away that ſpield, who did as hir 
1 him, and comming nere the tree, hee ſtretched foꝛth 
his arme to take it downe, and ſuddenly it leapt into his hand, 
and ſo he bzought it with him to the Green Knight. Muhen her 
ſaw Orſon habe the ſhteld, his heart ſmote againſt his ſides, and 
thzowing himlelte at his feet, would habe kiſſed them: but Orſon 


receibing ſignes from Valentine to the contrary, would not ſuffer 


him, but fok him by the armes and lifted tim up: Being upon 
bis fe t, hee ſpake thus: Alas, I of all others owe unto poy all my 
ſervice, and all reberence, fo2z now am J afſured you are both a 
hardy and a baltant Knight, and amongſt all other I confeſſe, 
oh by conquering mee, you habe won unto pour ſelfe everlaſting 
ame. 7 
Wozeover, this aſſure your ſelfe, that he that conquers mee, 


can bee-no lefle thenſon unto a King and Quern, and muſt be ſuch 


a one ag neber ſucked the bzeaſt of any UWoman : and that this 
ball appear to bee the truth, A hall turther pzobe it by my fiſter 
Cleri mond, foꝛ ſhe hath a Mead of Bꝛaſſe that telleth her the ad⸗ 
bentures and foztuines that to her and all of her generation ſhall 


befall. A itzewiſe that this Head ſpun continue fpeaking untill 
a time as "oe moſt Wozthy of the 3 enter into the . 
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ber where it now ſtandeth, and her being once entred, the faid 
Mead ſhould loſe his bertue, and is the only man to habe mp St- 
ſter Clerimond to Wife, wherefoze (Faire Knight) thete things 
thus falling out as you ſw, J greatly defire you would Med 
my Siſter, as the moſt hardieſt and renownedeſt Knight in the 
WMoꝛld. 


4 rere reeller 
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Orſen having conqu red the Greene Knight, Valentine cauſed 
bim to bee Chriſt ned, and ſending him unto King Pepin, 
had knowledge of his Father and Mother, by means 
of the Greene Knight. 


Pe Greene Knight habing made thts mation of the mar- 
riage of his Siſter, gabe unto Valentine a King of gold, 
> upon condition, that pee would carry that Ring unto 
ber : which Ring Valentine accepted, and the Greene 
Knight yelded himſelfe as a Pziſoner,and is now going towards 
France, to accompliſh that Path that hi befoze had giben him. 
Valentine habing received this Ning, never reſted till hee had 
ſ&ne the Lady ſo commended unto him. After this the Greene 
night (by conſent ) was Crowned King of the Greene Moun⸗ 
taine, and there hcÞ great ſtate : pzeſen(ly upon this league of 
friendibip concluded, hee gabe commandment thzoughout all his 
Moaſt, that ebery man woutd depart away from the confines of 
Aquitaine, and returne into their own Countries withdut doing 
any further damage unto Duke Savaries Country. The Pagan 
Army thus diſmiſſed, Valentine and Orſon toe and led him as a 
Pziſoner into the City of Aquitaine, whereat was no little joy: 
and the Duke with all his Lozds received him With great Tri⸗ 
.umph into the City, The Greene. Knight being thus bzought 
as a pꝛifoner to the Dube, began to tay on this manner; my Logds 
vou owe nuch honour unto theKnight that hath eonguered me: 
und further J gibe you to underſtand foꝛ certaine, that he can bee

Quoth the Duke well may this 
carry ſome likelihod of truth, foꝛ he hath bozn himſelfe ber p bali⸗ 
ant againſt you: wherefoꝛe J think it my part to honour him with 
my utmoſt endeabours. 

By this time is this Wozthy traine entred the Dukes Pallace, 
whether the Duke commanded his Daughters pꝛeſence, and then 
he ſaid unto her: Daughter, behold here the Green Knight, that 
hath foz your lobe made ſpoyte of my Country, and J was no 
way able to repell him backe, but onely by this baliant Knight 
that Valentine hath bzought along with him from the Court of 
Bing Pepin, who hath extraozdinarily freedus of our frares: 
whereſoze thts is my defire, that as he hath conquered yours and 
mine enemte, ſo he map alſo conquer your lobe, whereunto J 
right willingly agree that you will habe him ſoꝛ your Pusband; 
The Duke having thus ſaid, the Lady anſwered foz her ſeiße in 
this manner: Py redoubted Lozd and Father, you know J an 
pour Daughter, therefoze there is no reaſon why J ſhould reſiſt, 
but doe ſubmit my ſelf to your diſpoſe:ſoꝛ if I ſhould do otherwilſe, 
it were in me great diſobedience. And again, my Loꝛd, vou know 
pꝛomiſe is already paſt, that whoſoeber he was that could banquiſh 
the Pagan Knight, ſpould foz his labour receive me as his Wie, 
Now mp Loꝛd, the day of deliberance is come, ſv then (accozding 
to your pꝛomiſe) you mult gibe him to mee, and I receive him as 
my 1iwtull ſpouſe : Dtherwile, I ſpall make void the Edict be- 
foze gone thꝛoughout the woꝛld, and you thought falſe in your pze- 
miſes. Daughter(quoth the Duke)ye have ſpoke right gractoufiy, 
and your anſtver pleaſeth me highly, and not only mee, but all 
that are about us: whereſoze it were not amiſſe to know of the 
Conqueroz-knight whether her will have vou. If he agree unto 
this match I ſhall gibe him in dowzy halfe my Country of Aqui - 
taine. Pereupon Valentine ſtanding bz, demanded of Orſon by 
ſignes whether he would have the fair Lady Fezon to Miſe: he 
anſwered again by lignes that he would neber have other. Then 
cauſed the Duke to be bzought betoze him a Pꝛieſt, who then con · 
tracted. chem: and la their time __ paſſed wich many yr 
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Mheſe things thus ended, Otlon made ſignes unto the Lady, that 
be would never lie with her til he had gotten the uſe of his tongue 
and that his companien Valentine had conquered the lobe of the 


Lady Clerimond, Of all which, you ſhall hear moze bereafter;

How the ſame night that Orſon was made ſure to the Lady Fexon 
an Angell appeared unto Valentine : and of the charge 
ſhee gave him. 


s He day being paſt with great banquetings and ſo⸗ 


Pa lemnity,whereinFczon was aſſured untoOrſon:the 
night appzoached, and every man betoke him to 


bis reft : Amonglt the reſt, Valentine and Orſon 


in the dead time of the night Valentine had the apparition of an 
Angell appeared unto him, ſaying: Valentine (know this) that in 
the moꝛning thou ſpeedily depart this Land, and take along with 
thee Orſon, by whom the Green Knight hath been vangquithed, 

and without further delay get thee to the Caftle of Ferragus, there 


you ſhall find the Lady Clerimond, by whom thou walt under⸗ 


ſtand of whence thou art delcended. 

| This ſtrange diſion dzabe Valentine into a thouſand feares, 
and in great melancholly paſſed hee away the night, The dap be⸗ 
ing bzoken, her cauſed Orſon to ariſe, and being ready they both 
haſted them unto the Dukes Pallace, where be found his Barons 
attending on him, and amongſt the reſt there pzeſent, the Green 
Knight, not long after entered the Duke, being entred, the Green 
Knight tek an oecaffon to gibe him the time ot the day, and began 
to ſpeak unto him on this manner : Poſt renowned Duke. J free - 
ly confeſfe my ſelfe banquiſhed,and withall renounce allright un- 
to your Daughter concluding an ebet peace with pou upon 
tundition, that you cauſe me to be baptized, night ſatd the K 

well habe you ſaid, J grant your requeſt : When the Pzieſt Was 
rome that thould bapttze jim, Valentine being peeſent, began * 
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to ſay: Loꝛds and the reſidue here aſſembled, may it pleaſe the 
balyant Duke to grant mee one bone, which is this, that the 
name of this Knight may bee called Pepin, it is the name of the 

moſt mighty King of France, eben hie that nouriſhed and foſtred 
me even from my Cradle, The Duke conſented unte Valentines 
demand, ſo he was called Pepin after the baptiſme,the Duke made 
a motion to Valentine and Orſon foz to wed his Daughter the 


beauteous Lady Fezon : but Valentine not allowing thereet᷑, made 


this excuſe that both he and.Orſon had vowed to go to Jeruſalem 
ere they did attempt anx.jobher action, after the conqueſt of the 
Green Knight. 

Lhe Duke hearing this excuſe,gave them leabe upon this con- 
dition, that Orſon fhould take an oath to return again into Aqui- 
taine, af his comming backe from thence. To this they both 
agreed.

Wife toe his leave fog France, to yeld himſelfe unto King Pepin, 
Much about this time Blandiman Squioz to the diſtreſſed Lady 
Bellyſant was arrived at King Pepins Court, clad in the habit of 
a Pilgrim, and having ſaluted the King, he wondzed at this bis 
unlobed foꝛ ſhape, and at laſt asked him from what ſepulcher her 
was come. Moꝛthy King (ſaid Blandiman ) Jam no Pilgrim, 


although I habe taken that ſhape upon me, but only to come moze; - 


ſafely unto you, habe I betaken mee to this habite : Wherefoze 
know, that J am a meſſenger ſent frem the high and mighty La⸗ 
dy pour ſiſter, that by treaſon and falſe accuſations hath been ba- 
niſhed her Country by the Emperoꝛ Alexander, and at this time li⸗ 
beth in great ſozrow ot heart, only foꝛ that you habe un uſtiy bent 
pour heart againſt her, and ſought no way to reliebe her miſery,

his promiſe made unto Valentine. 


aa Landiman habing delivered his meſſage, the King 
began to demand of him where his ſiſter was?Blan- 

| 3: & diman replyed, J know tight wel where fbe is, but 

J habe given her mywoꝛd ne ber to diſcober to any: 


Wut wozthy King, if you make doubt of her lopalty, 


I ſhall bzifig you a man that will fight in her guat⸗ 
rell to pzobe her honeſt. Nay (quoth tbe King) I have ſeen trrall 


enough thereofalready by the downfall of the Arch⸗Pꝛieſt. Alſo, 
I habe made nud$ meanes to heare of her, but cannot heare ay ' 
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tydings of her: and indeed that which molt of all griebeth me, is, 
that ſhe was great with child when ſhe was expulſed the kingdom. 
Neither am J aſſured, whether eber ſpe was delivered of that bur⸗ 
chen. Py Loꝛd (quoth Blandman.) know this foꝛ truth, that my 
Lady laid her great belly in the Foꝛreſt of Orleance, and whileft 
ſhe dilpatched me to get her the yelpe of women, oz eber I could 
returne,ſh& was delivered of two faire Sonnes, the one of which 
was carried biolently from her by a Beare into the wad, ſhe ne- 
ber wilt whether, but ſpe followed the Beare lo long, tillat12ft 
found her in a dangerous ſound upon the ground. J connning to 
ber, toke her up in my armes, aud comtoꝛted her ſs. well as I 
could, till being ſomewhat recobered, in woe full ſighes ſc unfol⸗ 
ded unto mee the whole manner of the loſſe of her Child by the 
Bear: and fo2 the other ſhe had left it under a tree: J hearing her 
ſay ſo, haſted towards that free wheras I left her, but being come 
thither, I could not find the other childe neither. And thus (woz- 


by King )þbabe I related unto you che whole ſtozy of your Sifter, 


and her two Jafantsin che Foreſt, and scher dings habe A 
none, buͤt this, that Jam that Blandiman that you gabe unto pour 
Siſter to attend her, when ſhe married the Emperoꝛ Alexander, 
The King gibing eare unto this tale, at laſt ſaid : Alas Blandi- 


man, thy wozds ſtrike mer into a thouſand feares,what ſpould be- 


come of my Siſter, but yet ſeeing thou-can ſay no moꝛe, tell met 
yet how long agoe this is chat thou haſt told unts mee. My Loꝛd 
(quoth hee) it was eben that day you met mee in the Forreſt 
of Orleance, and J related unto you the pitteous tydings of your 
fifters baniſþhment. This ſtrucke the King into ſuch admiration, 
that he began to recollect his wits, a then pzeſently came into his 
minde the finding ot Valentin in the Fozreſt,and how by the ſame 
Valentine, Orſon was conquered in the ſame wed; Then he be⸗ 
gan againe to thinke on the ſtozy that Blandiman had told him, 
and thereby knew that thefe were the two babes brought foꝛch by 
his fitter, whereloze he ſent foꝛ his Quren, and other Ladies, to 
let them underſtand what Plandiman had declared, ſaping: Me 
Lords J habe ſong time nour iſped a bꝛouaht un in my Court tus 
pchee Cpildeen: and now it ne 
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I found in the Foꝛreſt of Orleance, bzonght fozth there by my ſt⸗ 
ſter Bellyſant, in the time of her exile: and Orſon who was like⸗ 
wiſe banquiſhed by Valentine, to be his na turaſl bzother, and both 

Sons to the Emperoꝛ of Greece. At theſc tydings all the Court 
was wondzons joyfull. ſabe only Haufray and Henry, who in out- 
ward ſhew ſ@med glad, but were in their hearts very ſozrowfull, 
_ fozabobe all other they defired the death of Valentine, that next 

him they might wozke their wills of their youngeſt bꝛother Char- 
lemaine, againſt whom they chiefly oppoſed themſelbes, as hereat- 
ter will moze plainly appeare. 

But to returne back again unto Blandiman, who hearing the 
King to ſpeak thus much of the two thildzen,demanded of the King 
if hee knew in what Country they were? Why (ſaid the Bing) 
one of theſe J habe bzought up in my Court along time, in ſuch 
fatþion, that he is become a right baliant knight, and by his ba⸗ 
do hath conquered his Bꝛoſher, being a Wild man libing in the 
Mod at Orleance like a beaſt, and one that did much damage to 
all the Country chereabout. Yabing conquered him, he bzought 
him tomy Court, where having libed ſome ſmall time, they both 
departedand twke their way unto Aquitain to fight with a right 
woꝛthy Champion called the Green Untqht.and ſince their depar- 
ture I never heard what became of them. Sir (ſaid Blandiman) 
accoꝛding unto the tale vou habe told, J remember well, that ner 
Aquitaine met J two ſuch, but J am much troubled that I knew 
them not. So the Ring muling at theſe accidents, cauled Blandi- 
man to be highly teaſted,and held as a Companion amongſt his. 
other Loꝛzds: Now it happened, that on the ſame day the Greene 
Knight (ot whom we habe befoze made mention 15044 in Paris 
at the Kings Court: aſſwne as he came into the nee of the 
Wing, beſaluted the King with great reverence. The ng ler ing 

him all in Armoz, marbelled much wereat, and at laſt demanded 
the cauſe of his ſo appearing, bohoin hee was, and wherefoze her 
came: The Green Knight replying again on this manner, Po- 
noura ble Ming anaw that Jam deſcended from the Satazens, both 
by Father and Worber: and trus it is hat I anrthatKnight that 
nog the lobe of the Lady Fezon, Daughter to the Due af Aqui- 
une, J have foz one whole yeare holden the Duke as my _ | 
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and in my ſubjection, and habing him thus under me, J twke a 


Truce with him foz fix months upon theſe conditions, that ik 


within that time her found not fozth a Knight, that by fozce of 
Armes ſhould conquer me, J was to habe his fair Daughter Ee- 
zon to wife : On the other fide, if J were conquered, J ſhould re⸗ 
mobe away my ſiedge, and depart out of his Territories, without 
doing him any further dammage. So it is that a long time J was 
fought withall, by divers baliant Knights of all Countries, yet 
there was not any that could obercome me,but endured death,and 
were ſtill hanged upon a tres: at lalt it fo fell out, that there aſſail- 
ed me two woꝛthy Knights,the one namedValentine and the other 
Orſon. Valentine fought wit) me one whole dap, wherein he boze 
bimſelfe ſo bzabely, that night coming on, we were fozeed to gibe 
over, all wounded. tired, and weary. The next 2 
1Gattell ſhould be again renewed, his tellow Orſon armed bim 
Valentines armoz, entred the field in molt fierce and diſdainkifl 
manner offering me defiance : J ſcoꝛning any Competitoz;addzeſt 
out my ſelfe againſt him, but little abailed my ſtrength, foꝛ in the 
end he overcame me, and would habe taken away my lite, had not 
Valentine come in upon us, and reſcued mee upon condition, firſt, 
that I ſhould foꝛſake Wahomet. Secondly, that I ould come un⸗ 
to you and pte ld my ſelte at your command, and to ſtand ts your 
cenſure either in life oz death. Again, when 'J received Baptiſine, 
he cauſed me to be called Pepin,and ſois my name. 

The King habing beard al this long ſtoꝛy from 5 green knight, 
made thts anſwer in the pzeſence of all his Barons; Melcome to 
us, aid of your company we are right glad, libe with us in our 
Court,and be jocund, foꝛ I freely grant you your life:and pꝛomiſe 
you further, that if you will tarry with us in this country. I will 
endow you with many faire lands and poſſefſtons. The king ſhew- 
ing himſelfe thus gracious, demanded of him where theſe knights 
were that had conquered him: (Marry quoth the Green R.) J left 
them both in Aquitain, with the baliant D. Savary, who holdeth 
them in as great reſpect as any that are remaining in his court. 

Thus you may. now. perceive, that by the wozds of Blan- 
diman, and the Greene Knight. - King Pepin had perfect infelli- 
gence of his beauteous ſiſter, and 2 two ane Af- 
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ter all theſe things happened, King Pepin made a, folemne bobo, 
what he would go himſelfe in perlon into Greece, to tell the Empe- 
"ro of theſe gladlome tydings, and to take oder to ſend abzoad in⸗ 
to all lands to find her out. 
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CNHAP. XXVI. ä 
How King Pepin departed from France towards Greece, to beare 
theſe rydings : and how before his return, he warred upon 
the mighty Scul lan, who had beleagred Conſtantinople, 


ngPepin habing put himſelfe in a readines to depart 
into Greece, went fozth, and befoze much time was 
S ſpent, he arrived at Rome. The Pope hearing of his 
 appzoatþ, receibed him wich great honoz, and nuuch 
- ve Feaſting. Upon a day as he ſat at dinner with the 
pope, in his Palace pontifical,ther came tidings unto him, that the 
great Souldan of Ægypt had beſfeged Conſtantinople. The knight 
tat bꝛought this meſſage.after his falutations ended, began thus 
to pzoreed; Moly Father. che Sarazens with much power habe beſſe- 
ged, and wꝛong fully ober-run Conſtantinople, and he gabe mie 
| charge to crabe your aid againſt theſe. enemies 'of Chriſtendome. 
When the Pope under ſtod theſe ill welcome tydings, her was 
-dziben into a wond2ous dumpe, not knowing any pzeſent way to 
fend them relief: but King Pepin being in pꝛelence, comfoꝛted him 
greatly, and ſaid : Moly Father, take no care foz this buſineſſe, 
foꝛ I tequeſt but a competent ſumme of mony and men: and 3 
ſhall lende them to Conſtantinople with ſuch a couragious heart, 
that A ſhall put the Souldan and eli his Fozces to the wozſt, ſuch 
an inveterate hatred beare J againſt theſe Pagan bebills. The 
Pope hearing him ſo reſolute..- thanked him foz his couragious 
heart, and ſaid with him, right Chꝛiſtian king, ſteing chou doſt-pzot- 
fer thy ſelfin perſon to undertake this ſervice, I ſhalwith all con- 
benient ſperd pꝛobide foz a buſnefſe of fy impoꝛt. Pꝛefently here⸗ 
upon by a top, [things were lende and with an Army ok whir⸗ 
| te tyouſund Romans Ring epin N and afſon as W 
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her could, he arrived at Conſtantinople. Being thither come, her 
found the City round begirt, and the Citizens in great feare of 
the Souldans armp,betaking themſelbes into the City, fteping the 
ſame againſt all the fozces of th? Pagans. 

The Emperoꝛ himlelfe was fozced to retire into the City, and 
being coped up in ſoſmall a rome, his troubled thoughts ever- 
moꝛe ran upon the Lady Belly lant, whom! he had cruelly baniſted, 
alwaies fearefull that ſpee was dead, fo2 it was now full Twenty 
Winters paſt ſince the time of her exile. '15p this tinie ts King Pe- 
pia come within two miles of Conſtantinople, and there faded 
his men, raifing Pabi!lions, pitching of Tents, and ranging his 
fozces into battell aray.The Souldan habing knowledge of His ar⸗ 
riball, as alſo of his pꝛobiſion, was much abathed thereat.and with 
al diligence returned to his ſtrong Pabillion: and being ſet down 
in his magniticẽce, ther came unto him certain of his campe, fear⸗ 
fully and doubtfully ſaying thus unto him; Great and mightpSoul- 
dan, we come to gibe pou true intelligence, that there is latelp ar- 
ribed to the number of two hundꝛed thouſand Romanes to btd us 
pꝛeſent battell,under the conduct of Pepin King of France. Uther - 
foze it onely reſteth now that you take ſuddain adviſe how to pze- 
bent and reſiſt theſe foꝛces. Peace ſct cech⸗owles (quoch theSouldan) 
be not affraid, fo? pou are deluded by ſome falſe repoꝛt, the whole 
Romane Nation is not able to furniſh fozth ſucþ an Army: Go 
on, I ſay, couragiouſſp, foz I ſwear by Mahomet ere long J ſpall 
bzing under my ſubjectton both the Kingdom of Rome and France, 
alſo. Wheretoze call up your Tropes, plant them, and put our 
Squadꝛon in a readineſſe foꝛ to receive them. 


The mozrow following King Pepin ſet his army in oꝛder of bat- 


tell, fiercely to aſſault the Pagan hoaſt, and ſecretly ſent a Letter 
to the Emperoz,being in the City, whereby he requeſted the Empe⸗ 
roz, tat they within the City ſpould put themſelbes in readineſſe, 
and ſo iſſue out upon the Pagans on that ſide; foz King Pepin and 


HisCompanies would receibe them on the other lide: then being al 


encompaſſed about, there was hope to get the day of the Sarazens. 
The Emperoz received theſe Letters jopfully, and did as King 
Pepin commanded them, and iſſued foꝛch of the City, bidding bat⸗ 


r tel to the Sarazens, Thep were no ſooner entred the field;but they 
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pla ped, and noiſe of Trumpets ſounding in moſt couragious man- 


upon his own thigh : The Sarazensſ&ing him run ſo fiercely did 
next Chapter. 


Now the Green Knight Juſted with the two Sarazens, and having 


| eccident, pꝛeſently aſſailed the Souldans hoaſt, and Myllon Daugler 


perceibed the army of Ring Pepin, marching on with banners dif- 


ner. This made the Pagans to loke about, and the Souldan tal⸗ 
ling to him two of his hardieſt men of war, commanded them ſe- 
cretip to goe thꝛouah the Hoaſt of the Chꝛiſtians, and if it were 
poſſtble to number them. Theſe two did as the Souldan comman⸗ 
ded,but being come nter the hoaſt of King Pipin,the green knight 
eſpyed them comming downe a little hill, dꝛawing ſomewhat n&- 
rer, he diſcerned they were Sarazens, and pꝛeſently put ſpurs to 
His hozſe,be ran againſt them with ſuch fury, that his ſpear bzake 


not flee, but received him valiantly, as hereafter followeth in the 
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ſlaine the one, the other fled, and how King Pepin and his 
Hoaſt were lodged within Conſtantinople.” 


he Green Knight having recovered a new ſpear, 
he ran fiercely againſt both the Sarazens, and hit- 
S ting one of them in a very dangerous place, ſmote 
bim to the earth, ſo that he neber roſe, then ma- 
Eg king againſt the other, he gabe him ſuch a wound, 
that ſuddenly he fled away, King Pepin ſeeing this 


—_ 


gew the King of Aquile, and thzee other ere he gabe ober the field 
with many and divers other wozthy der ds of Chivalry, The Soul⸗ 
dan ſe&ing him ſs play the Debill in his Poaſt, cryed out to fol- 
Tow Daugler who had made ſuch habocke: ſo they did as he com- 
manded, purſuing him lo cloſe on both fides, that at length they cut 
off one of his Pozſes thighes, fozceing him to fall upon the earth, 
and had there periſhed, had not the Green Knight(maugre all the 
Sarazens)thzuſt himſelf into the prefſe, ſlaying and beating down 
as many as made any refiſtance, and in the end ſo reliebed Dang- 
ler, that he freſþly hoꝛſed him, and bꝛought him clean out ow N 
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ger. After this, they both joyned together i in ſuch furious out⸗rage 


that they ſpared none that came in their way. Fierce was this 


battell, and indured long, but King Pepin and his men made great 
U 2ughter among the Pagans:15ut notwithtanding all this their 
balsz, they had loſt the day had it not been foz the. Emperoz that 
with his boaſt baliantly aſſailed the Pagans on the other ſide and 
made amongſt them a bery bloody laughter. The Ring leeing the 
courage of the Emperoꝛ ſo mighty, gathered together againe his 
ſcattered Tropes, and entred into the battell with great fury, and 
now were the Pagans begirt round about. Aton as the King 
cane unto the ſight of the Emperoꝛ, he ſaid unto him: great Pꝛince 
(ew thy ſelfright valtant,and this day ere night, J ſpall tell the | 


tpdings of the faire Lady Bellyſant. 


Theſe woꝛds added freſh courage unto the Emmperoe,who crped 
out to his men, Courage foꝛ Conſtantinople,and he that wins ho- 
nour ſþall be richly rewarded, And with theſe wozds entred again 
into the thickeſt of the battell: where he,King Pepin,and the green 
Knight ſo baliantly behabed themſelbes, that which wap ſoever 
they turned, they made way befoze them. 

Now began the Sarazens to doubt whether they ſhould ever e- 
ſcape away alive : and therefoze fearing the woꝛſt, betoke them- 
ſelves to flight: But their flight being eſpyed by the King ofScla-- 
vonia, who led the rear-ward fo? theSouldan,pzeſently ruſhed into 
his troops conſiſting of fifty thouſand fixhting men,making with- 
allo great a ſhout, that it ſeemed by the ſound thereof, their par: 
got the better. The Emperoꝛ and the King perceibing their com 
ming, wiſely conſidered that their men were tyred and out-wozn, 
and the eyemy treſh and luſt y, ſounded a retreate and retired them 
ſelves and all their Souldiers into the City. The Souldan ſeeing 
this, followed upon them, and ſtrongly befiedged the City round a- 
bout, ſo that neither the Emperoꝛ noꝛ the R. could iſſue out therot 
Thus they abode, till they were well nigh famiſped, thinking ther- 
by utter ly to oberthzow the Chꝛiſtians. So leabe we them and re- 
turn again to Valentine and Orſon, who To? the lobe ofClerimond 
have ee as you have RE peard.

N 8 Sun chat it dzabe Valentine into ſuſpition, that it 
wos it whereunto the Green Knight had directed 
bim to habe a ſiabt of the fair Lady Clerimond. At all adbentures 
he makech way towards this Caſtile, and atiaſt entred into this 
Alland by one ot the Pozts thereof. Being entred, he demanded 
who was owner af that caſtle which appeared ſo ſumptuous tothe 
eie? Anſwer was returned, that the caſtle was in the. k&ping or 
the fatre Cl. rimond, fiſter unto te Gyant Ferragus, and builded 
by a mighty man in ſubſtance, a Sarazen: the which Sarazen, a- 
mongſt all other his excellent wozkes done in that cattle, he cauſed 
one chamber tobe tichly adozned : ofthe which chamber moze ſhall 
be ſpoken of in that place. 

MWozeober, it was told unto Valentine amongft other things, 
that in the chamber ſtod an excellent Pillar made by Art, upon 
the which Pillar ſteod a Head of Bꝛaſſe, compoſed along time be- 
foe bythe Negromancy ofa Faierp, the which head was o ſuch 
an ertellent compoſition, that it gabe anſwer: to any thing that 
was demanded.

Valentine was alſo placed juſt againſt her, in whom the tobe her

great joy betided ail the Inhabitants of this caſtle, foz theywere 
right glad of the tydings that the Bꝛazen head had declared units

hen the Emperour perceived his Son to be ſo much 
JJ& mobed fo2 the diſhonour which was done to his 
DPother the Enipzefſe, her wept foz bery griefe ot 
Ae 1 * and ſaid thus unto his Son. Alas my Son, 


thy manho0d in offer ing to rebenge her wzongs up⸗ 
on the traytoꝛ that accuſed her, but her is fallen already by the 
woꝛd of a Marchant, in the pzeſence of thy unclꝛ P-pin, my ſelfe, 
and dibers others of high ſtate. At his death, he confeſſed the whole 
Treaſon w2ourht againſt her, and ſince that time J habe ſent di⸗ 
bers and ſimdzy Meſſengers, into all Petions, to heare tidings 
what is become of her, but all in ain, foz I cannot obtain my de⸗ 
fired wiſh ; chere foꝛe I pzay thee if thou canſt, tell mce ſome glad 
tidings of her.

entrance, but King Pepin eſpying their policy, and hows they had 
ſtopped up the paſſages, pꝛeſently couched his ſpeare, and ran upo:r 
the Soldan ſo violently the t he bare the pzoud pagan to the earth ; 
then pulling fozth his woꝛd, he ſmote at one Arcillon (a bery ba⸗ 
Ifonf rom mander)mith ſuch fury that he ſtruk him out of his ſadſe. 
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Valentine and the Green Knight perceibing the great courage 6f 
Bing Pepin, and what foztune he had in the field at that pꝛelent, en⸗ 
fred freſhlp into the Fattell, and with a reſolute courage eben 
in the pꝛelence of the Souldan, he heweo down the cheif ſtandard 
of the Sarazens. The Standard being oberthzown, Valentine ad⸗ 
dꝛeſſed him againſt the Soldan himſelf”, and with his ſpeor be ſo 
encountred him, that he ſo ſopiled hin, as hee could ſcarcely fit his 
hoꝛle. Moroldas one of th? cheite commanders was lain, and his 
Admirall taken pꝛiſoner by the Green Knight, with other exploits 
perfo2zmed on boch parts.

Knight. Mhileſt they wer? thus in conference, came Ocſon unto 
them, and ſaid Gentlemen, J could gladly wiſh, that out of pour 
Art, ydu would ſhew ſome what to delight the aſſembly, . 

At whole wozds, Adrimamdzewup a Cup abobe a Pillar, in 
fuch wiſe that thꝛough the place(ſemingly to el the company) ran 
a Riber, furniſhed with all ſtoze of fiſh little and great. When the 
beholders ſeo the water to come ſv ſtronglp againſt them, they 
were afraid of2zowning Pacolet beholding this feat, amo 
tet tegan a dong, and in that ſong & Charme, that it fie} 
the bedolders, that a great Bart renne thtow that 


-— ers with theic hounds. This ade many of the beheldersleape af 
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turning al things that ſtood in his way. After this Hart — whe 
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ter, thinking to habe taken the Part: but Pacolet by his Art made 
the Part ſuddenly to-hgniſh. This ſpozt (quoth Or ſon) was very 
well pet foꝛmed, and © the company bꝛeaking up, Pacolet fed A- 
drima in to his Chamber ts lie with him, but it re fatall,. fu 
toward midnight,Adrimain ſo enchanted all within the court, and 
with them Pacolet, that he had time ta wozke all that he deſired, 
Afterward her went toward the Poꝛſe of Pacolet, and getting 
him, came into the chamber of Clerimond, and hy Art cauſed her 
to rife and make her ready, and ſetting her on the hozſe behind him, 
came unto a window, turned the pin, and ſuddenty hee arrived in 
the tent of King Trompart. Being tome thither, bee cryed out 
aloud, ſaying, GreatKtng, flxpnot, but haſt you hither, and 
vou ſpball fo the pleaſant Lady Clerimond, whom I have fſtoflen 
from Aquitaine, and with her Pacolets hoꝛſe. Now ſaid the King 
J well percetbe thy lobe: is this the Siſter of Ferragus? yea ſaid 
Adrimain, and I habe alſo ſtollen her away, and ei betraied 
Pacolet my fellow Magitian, foe hte ſpall neber ber maſtik of bis 
hoete again, I but ſatd the King, art thou acquainted with the 
manner ot his hafte: O, lang fince woꝛthy ting, and by bertue of 
the pin how ta gobern him. Mabing thus made this known unte 
Ring Trompart, pi thought to make experience of the hoꝛſe him- 
lelf, and taking the Lady Clerimond behind him, would tranſpozt 
her into his own Country, and there marry her, 

Hee being thus determined, he imbꝛaced the Lady in his armes 
(fa all this while ſpe was not awaked out af her enchanted ſliey) 
and ſet her on the hoꝛſe of wood. All this Adrimain was eye wit⸗ 
neſſe of, and ſaid thus unto him: My Lo2d, if vou faile any jot of 
the true uſe of the hozſe, both pour ſelfe and the Lady are in bery 
great danger. Fear nut that quoth Trompatt, and & turning the 
pinhe mounted cwirtly inta the ative, and beloze next moguing her 
was 200 miles on his wav, but not at his journiegend,fo2 now a- 
waked the Lady Clerimond out of her own enthanted ſſcep, who 
ler ing her ſeife ſd deluded, fell ſuddenly into aſtovund, this chance 
ſtroke to the heartof uing Tromparc,we hee was atratd Hatt ie 
bad bien desd ad ſa turning the pin, he ſtopped the hoꝛſe in a faing 

gt ten feld by a muntain, then taking: the Lady from the harſe 


bee land her on the graſſe,-and tobe alittle water and e | 
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her face, and the Lady recobered, being recobered, ſhe made tuch 
griebous lamentations, that king Trompgge was well-nigh out 
of his wits : within this place there wis ſbepbeard of whom 
King Tromparc requited ſomewhat to eate, which he gabe unto the 
Lp, who eat thereof and was refteſped:and at laſt being come a- 
gatn unto her ſpcech, ſye weeping uttered theſe woꝛds: Unhappy I 
ababe all creatures, foꝛ I habe 1ſt mp joy by accurſed tteaſon, A- 
las Valentine mp lobe, curſed be be that bath ſeperated us. Trom- 
part hearing het ſo clamozoug,repzobed her roundly, ſaying;:Lady 
leabe off theſe fooliſh woꝛds of the chꝛiſtian boy, £2 elſe I (hall ſe- 
perate thy head from thy body: is it not better ſoꝛ th to be mp 
wife, that am ole Lozd ot all this jurisdiction, then to habe a beg⸗ 
gerly ſtart up, that bath neither land noꝛ living. And with th ele 
woꝛds he would habe kifſed her, but the Lady diſdatning him, hit 
bim with her Fiſt upon the mouth, 
This ſtrange and unlokt foz diſdatafulnes, put King Trom- 
part ii ſuch en anger, that be in a furious rage caught her up, 
and ſet het upon the bozſe again, and turning the Pin tte contrary 
wapy,pzefently inſtead of carrying her into his owne Country, he 
light ed in lnde, in the midſt of a market plece;kept there that day, 
the people ſeing ſuch a ſtrange ſight, mar belled much thereat. 
The Lady Clerimond by this time knew the hozſe to be Pacolets 
and ſaid : Now am J ſallly betcayed; and Pacolet robbed of his 
he, but my der Valen: ine he it is moſt ſticketh at my heart, 
 foz now ſhall I never ſeothe me. Trompart (who thought fo? 
all this that he had been in his owne Country) ſtill beating down 
her pitteous laments with bitter woꝛds. But marke what follow- 


ed, tydings was bzought unto the King of Inde, of what bad hap⸗ 
pened, who commanded them to be bzought befoze him. But this 


fell out ill foꝛ N. Trompart, foe the King of Inde knew him well. 
- King Trompartbeing come befoꝛe the R. ot Inde, he bad him wel? 
. come, fo2 you are he that hath put my bzother to death: wherefoze 
I will be rebenged on thee, & ſocauſed his head to be ſtricken off, 


After the Lady was led into the ing Pallace, where hee ſate 


in his owne perſon, and he thus ſaid: Lady: A now node uf 
whence you are, by the bzight ſplendoꝛ of your ſate, it hab enthꝛal 
19d my heart, wherefoze it ſo you pleaſe to be my wife, will mabe 
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in Lobe, that, that night he retainedhim into his Chamber, 
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vou Queen ot all this ſpacivus continent. Sir ( quotch ſt.) you 
ſpeake gracioufly, hut io take any man ta Pusdand, IJ babe made 
a ſolemne bow to refraine during the ſpace of one whole year: 
whereloꝛe pleꝛ lech it you to let my how ber accompliſped and that 
time being run out, then will J willingly conſent thereto, Mell, 
ſaid the King, thy anſwer is reaſonable, let it be as thou halt ſaid, 
perfozme thy bow, and remain within my Pallace;s he comman⸗ 
ded that her attendance ſpould be as great as if ſþ& had ben his 
Queen, allowed her a Chamber ol ſtate, into which Chamber ſhie 
cauſed to be bzought the woden hoꝛſe that carried her thither, and 
being there, ſhe placed it in the ſecreteſt place ſhe could debiſe, and 
ſtill deſired ſber might be freed out of that danger. Now lea be wir 
her a while, and return to Pacolet, and lenk back alſo to Aqui- 
taine, and ſe the mourning that is made foꝛ the Lady Cierimond. 
The night after Adrimain had hetrayed Pacolet, great lamen · 
tions was made foꝛ the fair Clerimond, thꝛoughout the City of A- 
quitaine ; Moꝛeober, when Pacolet found Adrimaine abſent, her 
doubted moze,, and looking round about the chamber wherein the 
Dazſe ſtod, hee ſuddenly miſſed it, all this fo falling out, Pacolet 
tell into a moſt griebous paſſion; inſomuch at had not Orſon at 
that inſtant come in, he would habe deſtroyed himſelte. 5 
Pacolet being thus reſcued. byOrſon, and heholding the generall 
ſoꝛrow foꝛ the beauteous Lady Clerimond, h began thus to com: 
fozt them: Loꝛds J will nat gibe ober, till am rebenged on that 
Traytoz Adrimain, by whom wee are all thus wzonged. Pere⸗ 
withall her daparted, and apparelled himſelf linea gallant maid, 
and to his way to the hoſt of Ferragus. Being came among the 
Army, many Pagans pzayed hes for her lobe, but ebermoze Pacoꝰ 
let excuſed; himſelte and ſaid, pardon me. I pzay you, foꝛ J am 
pzomiſed already to the Enchantet . Adrimait,: and (6 they let her 
paſſe on, At laſt Pacolet came to the Tent where Adrimain was, 
at Which Adrimaine ſtood amazed, and was ſo. deeply obercome 


but Pacolet no whit to ſeeke-of his ſpitts, made ſomewhat ſquea- 
miſh, and ſaid: My Loꝛd know this. J have bene defired of mg- 
mp, but I thinke fitteſt-the wozthioft to bee firſt ſerved: Daughter 
( quoth Adrimaine ) feare nothing, * god chere, and ber 
= mer- - 
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merry, foꝛ I habe a god ſtomacke te thee, and will uſe thee well. 
Now be committed che matden to one of 'bis ſerbants to be ferbed 
with all the dainties thatcould be had. 


- Pacgict being thus highly feaſted in the tent of Adrimain, while 


Adrimain is in the tent of Ferragus, Pacolet demanded of the ſer⸗ 


bant of Adrimain what was become of King Irompart? The ſer- 
bant ſaid, I think he returned again into his owne Country, and 
carried along with him the LadyGlerimond upon a hozſe of wind, 
that my maſter had giben him: Pacolet hearing this, was bexed 
at the heart. By this time was Adrimaine come unto this Tent, 
ſaying to Pacolet: Daughter is it time to go to reft ? ſ here is the 
bed wie meane to ſpoꝛt in: your will bee done ſaid Pacolet. Then 
Adrimaine put off his cloaches, and went into che Bed, Pacolet 
ſo inchanted him into ſo ſtrong aſleep, that wake he could not till 
tbe moꝛning. As he dealt with Adrimaine, ſo he did with all round 
about him, and putting off his womans attire, hee clad himſelfe 
in all the richeſt cloathes wat Adrimaine had, and after with bis 
own ſwso2d cut oft his ad, and bare it away with him. Pabing 
tþus done, be takes his wap towards the Tent of Ferragus, 

which he. found well guarded, and chere by his Art, be elſo -caft 
them all into a heaby fleep. This done, her entred into che tent 
of Ferragus, where he ſuddenly made him leape out of bed, and 
eloath him: and tying him in his girdle, made him run by bis ſide 
like a Spaniell, till he came even to the bery entrance of the gates 


"of Aquitain. 


en bacolet was come to the gates of the Palace, be found 


there the Dune himſelfe, accompanied with many of his Barons, 


and eſpying Pacolet they ſaid unto him: where is Clerimond that 
thou bꝛingeſt not her again? Pe anſwered, Loꝛds patience a while, 
I cannot ſpew you all at once: know this, I am fully rebenged on 
Andtimain, foꝛ here I habe bzought his hend, and here is Ferragus, 
who by mp Art J hade allo ſurpꝛized as you map ſte. Then raid 
Orfon pou habe done bery well. Nay Loꝛds, moze yet habe J to 
ſay, which is, I habe euchanted alliep che whole hoſt of Ferra; 5 
thereaze it eber you meane to have a rellctleſſe 'victbay, g01 

What ſay you mp K02ds.(quoth Otſon ) me thinkes Pacoler be 


well er us.; Ow" let us ga on, ſ9.thep augptered all that 
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lap befoze them, and put Ferragus into a moſt filthy dark and loathe 
ſome pꝛiſon, untill their return. 

After this great ſtaughter was ended,the Duke returned again 
into Aquitaine, and there tummanded to habe the Gpant Ferragus 
bꝛought befoze him, who was by this time awaked aut of his en- 
chanted ſleep, unto whom the Dube thus ſaid: Ferragus, if thou 
wilt here foziake thy Mahomet, and receibe baptiſme, chen thou 
ſhalt libe: which it thou refuſe to do, thou ſhalt lurely dye. now 
(ſaid Ferragus) I had rather ſuffer a thouſand deaths: ſo hee was 
ſuddenly bebeaded. After his death Orſon twkeleabe of the Dube; 
and went towards Conſtantinople, to aid his Father the Grecian 
Emperoz, and his Uncle King Pepin of France, againſt the-unbe- 
lcebing Sarazens that had ſtrongly beſiedged that City, but a hitle 
befoze his departing, the Duke ſaid thus to him: Wozthy Knight, 
lich ye are reſolved to depart; J will go along with you; and beare 
pou company.Orſon was ver y joyfull to hear him ſay ſo,and gave 
him thanks, ſo taking ſome ſmell time to ſet things in readineſſe, 
be conmitted the keeping of the City to a wozthy 6 baltant knight 
who bꝛought them on towards their journey. But by the way, the 
Empeefſe-Bellyſant much lamented: the hard uſage ot het Lozd, 
but Orſon pittying her, ſafd : Pother, leabe off your teares, and 
only joy in that you habe been falſely accufed, which now will 
much increaſe your honoꝛ: but I feare moſt our entrance into the 
City, which as J hear is much troubled With the Sarazens. Nap 
(ſafd Pacolet) fear not that, foꝛ A will wozke a device to enter; 
and my ſelfe will go begoge and teil them ſo. Do ſo (ſaid Orſon) 
and telt Valentine the hard foztunes-of Clerimond: Nay (quoth 
Pacolet not J) J will be no bearer of ſuch lad tioings. 

Now King Pepin and the Emperoꝛ being ſtrongly beſiedged, 
were in great diſtreſſe foꝛ bictuals within the City, and there was 
no way to be relieved, but by the woꝛd Then Valentine knowing 
their great neceſſity, accompanied with the Green Knight, and a 
wozthy band of Souldiers, iſſued out of Conſtantinople, and char⸗ 
ged upon 2 00 Chariots of Wicttalls of the Pagans, and recover- 

ed the ſame with the death of an thoſe that attended upon 
Paving gotten tbis booty, they made their return towards 
3 thinking to r * City, but they were begirt 


round 
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round about: on he one fide with the Souddan, and on the other 

fide wich che King of Araby, and thirdly with a King called Affi. 

. Cion, Among theſe conipantons fell out a terrible bloody conflict, 
but Valentine in ffngle fight killed tde King af Dramagen, and the 
Knight Clarian. The Green Knight alſo behaved himſelfe ſo va- 
ant, foꝛ at ont blow hee ſtroke off the ſhteld arme of che King of 
Morien, and betoze that flew his Bꝛother. But all this baloz lit- 
tle abaiſed. foꝛ in the end they were both taken pꝛiſoners and led 
befoze the Souldan: who having them in his poſſeſſion, aſſembſed 
fifteen Pagan Knights to adſudge them to death. Valentine being 
thus in bonds greẽ tu lamented the woefull ſtate of the Lady le- 

rimond, taking leave boch of his Father, Mother. Bꝛotber, and 
the reft, ſaying J muſt now fozſake you all, and neber again be- 
bold your faces, The Green Knight ſeeing: bim ſo paſtonate ſaid, 
Let us dye ina good cauſe,” and welcome death, . 

How was the Smlvan ſet in his chaire of ſtate, to pꝛoceed to 
Judgement : in the mean ſpace, in comes Pacolet in the midſt of 
the thꝛong, not known of any.and came and ſtod betoze: the judge⸗ 
ment ſeat,. and knee ling down laid: Night dear?ffr, Know'J am 
a Paſſenger from your Bꝛother Grodart the great Ring of Ar- 
gier, who to your ſuccout hath bzought along with him four migh- 
ty Rings, and by me requireth on which part of your Armp, ther 
ſhall be ranked. 

Againe, hee pzayes yon, if you ha be any Chꝛiſtian pꝛiſoners to 
ſend them him, and he will tend them into his Country to dzaw 
the plouah, and here ſtands a couple of fit inſtruments foꝛ that pur ⸗ 
poſe. The Soldan rejoyced at theſe tydingse commanded be ſhouly 


be feaſted foꝛ that night:mean time, Valertin and the green night 


were glad of Pacolets company. In the dead nme of the night, Pa- 
colet went unto chem and giving to each of them a bozfe, unbound 
them, and bad them follow him. Being out of the enemies teach, 
Frcolet ſaid unts them: Logs de comfoꝛtable, foꝛ in this land is 

a ſſembled the Duke o Aquitain, and the Knight Orſon, the Noble 
Snpzee, aud the Lady Fezon, I but ſaid Valentine, why cont- 
meth not che faire Clerimond ? then anſwered Pacolet, ſhe would 
ave co ne, but being eg fick, ſpe was fo2ced to return again to 
— 39 Vakmine ſoꝛ that time queſtioned no — 
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Then Pacolet adbiſed them all to go into the City of Conſtan- 
tinople, and on the moꝛt ow, iſſue out thereof with a mighty Ar⸗ 
mp upon the Enemy. In the mean ſpace J will on the other fide o 
beſtir my ſelfe, that the hoaſt of the Marſike Duke, ſhall come up 
and gibe a freſh aſſault. Now the Soldan ſe ing this, ſpall imagin 
it to be his bzother, the King of Argier. 

-Pacoler (ſaid Valentine) thou haſt well adbiſed, and fo it ſhall be 
effected. Thus they departed. Pacolet took his way to the Duke of 
Aquitain, who was yet on the Sea⸗ſſuꝛe, telling him that her had 
ben with the hoaſt of the Soldan,and how he had (reed Valentine 
and the Green knight. Then Orſon anſwered, Pacolet, there is pet 
one thing moze to be done, and that is this, that to mozrow in the 
moꝛning, we aſſatle the hoaſt of the Sarazens on the one ſide, and 
they of Conſtantinople on the other ſide, and ſa by that means wer 
ſhall over theow them quite. Foz all that comes on y8ur part, ſpall 
be thought to come to aid the Sarazens. Then did the Duke dzaw 
up his men in oꝛder, and ſo kept themſelves that night. 

The next mozning che Emperoꝛ and R. Pepin diligently bzought 
fozth their men to the fight, and dibided their Hoaſt into five Bat⸗ 
kailes. The firſt was delivered to Valentin: the ſecond to the green 
Knight : the third fo King Pepin: the fourth to Millon Daugler: 
and the fift to Sampſon of Orleance, one that bare in his banner a 
Weare of fflver. At the bzeak of dap, the powers iſſued out of the 
_ Citp, to gibe an aſſault upon the enemy: being come into the field: 
they ſounded their Inſtruments, the noiſe thereof fo affrighted the 
Sarazens that they ran out of their tents crying an allarum an al- 
rum. This battell was extreame hot foz the chꝛiſtians that dap, 
ret } enemp had no cauſe to boaſt, R. Pepin behabed himſelf ſo b1- 
ltantly, 6 cryed out to his ſouldiers, St. Dennis, St. Dennis. Then a 
Sarazen cryed out unto the Soldan to retire fo? the fafeguard of 
their libes, ſoꝛ this night habe we loſt our two pꝛiſoners, and alſo 
there is comming aga int us a new ſupply ofa great armp. Then 
the Soldan thought that he had bien betrayed: but yet he made foꝛ⸗ 
wards,and rouzed up their courages doubly, inſomuch, that they 
infozced the chꝛiſtians to fall backe: but little abailed their pꝛide, 
fo there came upon them the Duke ofAquitain with his fozces and 
effaulted them ſo nercels, that they put to the ſword all thet did 
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come befoze them, and thus the Chꝛiſtians conquered. 
Mhen the battell was ended, and the Chziſtians had recobered 
up their ſcattered foꝛces, Valentin and Orſon came befoze the Em⸗ 
pet oꝛ, doing unto him dutiful reberence. Father (quoth Valentme) 
here you map behold ny Bꝛother Ot ſon, whom as pet you never 
kne bot, hen the Emperoz tmbzaced him with tears, and ſo did the 
woꝛthy King Pepin alſo. Faire Son (ſaid the Emperoꝛ) pou are 
welcome, foꝛ by you my joyes are doubled. Then allembled toge⸗ 
ther the Emperoz, King Pepin, Valentine and Orſon, the Green 
knight, Blandiman, and Guidard the Marchant, be that vanquiſh- 
ed the falſe Arch Pꝛieſt. All theſe, with great triumph ſet out to 
viſit the tent of the noble Empꝛeſſe Bellyſanc,and the ledy Fezon. 
By this time they are come, when the Emperoꝛ ſaw his wife 
Bellyſant, be leapt off His hozſe, and in tears and ſighes not being 
able ts ſpeak, he embzaced her: and Valentine and Orſon bare 
them conan in their lamentations, ſo did alſo many of the reſt 
there aſſembled, At laſt woꝛds toke place, and the Emperoꝛ re⸗ 
counted all the hard dealings that had pzsceded againft the Em- 
pꝛeſſe, requiring pardon foz what was paſt, My Loꝛd (quoth ſhe, 
fince it hath ſo pleaſed the fates to bꝛing me into pour light, J fri 
1y fozgibe all wzong, but I long to ſee the man, that pꝛobed my in- 
nocency with his ſwozd. Lobe (quoth the Emperoꝛ) this is he by 
whom pour honour was pzeſerbed (quoth the Lady )ſfr,you ought 
to be regarded foꝛ your ſer bice to the Empire ot Greece and R. of 
France, Foz which J make you my Chamberlain, and gibe pou 
yearly a thouſand markes in gold.. ady J thank your bounty, and 
will attend you during lite. Then(ſaid Valentine) Mather I pzay 
tell me ſome tidings ot Clerimond. Fair ſon, Clerimond hath been 
ſtolne from Aquitain, and giben to ing Trompart that came to 
the Pagans aid. Valentin hearing this lokt ſtrangely upon Paco · 
let, thinking that he had deceibed him, a would have ſmitten him: 
but Pacolet, intreated him to be patient, foz an Enchanter 'hath 
ſtollen my hoꝛſe away, but J am revenged on him, by cutting of 
his head. Valentin underſtanding theſemiſ-foztunes; and that ebe- 
xy one was innocent, bee grew into bitter paſſions fox his dolle.

and ſaid to him J will make you higb Conſtable of 
France, mozeober if it ſo chance that my poung ſon Charles ſhould 
deceaſe befoze me, J will make pou King of France, I thank pour 


gracious uncle, and you ſpall find me faithfull,and along with we 


will J bear the lady Fezon. The day of taking leave came;« each 
embzaced other with kiſſes aud tears, But Valentin could not reſt, 


foz he had loſt his lobe: wherefoze J am reſolved ta ſeek my love, 


foz whom J endangered my life, and by my twoꝛd J won Her, 
Mer I bewayle, and Her will I recover again if ſhe be alive: but 
if J find her not ſhoꝛt and wbefull will be my days, and ſo he cal⸗ 
led Pacoler to him, and ſaid: Milt thou ſerbe me, and be my com · 
panion in this unknown tagke? Sir ( quoth he) willingly, and am 
ready whenſoeber vou (all ſet fo2ward. Then Valentin made all 
things in a readineſſe foꝛ his departure, and now bath taken fea; 
vleft his Crown and Country, only accompanied with thee: at- 
tendants. Now leabe we him, and ſpeake ol King Pepin, dat by

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this time is ſeated in Paris, and was honoirabiy received: but 
abobe all, che b:liant Orſon was highly eſteemed, inſomuch that 
be had even all the command of che kingdom delivered ober unto 
bim; It ought was to be bzourht befoze the King, Orſon was 
the man to be ſyed unto. 

This greatnes of Ocion frettedHaufray and Henry, (of whom

dignity, that Orſon ſhould be ſo pzeterred befoze them being ſons 
into the king: ſurely ſaies the one unto the other, bis gloꝛy catznot 
long endure, fo his own pꝛide will be his oberthzow. J but. ſaid 
Hauftay underſtand me, we habe 2. Nephews ſons unto our e!- 
veſt ſiſter, to wit, Florence and Garnier, theſe are both. hardy and 
fierce, and by them me thinks ſome plot might bee ſet on ot: a⸗ 
gaine they are bery fit members to execute any billany, foꝛ one is 
butler unto the King, the other is Uſher unto his pꝛibate Cham- 
ber: now either of theſe may enter into the Kings Chamber, and 
murther him in his bed, and ſuch a deed being done, it will ſurely 
be laid to Orlons charge, foꝛ he only hath the guard of his perſon, 
If this can be effected Orſon will lurely be condemned. jo death, 
and the Realm wholy light into our hands. In this it is neceſſar 
to uſe ſecrecy. | | 
Upon this reſolution they ſent fo theſe two Inſtruments: of 
murder, to acquaint them with the Treaſon, and being come Haus 
fray ſaid unto them: Sirs, I and my Bꝛother habe laid a'plet to 
doe us god, and raiſe you to honoz, which thing wee chuſe rather 
to offer it unto you, foꝛ that you are allyed unto us, and therefoze 
we reſpect you befoze others. This it is, you know our Father the 
King never lobed us, but hath ever advanced ſtrangers, and left us 
flightly regarded: theſe things conſidered,my Brother, J. and you 
two Bꝛothers, deſcended from our Uncle, determine to put dur 
doting father to death, and ſo we may fhare the land into our own 


government, This thing by us firſt plotted, were fittelt fo be exe: 
ecuted by one of you, and J thinke you Garnier to be fitteſt fo it, 


becauſe you being Uſher in the Kings Chamber, younay-conbey 
your ſelfe behind ſome Arris, and when the King is in bed, mur⸗ 
ver him. This being done, when it ſþall be known that an 
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is flain,the fart will be laid upen Orſon, foz he only hath the charge 

of his body, and ſo we ſhall quickly get him adjudged to Death: 

and as fo little Charles we ſhall do well enough to make him a- 

way. Uncle (ſaid Garnier) doubt not, but that I ſhe il undertake 

his enterpꝛiſe. Shozfly after, Garnier on a night when the King 
wes et ſupper,cot a knife and ſecretiy entred into the Rings cham⸗ 
ber, and hid himſelte behind the hangings. When the hour of the 
Kings' going to bed came, hee wes attended by his guard and 
Chamberlain, as the manner was: the Ring being laid, ebery man 
depar ted, ſabe only Orſon, who conferred with che King till he fel 
alle p. Orſon ſteing the King affeep, without making noiſe left him, 
and laid himſelte down upon a Pallat by him. 

T he dead time of the night was come, wherein Garnier aMayed 
(having the knife ready) this bloody enterpꝛtze: but being come to 
the beds ſide, ready to lift up his atme to ſtricke the ſate il ſtrok, he 
thought the King would awaken,and fo in trembling fear laid him 

down by the bed ſide, and durſt not ſtir: Anon he would adbenture 
again, but being (as befoze)poſſ*ſt with fear he put the knife with- 
in the bed, then he returned to the place from whence he came. Or- 
fon ll this while ſlept ſoundly mildoubting nothing, but. yet was 
troubled with a frightfull dzeam, which was, that one would habe 
robbed his Wife of Honour: alſo, be thought, that beffde a Ki⸗ 
ver, be ſaw two Herons, who fought with a Hawke, but the Hawk 
defended her ſelfe ſo battantly, ashe hed flame tle two Pe- 
rons, had they not been aſſiſted by a multifude of little birds, and 
— -N likewiſe had ain the Hawke, but that an Eagle reſcu 
ed him. 
At this dzeame Orſon a waked, and was much aſtonied thereat, 
ſaying ; The Gods pzeſerbe my Bzother Valentine from treaſon, 
By this time the day bꝛoke, and Orſon ſoftly ſtole out of the cham⸗ 
ber fearing ts awaken the Ring. When Garnier ſaw Ocſon gone, 
he alſo followed ſon after, and took his way towards the chamber, 
where he found the two Bzethzen, who longed to heare the news, 
Garnier (nyoth they) tell us what is done? Los ſaid Garnier, 
A would not doe the like again foꝛ all the Gold in France, and pet 
FIÞabe-not hurt the King, foz ſtill as J was lifting up my hand 
to ſtrike, feare and hoꝛoꝛ did ſo 2 me, that durſt nd moe 
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adbenture ut J babe adviſed me of another plot, a babe ofp pur · 
Tor belt the knife in the kings bed, a this it is, we will accuſe Or⸗ 
ſon of Tteaſon, and tell the king there are four traptoꝛs, whereof 
Otſon is the pzincipall. Alſo, they will make away little Charles, 
and ſo wholly poſſeſſe th2 Crowne. Lo pꝛobe this, we will lav, that 
foꝛ this purpole Orſon hath conveied a knife into the kings bed. Jf 
any demand how we knew thereof,we will ſap, one of ug ſtanding 
15 the doe heard all their conterrence, Garnier( ſaid Haufray) you 
ſap Well, but it Or fon deny it you and pour bꝛother ſþall crabe com⸗ 
bate againſt bim. Sap, that by ſuch adbenture you come by the 
wogſe, my bzoth:c and I ſhall find men enow to reſcue vou. Thus 
they reſolbed and thus was treaſon the ſecond time laid fozOrſon 
th? Innocent, The next day the King being at dinner, attended 
by Hautray and Henry, who ſhewed god countenance to Orſon : 
when Garnier ſaw bis time be came-betoze the King, ſaying: woꝛ⸗ 
thy king, ꝓdut grace hath bectowed on me many kingly fabours, 

wherefoze it is my duty to open unto you a treaſon which lately I 
tFanced to heare, and to the end you may habe a care unto your: 
perſon, I will bewzap unto ꝓou the pꝛactiſers thereof. 

Garnier pzayed to lap hands on Orſon firlt, foꝛ h was the 
pzincixall Treitoz, the number in all are foure, Orſon was the 
man ſhould kill you in your bed with a knife: and that your Ma⸗ 
zeſt? map the better credit me, this dap 8s thep met together, J 
was in a certetne piece, and heard Orſon ſap, the Knife which you 
ſhauld be killed with, was hid in your bed: now it it pleafe you, 
either to goe oꝛ ſend, pou ſhell find my woꝛds true. Sir (ſaid Flo- 
rent, my bꝛother ſpeaketh nothing but truth. The King hearing 
theſe mods beheld Orſon with many ſtrange countenances,s nd at 
laſt ſaid, Falſe and diſlopall man, can ſuch a thought enter into thy 
b:eft, as to take away my life, who n J habe moze reſpected then 
my own'Chilyzen ? Liege (guotb Orſon) be not lightly carryed 
awap to belebe this accuſatio n, foꝛã pꝛoteſt Lam clear of any ſuch 
thought, a id ſpall pꝛobe enby the authoz of all th:ſe Treaſons. 
Speak no mozeſſaid the Bing) fog if the knife be found in the bed, 

will crave no further pꝛoſe. So calling to his Lozds, he ſaid, 1 
2020s 1 wes neber ſo ſuddenly confounded es at this preſent; Sir. 
pd Mylton Daughter, I know not what fo lap, but I cannot be, 
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lebe that Orſon is guilty of the Treaſon againſt your Majeſty, 
vea ( but ſaid the king) it we find a knife in the bed, it is an ebident 
lign to mobe me to beltebe it, 1 pzay let us go make tryall. Ss the 
King went himſelfe into he Chamber accompanied with many 
witneſſes,and being there, they found the knite, as Garnier faid: 
las ſaid the King in whom may Ltruſt, when my own ki nd\man 
ler keth my life, but J bow be ſpall ſuffer a ſhamefult death. With 
that a baliant Knioht named Symon came to Orſon, (which loved 
him well) and ſaid : e las fir, fly and ſabe your life, foꝛ the King 
hath found the knife in his bed, and ſo the King hath bowed your 
death. Orſon ſaid, 1 feere nothing. The King entred the Ball 
where Orſon was, guarded with 51 Knights, and ſo aſſembling 
bis Peers, he proceeded to Judgement. | 
-- Orton being bzought befoze the Ring, and his Loꝛds, he ſaid un⸗ 
to them: Moꝛthy Loꝛds, ſince my wozds cannot defend me, Jre- 
uire but the cuſtome of your Country, which is, thatwhen a man 

all be accuſed of mur ther oꝛ treaſon, he might crave the combete 
againſt his enemy. 

Now foz my part I hold my ſelf innocent, which J will main- 
taine.if by your councels pou grant me that which in right belong⸗ 
ech to me: and further to clear my felfe,loe here is my gage: # J 
be ober come, do with my body as it pleaſeth you. Garnier ſaid, Or- 
on, I think pou were better hold pour peace, fog the thing being 
already pꝛobed, we habe no reaſon to anſwer you in the field. Ah 
Traitoꝛ there is nothing yet pꝛobed, but that a man that feareth 
damnétion, and delireth honour, ſaith ſo. Upon theſe wozds the 
twelbe Peres of France cauſed Orſon to bee remobed cut of the 
place, and alſo the bꝛothers his adverſaries, while in the meane 
lrace the reſt diſputed the Queſtion, At laſt tt was adjudged, that 
Orſons demand was reaſonable, and that bee ought to bee heard. 
Then were the Bzothers called in againe befoze the King, then 
Duke Myllen demanded of Garnier, who were confederats with 
him in the Kinos death, Lo2ds(quoth he) J will not bewꝛey them 
foz all the wealth in France, Garnier (ſaid the Judge) J gibe ſen- 
tence that you and your bꝛother take up Orſons gage, and fight 
with him, foz fince you conceale the reſt of theſe murtherers, it is 
to be doubted that ther is malice in the plot.Orſon at this ſentence

rejoyred,and caſt his Globe down unto the tw3 Traptozs.faving : 
Los here is my Glove that I caſt down to theſe two trattozs, 
upon this condition, chat if my caſe be foule, oz by them conquered, 
J offer my body to your will and plealure: Mile then ſaid the King, 
foꝛ judgement is paſt: and fo your further ſecurity, it were gov 
we had ſome boſtage: with that Haufray and Henry offered them 
ſeldes body foꝛ body foꝛ Garniet and his Bꝛother: and fo Orſon, 
fied Myllon Daugler, and Duke Sampſon, 90 a months dap was 
e£Mtgned foz the combet?2. 

The ti ne being come that they ſpould fight, Duke Myllon 
Daugler, Sampſon, Galeram, and Gervais becurght fozth Orſon, 
oz he was wel ⸗helobed: when he wes armed and well mounted he 
rode though the City nobly accompanied, toward the place appoin- 
ted. Long had he not been there, but Haufray and Henry entred the 
field with their two Nephews royally armed. Garnier and Florent 
the two Traytozs greatly feared Orſon, but Haufray and Henry 
Ull coinfozted chem, p2anifing them aid: being thus ina readines, 


the Biſhop of Paris went unto them and gabe unto them all thz& 


an Dath, accoꝛding to the Law of Armes and then the Biſhop de- 
parted away. After came che Peraulds, and the Sergeants of tbe 


fie, tocleare the place. Now Haufray had pzobided .3000 men 
bard by and giben them command, that as foon as they heard hin 


blow his hoꝛn they ſhould ſet foꝛward toward him. This gladded 
the Traytozs at the heart, but it little abailded chem: foe aſſon as 
the Trumpets gabe ſignall, Orſon couched his Spear, and putting 
bis ſpurs to his hoꝛſe, ran upon them with ſuch fury, and lent Gar- 
nier ſuch a ſtroke, that he ran theouah both ſhield and Armoz, Flo · 
rent on the other ſide gabe Ocſon a blow that he thought he had 
rucken again& a Tower. Falſe and accurſed tragtoę (quoth Or- 


ſon) that haſt wꝛongfully gecuſed mee, ere this day paſſe, J ſhall 


ew thee where loyelty doth reſt, and with theſe wozds, her with 
118 ſwazy ſmote Garnier aut of his ſaddle, and withs li pulled off 
8 


Þelme. and had cut off his head, if his bzother Florent had not 


reſcued him. 
Again Orſon made towards Garnier, 2nd ſtriking off his ear, 


laid, Faire Maſter J would be loath yau ſhould looſe by the bar⸗ 
gain. Mere began a freſp Combate between theſe thꝛee Champi- 
ons. 
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ons, Garnier habing recovered again his Helme, came upon Or- 
ſon with all his fozce, thinking to habe left ſome mare of that en- 
counter, but had not his bzother reliebed him, hee had ſon been 
ain. Thus Orſon had enough to do with thefe two, ſoꝛ they were 
of ſtout courage, end beſide they re/yed much upon reſcue from 
Haufray and Hemy,but ill Orſon followed, and at laſt fo weund⸗ 
ed Garnier that be was faine to fozſabe his Hoꝛſe. Being on the 
ground, be ſmote at Orſons hozfe, inſamuch that be cut off one of 
bis legs, and felled him to the earth, but Orſon being light and 
ſtrong, leapt from off his back, and being on the ground, he ceme 
and toke Garnier between his armes fo ſtrongly, that he toke 
away his ſhield, and thꝛew him on the earth: but as he would habe 
wounded him in the belly, Florent came uponOrſon, and gabe ſuch 
a ſtroke on his helme, that he made him ſtagger; Orſon vered here⸗ 
at, ſmote him ſo, that hee ober thꝛew his Hoꝛſe dead to the earth, 
and after te off his helm. Florent was ſs aſpamed hereat, that hee 
ran up and downe the field covering his head with his ſyield, and 
Orſon to pleaſure in chaſing of him fo. Floreni(ſard his bother) 
fly not, return, oꝛ we (hal be vanquiſhed. And herwithal they made 
a freſb encounter upon Orſon, a with their ſwords laid on fo luſtt 
ly, that the ſtrokes entred his Armoz, and dzew blood, Orſon fei- 
ing himſelfe weunded, (mote off one of Florents armes: but yet b 
gabe not 8ber.Orſon eſpying him making a blow at him, made as 
if he would habe ſtroke at Garnier, but ſuddenly withdzawine his 
arme.hit Florent in ſuch wiſe, that he fell down dead to the earth, 
and alter ſaid unto Garnier: Traitoz thou ſbalt after, except thou 
confeſſe the Treaſon. Not fo Orſon fox J will be revenged on the 
£02 my bꝛothers death. Haufray and Henry diſliked the match, and 
ſaid one of our Nephews is llaine, and it he ober come the other, he 
will caufe him to confeſſe the Treaſon, and thereby bzing us in 
danger. Brother ſaid Haufray, J will tell you what may be done: 
ag ſon as we perceive Garnier to be overcome, befoꝛe he confeſſe 
any thing, we will enter the field, and make as if we came to cht 
up Orſon, and we will cut off dut Nephews head, and fo the tren 


fon ſhall not be known. Quoth Henry be it ſo. Now are both the 


Champions at it in the field, Garnier (ſaid Ocfon)yont fie pou can 
not eſcape my hands, therefoze —_ the Treafon, and I _ 
3 abe 
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ſabe your life. Boy (quoth Garnier) thy faire pzomiſes are little 
worth, foz ſing that I have loft an eate, J little reſpect any place 
of honour, fo rather choſing to die baltantly, oz conquer the, I ſet 
down-mp reft that here J will finiſh my foꝛtunes either to conouer 
92 be conquered. Axceed (quoth Orion) and ſith death is ſo well⸗ 
come to thee, defend thy ſelte, foz this ſpall be the longeſt day of 
thy life : and thus he mazes at Garnier, and by ſtrength ol armes 
thzew him under hin and pulled off his helme. Haufray ſ&ing there 
was no way but one, cried out, Orſon flap him not, foꝛ we know 
he bath wꝛongtully accuſed yuu, ſo we will doe ſuch Auſtice upon 
him as to ſo foule a fact appertaineth : and Haufray ſaid unto Gar. 
nier: nephew conteſſe your fact awe will be a means unto the king 
foz your pardon,Lo2ds ſaid Garnier, I div put the knife into the k. 
Bed: Infpeaking theſe wozds, Haufray dzew out his ſwoꝛd, run⸗ 
ning him quite tꝛougb, and affer ſatd : Loꝛds, let this Traitoꝛ be 
banged on the Gallowes as he hath well deſer bed: but cozen Or- 
ſon, I am qlad of your victozy, foz it pꝛobeth you innocent; and 
though Garnier were my nephew, yet will I neber acknowledge 
him or my blood. Now was come the Lady Fezon who was glad 
of Orſons bictoꝛv, E. Pepin alſo came.ſaying: nephew you habe en- 
dured dangerous wounds. Uncle (quoth Orſon) the traitozs are 
vanquiſped, and Hanfray made Garnier to confeſſe the Zreaſon, 
andſo killed him. Nephew, beware of that Haufray, foz he hath 
furely a hand init, but foꝛ this time J will hold my peace. The K. ö 
and the Barons returned into the City of Paris, and made great 
Joy foꝛ the bictoꝛp. Haufraie and Henry ſpake well of him, but in 
their hearts they tmagined miſcheif,which after came to liaht,and 
they had their deſert:where we leabe them and return to Valentin 
who rod from place to place to find out Clerimond. 
Valentine habing trabelled along, at laſt arribed in the City of 
Antioch, thinking to find the Lady Clerimond. Pacolet being 
with him, could ſpeak their language, and toke up their lodging 
in à great mans houſe : but the hoaſt of the houſe was ſomewhat 
doubtfull: and when they were in the Chamber, he would hearken 
inſomuch that at laſt hee underſtood they were Chꝛiſtians, where- 
| upon he went to the King of Antioch, and ſaid: ſir, there are foure 
E Chꝛiſtians in my houſe, that habeentred your land without paps 
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ing of tribute. The King ſaid, thou ha ſt well done, let them bier 
bꝛought befoze me ſo being ſent foꝛ, he ſaid thus to Valentin: Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtian I let thee underſtand, that there be two things, one of which 
pau muſt make choice of, oz elſe ſuffer death. Nhat is it( ad. Valen- 
tine) foꝛ will doe any wing to ſabe my life. The Ring ſaid, vou 
mult either renounce your Chꝛiſtian Faith, oꝛ clſe fight with a 
dzeadfull Dꝛagon, that hath devoured many men: ſþee is bigger 
then a Yozſe, winged like a fowle, feathered like a Griffon, the 
head of 3 ſerpent, a great ſting within her mouth, a fierce look, the 
Skin cobered with red ſcales, and ſhe hath the fert of a Lyon, gquoth- 
Valentin this is ſome hideous Monſter, yet J will try my foꝛtune 
againſt her, if you will grant me but one requeſt, which is, that if I 
conquer tbis Dꝛagon, vou will then change your MPahoiretry, an 
become Chꝛiſtians. The king bound it with an oath that he would, 
foꝛ there were neber any pet returned alibe that attempted it, fix 
(quoth Valentine) let me habe a bout oz. two with this Monſter. 
Then he cauſed a ſhield to be made, and thereon faſtned a great 
number ot long Pikes of ſteel a foot long, as ſbarpe as needles. 

This ſpield being made, Valentine put on Armoz, and buck- 
ling on his Helme, then girded his ſ\wo2d to his ſide, tok leabe of 
his men, and mounted his Yozſe,iffued out of the City. Being gon 
ebery one got up into their Mindowes to behold the fight. Now 
they of the City, were faine to pꝛovide fo2 the Dꝛagon, either che 
carkas of a man, oꝛ of a beaſt, which if they failed of,ncne durſt ben- 
ture out of the City: but habing eaten her pꝛey, ſhe would return 
unto her Den againe without doing any barme. All ſuch male- 
faſtoꝛs as any way had deſerbed death, were continually thꝛown 
unto this fearfull Monſter, but if that they had no Walefactozs, 
then they went unto che Sea fide, fo2 to take up chziſtians, if they 
hapned to come on ſpoꝛe, and the ꝓ were bꝛought to be doboured of 
the Dꝛagon. 

Now by this time is Valentine within the ſight of the Den agon, 
ſyee ſ&ing one comming towards her, cloſed her wings, mot 
fiercely caſting out of her math ſmoake like fire. Then ber del ⸗ 
cended off his hozſe, and lett his ſharpe Are at bis ſaddle bow, and 
went toward the ſerpent thinking to habe ſmitten her, but ſhe litt⸗ 
bed up. ber paws to ſmite at 3 Who ſubtlely watching bis 
op⸗ 
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mee, lifted up his ſhield (armed as ytu habe heard with 
- Pikes and ſo the Serpent bzoached her foot upon them, who feel- 
ing ber ſelfe hurt, ſþs cryed out moſt hoꝛribly, dꝛawing backe and 
tecoyſing. Valentine purſued, but when the Serpent law him ap- 
Roach ſhe roſe up on her feet, and thought to habe beaten downe 


Valentine with her toze fit under her, but fearing the ſpield, ſþ& 


ran back. The King beholding this, ſaid: See yonder is a moſt ba⸗ 
liant Knight, whom we ought to reverence foe his hardineſſe.Alſo; 
the fair Quten Rozamond fell in lobe with Valentine, to ſe him 
lo adbenturous. 

Now grew the battell fierce and dangerous between Valentine 
and the Dzagon, but ſtill ſpœ fearing the pꝛicking of the ſpield by 
which he held her play. In the one hand he bare his ſhield, and the 
other his ſwozd, wherwith he gabe the ſerpent a marvellous blow 


under the eare, but with the blow he bzake his ſwozd.. Valentine 


was in great danger when his twoꝛd was bzoken,fozs beaſt grew 
ſo angry, that with her paw ſhe rent his Armoꝛ quite thaough. Va- 
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lentine ſtill purſued her, and dzew fozth a knife and ſtuck it in her © 
_ thzoat, but ſhe little regarded it. Valentin ſeeing all this do nothing, 
ran and fetched the Axe at his ſaddle-bow, and returning unto her 
ſubtlely waiting bis advantage, gabe the ſerpent ſuch a blow with 
bis Are, that he cut off moſt part of her taple, whereat (hee roa⸗ 
red moſt hideoully. After this ſhe flew at Valentines head, and pul- 
ling off his Helme ſmot him to the ground, but he quickly getting 
up, was halt amazed at his head uncovered. Pacolet perceibing his 
Matter in diſtreſſe, got into the City, and put himſelf in armes, got 
another helme, and bare it to his maſter. Valentine perceiving him 
ſayd,friend, Jam well-nigh ſpent, go thy wayes and commend me 
to my friends, fo if thou ſtay here thou muſt dye with me: but foz 
all this Pacolet came ts Valentine and delivered the helme, ihe ſer- 
pent ſeeing that came to Pacoler, and taking him by the right leg, 
puld him down under him, giving him a cruſh with his paw, » be 
felt it thzough his armoꝛ, & had flain him, had not Valentine with 
his Axe cut off her noſe, and put out one of her eyes : theſe hurts 
made the beaſt mad, and opening her wings, ſhe flew to the top 
of a high rock, Then went Valentin to his helme, thinking to habe 
put it on againe, but ſuddenly the beaft came flying down and he 
was fain to cover his head with his ſhield, which the dꝛagon eſpy⸗ 
ing, returned again to the rock. Then Pacoler put on Valentines | 
helme, and ſatd,ſfr,J am ſoze Wounded & muſt of neceſſity returne — I 
to th? City to get ſome releife, foz my heart faileth, ſo they,toke | 4 
leabe. Aſſon as the Dꝛagon ſaw him a great way off, ſhe aſſatſed 
Valentine, and flying directly at his head thought to have laid hold 
thereon : but Valentine thzew his Are ſo right, that be cut off one 
of her wings, whereby ſhe could not fly. The dzagon being down, 
Valentine quickly ſmote off the other wing, ſo that the battell was 
molt bielent betweene them, inform that her was not able to 
lift up his arme any longer to weild his are, but leabing all. he got 
up into a tree to reſt his wearied limbs, and the beaſt not able a- 
ny moꝛe to fly, beheld him with a eruell countenance, caſting fozth 
of his mouth nothing but ſlinking bepoꝛs. 

Valentine being well refreſþed, came down and went towards 
the dzagon that ran fiercely at him, Valentine ſtill put the ſpield be- 
toze him, and with his are cut off her left thigh, wherewith ſhe fell 
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to the earth. Valentine ail purſued his ſtrotzes and ran his Are ſo 
farre in her thꝛoat chat ſbe fell down dead. Valentine habing thus 
overcome the Dꝛagon, che Ring called unto him, and ſatd ; of all 
Knights thou art the moſt hardieſt, foz by thy baloz is our City 
delivered of a feat full enemy that hath much endamaged us: with 
theſe woꝛds they entred the City, and ſa to the Pallace, where 
a folemn feaſt wes held. Then the King cauſed Valentins wounds 
to bee carefully healed. The Qucene likewiſe highly honoured 
bim, foz ſþ& wes enemozed on him fo hotly that foz to gaine 
his lobe, ſhe would pave wzoucht the death of the King her hul⸗ 
band. 

Valentine habing well refreſhed himſelf,and heated his wounds 
within the City of Antioch, he ſaid unto the Ring, ſir you remem⸗ 
ber your pꝛomiſe that you and your people would receibe baptiſme 
ik I obercame the dꝛagon: you ſee ſhe is lain by me only. True qd. 
the King and look what A pzomifed J will per foꝛme: and there- 
upon lent his pꝛeſent Edict thꝛoughout his Land, that every one 
(ould fozſake Mahomet, aud be baptized. The Queen ſent foꝛ Va- 
lentine to her chamber. who pꝛeſently went to her, and ſaid: Lady I 
am come at your command, and ready to do you ſervice. Ah ſaid 
the Lady thou art of great hardine ile, wildome, ſtrength, and all 
the beautitudes belonging to a famous Marr ioꝛ, happy is the la⸗ 
dy that ſhall in joy thy labe, O that were not a woman, oz a wo- 
man not under ſubjection, O, J could lobe ther beyond humane rea⸗ 
fon, hadſt thou but ſo much liberty as to imbꝛace me, oz to grant 
me lave. Lady I thank you. but you habe wedded a puiſſant king, 
ard him onely oyght you to lobe and honour. Knight, tis true, I 
habe ben ever conſtant to him, but ſince J firſt beheld the, all my 
thoughts are captibated: Valentine ſœing the Qucen ſo eager, 
replyed: Ladp, it the King ſhould but know oz ſuſpect me, 3 ſboutd 
ſurely be put to death. Again, be is old, you poung,reſt pour ſelfe 
content till J return from mp intended journey to the holy Se- 

pulchze, and then if the King be dead J willingly gibe my ſelfe 
unts you. Yereupon ſþe played the part of many women that are 
weary of their husbands foꝛ the lobe of oth: rs. Eben ſo began this 
Dueen to pꝛactiſe, foꝛ on a night. as the queen was going to Bed, 


à cup of wine was bzought unto her (as the cuſtome-wes) where: 
in. 
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in ſhe had conbeyed poyldn, and after pzeſented it unto the King: 
but he baving ſome doubt thereof, diffiked it, ſaping: Lady, loke 
what dzinke you habe bzewed., either dꝛinke it your ſelt, oꝛ tetl me 
what you habe put into it. The lady being in this perplexity knew 
not what to ſay, but falling on her knees, cr abed pardon, and ſaid 
that Valentine pzocured her to do it. J do beltebe thx quoch the N. 
and pardon ther, lo they lay together that night: but ſhee ſtill re- 
queſted that Valentine might be put to death. e ſhall as ſure as Y 
live quoth the Ring. She hearing the king ſay ſo, was bery ſozrow- 
full, and ſecretly calling one of her maydens:ſent to Valentine to 
tell him her will, and what the king had decreed againſt kim: Va⸗ 
lentine hearing of this accuſation whereof be was innocent, ſatd : 
what will not a woman undertake ? Now fo the lobe of the queen 
muſt J depart like a Trattour, oz elſe lap her ſhame open to the 
wozld : well, J will rather depart with diſhonour tomy ſelte, then 
her: and ther withall calling up his attendants befoze the mozning 
he departed the city, and came to the ſea-ſide, where lay a ſhip full 
of paſſengers ready to put off, in among the reſt goes hee and his 
company, fo hoiſting ſailes they departed. Dn the mozrow, when 
the King was up, her cauſed all his Nobles to be aſſembled, and 
laid unto chem: Loꝛds Jam moſt deceived in the man whom J 
truſted, and her whom in heart J held deareſt hath betrayed mee, 
Valentine J mean, who foꝛ to gain the lawleſſe lobe of my Mucen, 
bath ſtirred her up to poyſon me, therfoze let us pꝛocted to judge 
$ Hinrto ſome ſpameftull death. | 
Amongtt the reſt, an aged wiſe Baron ſaid, we habe noreafon 
- topzoced againſt an Dffender, without calling him to ant wer. 
Again, were he never ſo great an offender, we ought to hear him. 
UWhereupon Valentine was ſent fo2 : but inſtead of Valentin came 
his hoaſt, who told them Valentine was gone befoze the bꝛeake of 
the day from his houſe, but whither he knew not. The king hear 
ing this, ſuddenly ſent fozth men to follow and purſue him, but all 
tn bain, foz bee was paſt their reach on the ſea. 
®hs?tly after that the king of Antioch was converted, his wives 
Father Brandiffet a Turke, had ſo great ſpl&@n againſt the king 
fo7 altering his religion, that he ſent to him fog his daughter Ro- 
zamond. Mhen the R. heard his unjuſt demand he gain aid — : 
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h2renpen Brandifeec came againſt him with an 100000 Pagans, 
and beſtedged his city: At laſt within che compaſſe of four months, 
by reaſon he obtained it, to the Ling pꝛiſoner, and ſuddenly put 
him ts deach, and crowned himlelte King of Antioch. This done, 
bee returned into his Nee ime, but as hee was en the Seas, bya 
Tempeſt hee was fozced into the land of Greece into alittle City 
called Cretophe. 

Mithin this city» by cance was the Emperoꝛ of Gceece newlp 
arribed then, and be and the Green Unigbt with ſome other com- 
pany,rid foztþ toſpozt themſelbes(not knowing ofthe Pagans be- 
ing there, fell into the hands of Brandiffers ſould tex s, and habing |. 
gotten chem, haſted towards the gates of the city, thinking to have 
ferzed the whole city, but they found it manfully defended, 

The men of Cretophe were bery ſozrotufull foꝛ the loſſe of the 
Emperoꝛ and the Green Knight, At laſt they determined to ſend 
letters unto Belly ſant of what hapned, and to dem ind ayd againſt 
theſe Pagans. The Lady teceibing theſe letters was wondzous 
lad, and lending ſoz their Captains and men of war, made pzepa- 
ration foꝛ a ſpeedy rebenge. Allo ſþ& fent foz her ſon Orſon, am 
erabed ayd af her bꝛather King Pepin. Being thus in a readineſſe, 
they were ſent to the fuccoꝛ of the Emperoꝛ: But Bran differ had 
fcouts abzoad to give him notice ot ali that happened, and fearing 
the fozces of the Greeks, and their pꝛiſoners loffe, they ſtole to the 
Sea fide,ſd taztng ſhip, they tn ſbezt ſpace arrived at Lize in which 
plece they toke a Caſtle, wherein was kept bis tw2 daughters, 
Rozamond and Galize, wha fog her beauty had been demanded 
of fourten Kings, Brandiffer had yet no meaning to marry her, 
wberefoze be cauſed her to be kept within this Caſtle fo2 ft was 
the ſtrongeſt in the land: Foꝛ it had a bzidge made by ſuch canning 
art that but one could paſſe at a time: at the end of this lzidge,two 
fierce Lyons ſtood to-beep the entry into this Caſtle. The Lady 
Galize was zept in a dungeon, under which was a Cabe, where- 
in the Emperoꝛ and the Green RKniabt, with other chꝛiſtians which 
had been there along time was put.

And how King Lucar in the City of Eſclardy, wed- 
ded Rozamend the faire daughter of Brandiffer. And how Valentine 
departed from Eſclardy, to breath out defiance : and of the an- 
ſwer hee brought from the Indian King, And how Rezamond 
found a way to be taken and led u to the Indian King, and how 
King Lucar cauſed Brazdiffer to ſtay with him, and ſent Valentine 
into Angory againſt King Pepin; and how King Pepin too' the city 
of Angory. | | 
Y Du habe heard already of the death of K. Tro mpart, 
> who ſtole away the lady Clerimond upon Pacolets 
bozſe:alfo,how 3ſþe got pardon fs2 one whole pear 
befoꝛe » ſpe would marry, Now is the time expired 
Dae all this while appeareth no ſutcoꝛ for her reliefe, 

which ſþe ſo long hath expected. Thertoꝛe po Ly - 
dy) nod is ſhe put unto her ſpifts, a to ſabe her miiden-h2ad, ſþe 
feigned her ſe\f ber y ſick. This news came to the Ain zs eare, that 
the fair Clerimond was extream fick, at which he grew bery ſad, a 
came to biũt her:at laſt, he would hab? put his hand upon her head 
to have held it, but ſbe refuſing twk his arme 6 litt u3 her head her 
kelf, making ſigns that ſþ2 would bite him, at which action he won⸗ 


dꝛed, and grew much aſtonied theteat. 


After this, ſhee rowl d her eies up and dawne, and made grie⸗ 
bous faces, in ſuf) wiſe that the Ring got him out of che chamber, 
fearing 1:aſt (ye would pꝛode mad. In this manner iþ& above a 
long time, and ſþe did act che matter ſo wel that within ffftee1rvays 
the ſeemed moꝛe like a beaft then a Wonian : ſþe made all her at. 
tendants fozſake her, foe if ſhe caught them, ſh2 would leave ſome 
marke behind her, ſo they left her alone gibing her meate at the 
window, foꝛ none would come neare her. One while \þ: pat her 
tmocke uppermoſt,anon all bedaubed hee face with ſet, and in. this 
eſtate the King came and beheld her,lamentins her diltemper, — 
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ſaid unts her: Lady, now is the time come that J ſpould habe had 
you £3 wife, therefoꝛe be comfozted, and be not thus impatient. 

The Lady underſtanding him well, made ſpew as if ſhe would 
beare him, but then ſþe fell into a ſtronger fit or madnes, one while 
ſhe would run againſt the chimney, another 3hile fall into a great 
laughter, then fit downe and make faces, end ell to pꝛeſerbe her 
chaſtity.

At this tale Valentine Was much a baſhed, and wondzed at this 
ludden alteration, but at laſt he ſaid : Know ye what is become of 
the Lady that King Trompart did bꝛing with him? Of her we hear 
no tydings (quoth the Yoſt) tell me then where is King Lucar at 
this pꝛeſent, J would fain ſerve under him foꝛ wages, foz my ms- 
ney is faln ſhozt, and A habe a great defire to follow the Wars? 
Marry, ſaid the Poſt, King Lucar 1s in Eſclardy, and there you 

 thall find him accompanied with a huge boaſt, and attendeth Bran- 
differ ts receibe his daughter in wedlocke. Valentine knowing all 
this, he hoped to hear of Clerimond, and ſo he departed, and came 
to Eſclardy, to ſerbe King Lucar. 

Lucar being in the City of Eſclardy thither came Brandifter with 
his daughter. At ſight of whom King Lucar was joyfull, but the 
Lady was ſad.foz of all other ſhe could never affect him. The La- 
dy was led inte tþ2 Hall, and there married unto King 1 Hi 
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Valentine was abzoad, and entt ing a wood, he heard the crying 
boice of a woman, whom a Sarazen would have rabiſhed: Valen⸗ 
tine ſtill heard the cry, and ſaid unto Pacolet: Ride ſaſter, ſoę this 
cry is moze and moze in mine ear, and we ſpall do a $zritavle 
deed, in releebing the oppzeſſed, ſix ſar?

Pacolet thou ſpeakeſt focliſhly, fog he is not woꝛthy the name 
of a Knight, that will not aid in time of neceſſity: lo hee rode up 
and down che wood, till at laſt hee lighted on che Sarazin that had 
gotten a Lady under him. Then Valentine ſeid, my friend, foꝛſake 
your Lady, oz elſe betake vou to your armes, and combaie wich 
me, foꝛ you may well perceive ſhe lobech you not.

Afterwird he 
thought be ould ſurely habe got his will on me, in this manner 
as you ſe, from which by your manhod J am freed, & mine honoz 
ſabed. Do with me what pleaſeth yon, fo2 your bady Hath ranſo⸗ 
med mine, and beſides, as you habe wan me J pteld me to your 
pleaſure, 

Damoſell by me thou ſhalt receive no weong, return unto your 
houſe,and keep well your chaſtitp. S0 Valentine lekt the Maiden, 
and to his way towards Eſclardy. This flain Pagan ha? cer- 
taine Attendants which were gon to ſk him, and aſſon as they 
found him dead, they told this misfoꝛztune to the King, ſay ing our 
Maſter end pour Marſhall lies flain in the wood. The king was 
bereat right heabp, a pzeſently ſent out a arch to ſer if they could 
find tze murtherer. At laſt Valentine and his company were ta- - 
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ken, bound and beaten,by the Kings commandement.Now in this 
Caſtle w2s R 0zamond, who knew Valentine, and was bery ſoz- 
rowfull ſoꝛ him, and anon tbe went unto the King, and ſaid : Alas 
ir, do this knight no harme, foꝛ J bow hee is the balianteſt knight 
breathing. He is called Valentine of France, that flew the mighty 
Dꝛagon befoze the City of Antioch, make much of him, and re⸗ 
taine him into your ſervice, foꝛ his fellow libes not in the woꝛld. 
Lady ſaid che Ring) dibers times habe A heard much talke of his 
pꝛowese, and habe much defired to habe a ſight of him. Then 
be called Valentine unto him, and ſaid, Knight feare not death, 
but know that abobe all men I lobe and hold you deare, you, and 
all yours J receive into my pay, marry one thing yet remaineth,

The Queen Rozamand ſeeing Valentine ready ta depert entred 
into the Chamber and by one of her damoſels fent foꝛ him: when 
he came to her he fluted her with great reberence, and ſhe laid to 
him: knight you ate welcome, foꝛ I had a great deſtre fo ſe vou. 
So had J Lady (quoth Valentine) as great a deſire to ſe you : foꝛ 
lince A ſaw ꝓcuã underſtand your Husband is dead, and that you 
are newly mer ied againe.

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know this, that not long agoe the king of Inde requeſted me foꝛ his 
wife, and the truth is, lobed him better then this trattoꝛ, but my 
father croſſed me in it: now this king of Inde tn token of lobe ſent 
me a ring, which hitherto I have kept, and not ſhewed to any ſabe 
your ſelte, but ſeeing I! perceibe the malice ofLucar towards you,

A humblp 
thank you, and habe no doubt but that I (hal deliber pour meſſage 
ſo effectually to the King of Inde, that vou ſhall ſhoztly receibe an- 
ſwer thereof. So taking his leabe be went to K.Lucar who allow⸗ 
ed htm 10 Marriners to conduct him ober an arme os the Sea that 
lieth between Eſclardy and Inde, ſo that habing a pꝛoſperous wind 
che next moꝛrow they arrived at a Pozt two miles from the Pal ⸗ 
lace of the K.of Inde, Then Valentin being atribed, he dzew forth 
his hozſe out of the ſhip, and backed him, and ſaid unto the Mar ri⸗ 
ners abide here till mp retur ne, foz it ſhall not ber long ere J bee 
diſpatched. One of the Marriners ſaid unto the reſt, if thou return 
the De bill muſt bꝛing thee, foꝛ of fifty meſſengers not one return⸗ 
ed egaine.

Junderſtaud thee, and ſet light by theſe his bold 
thzeats: and foz ant wer to this metter thou ſþalt habe Letters, 
wherein ſhall be explained how little we regard his menaces, and 
allo how ready J am to receibe his fozces that ſpall come to whip 
my land. There leave thou theſe pꝛoud bꝛags, and return to that 
thou haſt to ſay, concerning the fair Lady Rozamond, foꝛ J moſt 
of all deſire to heare from her: ſir, (aid Valentine) on her behalfe 
I ſalute you as her lobe, ſhe ſendeth you woꝛd that ſhe is againſt 
ber will married to King Lucar whom ſþe never lobed. Again the 
poe lady is ſo burthened with love towards you, that if ſhe might 
habe her will, you ſhould ſon perceive, that none ſpould in joy her

ſtill defired to hear ſome newes of him. In the end he ſhall find her

of Valentine they wondzed, foꝛ the king ſent him of purpoſe neber 
to return, wheretoze he made Valentine to come betoze them all, 
to tell what tidings of his meſſage. Valentine began thus taſap,he 
regards not all your thꝛeats a ſtraw.

King Brandifter underftanding his anſwer, ſwoze by all the gods 
of w would never return home again, but with vickozy oz loſſe 
of lite. 

The next mozrow they betok them to the ſeas with an oſt of 
200000 Sarazens. So the King carried Rozamond along with 


pbim, and they were quickly . Being landed, they pitched — 
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tents in a pleaſant field betoꝛe the city, whilft they of the city made 
faſt the Gates. The King himſelf got up into a high Lower to be- 
hold their oꝛder, ſo by the tiber ſide he might elpy their rich Pabil⸗ 
lions, gallantly furniſhed with armes and ſtreamers: then the 
King called unto him certaine Heralds of arms to know by thoſe 
armes whoſe tents they were. The firſt (quoth he) is Brandiffers, 
the ſecond is Lucars, and the third ia Rozamonds With her ladies: 
When the king underſtdod that Rozamond was there, his heart 
leaped foz jop, and ſaid, it is no time to ſeep now, he that will habe 
the lobe of a faire Ladp, muſt venture lite and goods, o2 elſe he is 
not woꝛthy ok her that will take no paines. Mereupon reſolbing, 
be pꝛelently put his men in battell array, and ſuddenly iſſued out cf 
the city upon his enemies, fo that they were not in a readines, foꝛ 
they little thought the 1: ndian had been o fierce, but lobe made bim 
do it. 

When the king ſaw Brandiffer oꝛdering his meni in battel arap, 
he left his companies, with much diligence rode toward the pabil- 
lion of the Ladies: Now when Rozamond beheld it was he, ſhe 
gabe al! the reſt of the company the flip, and ran violently into his 
armes, who joyfully receibed her. The Indian perceiving her good 
wilt, got her up behind him and putting ſpurs te his hoꝛſe, ſhe ſaid, 
— ode is fixed only on ycu, and foz your lobe habe J long mour⸗ 

ned, foꝛ J never bated man ſo much as J did E. Lucar, but now J 
2 thee let me bid him farewell, and J will keep my ſelf oneiy 
to theezas long as Jlibe Le dp. (guotb the Indian) doubt not foꝛ 3]. 
will net kaile pou, and here I bow ere the da ves paſſe, pou ſhall 
be Quten of India, and Piſtres of all mp lands. Theſe wozds 
paſſed as he was riding away with the Lady Roꝛamond. A; laſt 
the guard ofthe maydens came out at᷑ the Pabillion, and ran to the 
HR, fa xing, Py Loꝛd, there is evill tpdings, foꝛ this day you habe 
loft yaur fat e Lady Rozamond, foz the king of Inde pour utter e⸗ 
nemy hath ſtoln her hence, and is ridden away with her, where- 
foze quickly ſend your men of War, and follow him, that they may 
ſabe the honour of your Queen. Hold your peace (ſaid Lucar) and 
talk no moze, foz he that bath an ebill wite, it is well if he can be 
ſo rid of her, although he had a heaby heart. After this, he went to 
B, Brandiffer, and ſaid: Sir, I have ſmall jop of your a | 
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bath left me, to run away with a ſtranger, and one which is mine 
enemy, leabing me in repꝛoach and ſhame. Fair ſon (ſaid Bran- 
differ be not diſcontent at me, foꝛ to day I will be rebenged on hi n 
that carried her. So putting ſpufs to his hoꝛſe to ride after him, vs 
thered a great company of men. Amongſt the reft Valentine was 
one, willing to ſhew his fidelity,ſaid unto Pacoler,now ſew me by 
thy art ſomewhat. Zhen Pacolet raiſed ſuch a Char ne which fo 
aſtonied the Indiansepe fight, that (it ſeemed to him) there was 
nothing befoze his hozſe, but woods, buſhes, and creat ribers. At 
this be was-ſo amazed, that he made the Ladp slight, when the 
Queen was on the ground, th? thought ſhe ſhould have bed means 
to ſabe her ſelf with the king, but Valentine was fo neer her, that 
be laid unto her, Lady abide, foꝛ you maſt go with me, foꝛ that you 
babe a long time pzomiſed me your ldbe. Ah Valentine, J owe vou 
but little Labe, foꝛ once J made lobe unto you, and you refuſed me; 
wherefoze J was fozced to ſcek another : but ſeeing J am croffed 
thus, I yeld myſelfas your Uaſſall, ſo you will make my peace 
with Lucar, 

Lady (ſaid Valentine) J will do my endeabeur, fo he led her to 
king Lucar, and ſatd unto him: Sir here is the L1dp Rozamond 
pour wife, whom the Indian Treoptoz had led awey againſt her 
will, foz which ſhe was right ſozrowtull : Str (quoththe Lady) he 
telleth you true.,to2 eben as the battell wos begun, J ſaw one come 
to me, thinking it had been one of your Barons that had come to 
ſuccour me, and without further inguiry mounted on his Pogſe;be- 
ing on Hoꝛzſeback, J perceived then chat J woes betraped, fo A 
ſtrugled and puld bim by the hair, and ſcratched him by the face, 
and forcing him to let me go, J habe by the help of this god knight 
eſcaped. Lady (ſaid Lucar)you habe well done, and at this pꝛeſent 
we habe no leiſure to inquire further hereot, ſo he lect the Lady and 
returned to the batte ll. Thep of Inde returned into che City, who 
had left di bers baliant Leaders, but none ſo fretted the Indian at 
the heart. as did che leſſe of Rozamond. Alas Lady (ſaid he) à habe 
failed thi in thy areateſt ertreamity, but J wes ſurely inchanted, 
and on tbe ſudden me thcught J ſaw woods, fields and rivers; 
foꝛ ſhe was no ſoner down upon the ground, but all was plain 0 
eben way betoze me. Valentine * gregt paiſy f02 getting again 
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the Lady, and ſher ſhewed him a fair countenance. in that he had 
luccoured her: but it was all fergned, fo? ſþ2 hated him to death. and 
tutting up this miſchance, ſye watched her time, and in the end ac⸗ 
compliſped her deſire, and bought her will to execuiton. 

It is a common ſaying, women leldome want deceit as here tt 
appeateth in Rozamond : foz ſome four days aſter. ie rode loꝛch 
of her tent pꝛetending to take the aire, but tok zer way toward 
the City of lnde and had giben him intelligence ai her intent, wil⸗ 
ling him, chat when he ſaw her out of danger, ſuddenly to come and 
ſeize her os his pꝛiſoner, and ſo carry her awo y. The king did ac- 
co2ding to her direction: fo ſuddenly iſſuing aut of a Peſtern, hee 
came and tozke her hoꝛſe by the head and carried her into the city. 

Hereupon began a cry thꝛoughout the hoaſt of king Lucar, chet 
Rozamond was ſur pꝛiſed, and ſpe was paſt recobery, This mad- 
ded Lucar at the heat, and he gabe out, that whoſoever could reco- 
ber her out of his hands, ſpould be made a great Seneſchel:ſir (ſaid 
Pacolet it pleaſe vou to atchibe this dignity, I wil ſo woꝛk, chat we 

will fetch her backe? No, ſaid Valentin, let her go, once J regain- 
ed her, thinking that ſþe would habe been conſtant unto her hus⸗ 
band, but all was in bain. The ſame day that the King had her, he 
lay with her and begat a ſon called Rabeſtre, who afterward had 
the poſſeſſion of Hieruſalem. Lucar was right ſozrowfull foz the 
loſſe of his wife, but Brandiffer his father recomfozted him, ſaying, 
Son take courage, and let us now be rebenged befoze we depart: 
but it fell out other wiſe, foz that day came a meſſenger unto him: 
who bꝛought him contrary tydings, which was that King Pepin of 
France, and the Emperoꝛ of Greece was entred his land, burning 
end ſpoyling many places, and were now upon the ſiege of Ange- 
ry, in which City his Lady now lay in child bed: therefoze you 
mult pꝛeſently take courſe to teſtrain the fury of the enemy. oz elle 
endure ſuch wack as were lamentable to behold, 

Brandiffer hereet amazed, went unto his ſon Lucar and ſaid: ſon - 
here is evill tidings befaln, the French ere entred my land, waſt- 
ing and deſtroying all things, therfoze J muſt leave you, to loke 
unto mine own: but let me fell you what you ſpall do: ſend ſome 


Knight unto the Indian,to demand your wife upon this condition, 


that you ſhall firſt fozget the death of your Father, g that you will 
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raiſe your lege and be gone. NAher foꝛe he ſent Valentine unto the 
King of Inde to declare this meſſage. Ye being come beloze him, 
ſaid: Great Ring, am come from Ring Lucar, who ſa ies: that ic 
pou will reſtoze his wife backe again, he will foꝛget his Fathers 
death, and will raiſe up his ſiege and be gone. To whom the Indt- 
an thtis replyed, if hee will habe a wife, her muſt go ſeek another, 
foz hte ſhall neber again enjoy her: Valentine habinx thus recet- 
bed his anſwer, hee departed and came to king Lucar, telling him 
all that the Indian had ſaid, which grieved him to the very heart. 
Lucar habing by this means cauſedBrandifier to tap with him, 
ſent Valentine and Murgalant to ratſe the ſiege which king Pepin 
had laid againſt Angory. And as they were under ſaile, Valen- 
tine eſpying a gliſtering Tower, asked what it might be: Then 
the Marr iners deſcribed the manner and faſhion of it to him. Pod 
they are come within the fight or king Pepins Tents,and Murga- 
1ant having biewed the Chꝛiſtians fozces, found che number to be 
great: then ſatd Valentine, let us ſecretly ſend to the City, to ac- 
quaint chem with your comming, that to mozrow mozning che y 
may iſſue out at that ſide, and we will backe them on this ſide, chat 
none may eſcape our hands. Pacolet ſtanding byſatd, Let mee be 
the Peſlſenger, koꝛ I can ſpeake their languzge.Quoch Murgalant, 


goe thy way: ſo Pacolet depatted, but (he fatd to himſelfe) by to 


moꝛrow nicht, you will fing another long. Pacolet being come to 
the bery gates of tb? City of Angory, th? wards: s Dnigbt him 
to be ſome ſpy, wherefoze they demanded of Him lat az, Whither 
goes this fellow? he loks as if he were ſome ſoy: Tis true (quoch 
Pacolet) but I come not foz pour hurt, there foꝛe being me into che 
hoaſt of King Pepiv, that I may ſoeak with my L925 Octon, fo2 J 
have a matter of great impozt to acq uaint him wich zl. So they 
bzourht him into che pzeſence of Orion, wha eſpying him, was 
right 10y0u5,21d ſatd:Yow fares my bꝛocher Valentine? then Pa- 
colet fold him of all his adbentures that hes had paſſed ſince they 
lab one another, and ©@lfo ho vaſiantly and wonder (ly he ha? 
ober come the Serpent and how hee could hear no tidings of Cle- 
rimond, and told him that they were now cove to beare armes 


againſt them accompanied with 10000033gans under che comuct 
of V alentine and Murgalant, and to cheſe poi out of theſe confines, 


by 
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by the connnand of R. Lucar and R. Brandiffer, hut if pou will bee 
ruled by me, J will ſend the pagans ſhozt ham?. Quoch Octon ds | 
85 thou halt fad, and win immoztall pzailz to thy poſteritp: Sir 
ſaid Pacolert J am bound in all duty to your Bꝛocher Valentine, 
but the ſerbice that J {þall now undertake, will highly pleaſe yon: 
Firſt, ſtand you till upon your Guard, and in the night put all 
your men in readines: and fo that Valentine ſhall not be ſuſpected 
ta be in the plot, bee ſhall continue in his Tent, whilſt I caſt a 
ſtrong fieepe on all the Sarazens, and then may pou come upon 
them and lay ebery man. Tis god ſaid Orſon, ſo Orſon led him 
to King Pepin to make him acquainted with the enterpꝛiſe, and Pa- 
colet was ropally entertained foe that time. Now Pacolet to the 
end there ſhould grow no miſtrulſt, gabe certain ſignes to Murga- 
lant. Being in che City he found out the Admirall Bruhans, and ſa- 
luted him with great reverence, « delibered unto him the mefſage 
which her had bzought from Murgalant, which was, that of Bran- 
differs part were newly arrived IoooOO and Murgala at ſends vou 
woꝛd by me, that to moꝛrow betimes you habe paur men in a rea- 
dineſſe, to aaile the Chꝛiſtians on the one fide of the City, and 
Murgalant will aſfaile them on the other, thereby to hem them up, 
that not a man of them eſcape. The Admirall was glad to heare 
theſe tydings, but he knew not how this ſhould come to paſſe, Pa- 
colet to his leave of him, and returned backe again unto Mur- 
galant with ſalutations from the Admtrall:ſo Murgalent gabe him 
great thankes foz.his meſſage, and Pacolet departed ſecretly to 
ſpeake with Valentine, UWhen he was come, he laid thus unto him, 
your other Orſon and pour uncle King Pepingreete you well 
by mee, to whom J habe related the whole manner of pour con- 
ming, becauſe J would habe them well and ready pꝛepared: But 
Pacolet would not let him know the plot he had in hand, ſoꝛ her 
durſt not reveal any Treaſon unto Valentine. The night is come 
wherein this bloody ſtratagem is to bee acted, fo Valentine com- 
manded che watch to bee ftrongly ſet, and would bee in che watch 
5 himfelfe,but Pacolet found away to prevent him, and cauſed him to 
abide in the tent: In the dead time ofthe night, Pacolet went a- 
mongſt the Pagans, and caſt ſuch a charme, that they fell aſleepe. 
This oppoztunity was not let lip by R. Pepin, foz he with his ar- 
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my entred the Poſt with 60000fightinng men, and ſet fire amongſt 
the tents and Pabillions and killed all that reſiſted. At laſt hep 
came to the tent of Murgalant, who lap afleepe in his bed, and hee 
being ſuddenly affrighted, skipped out, and one receibed his body 
on a Dart, and lo he fell down dead. 
The aſſault being giben on the Sarazens, Pacolet ſaid unto Va- | 
lentine, ſ&ke to ſave pour ſelfe fo2 the Chziſtians have killed the 
watch, and entred the Poſt, Pacoler (ſaid Valentine) oli hatt 
made mee bꝛeake my pzomiſe with Brandiffer, fox which J HU 
ſurely dye. Fear not, quoth Pacoler, fo? he ſþall do cher no harme. 
The mozrow after, Bruhans iſſued out of Angory, and ſet upon 
Pepins hoſt, who knew not what had happened. The battell grew 
both fierce and long: At laſt, the Admiral couched his ſpear, and 
running againſt a knight of Bay, ſtroke him ſtarke dead, and after 
that, with his ſwozd he flew Gyrald of Paris: then came he againſt 
Robert of Normandy, and lopt off his leg. At laſt king Pepin met 
with him, and couching his Speare, bee ran him quite tþzough: the 
Pagans ſe&ing their Admitall dead, retired into the Citp, che chei⸗ 
ſtians followed them, but they defended themſelbes ſo valiant! 
Wich iþot. that the chꝛiſtians were fain to fozfake the wals : but by 
ſome other ftratagems thep won the City, putting.all the Sara- 
zens to the ſwoꝛd. Mithin this City was great riches, which was 
dibided among the Souldiers.

How Valentine returned backe to India after the battell, and 
bare with him the dead body of K. Margalant. And how he heard 
ridings of his Father, and how Pacolet freed the Indian K. and left 
Brandiffer in priſon, And how K. Lucar cauſed all that hundred 
that watched the Indian to be drawn to death at horſe tailes, and 
how Valentine and Pacolet departed ſecretly out of his hoaſt and 
went to eLegory,and of the viſion of King Pepin, and how he went 
into the holy land with the twelve Pceres of France, and what 
happened. And how Hauſray and Hemy betrayed their. father 
King Pepin, and the twelve Peeres of Frauce, And how the 
Celiph of Bendas made truce between the Indian, Lucar and: Bran- 
differ, And how Haufray to further Irealon came before La- 
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Dam and Brardiffer, and low he was intrappe di in his own net. 
he City being taken bythe Chziſttans, Valentine find⸗ 
27122 _ the body of Murgalant in the field cauſed tt to be put 
up, and cobered with black, After certain daies ſail, 
they arribed where Lucar and Brandiffer were, and in 
mourning manner bꝛougbt it befoze the two kings as they ſate 
** playing at Cheſſe. Aſſon as King Lucar ſaw Valentine, he ſaid ; 
knight welcome home, how fareth and ſpedeth our fozces,habe you 
put the Chziltians to che wozlt, and taken Pepin and bis Nephew 
Orſon: Alas (ſaid Valentine) it is faln out contrary,foz we habe loſt 
the field and all our men are ſlain. Foz R. Farin that had the whole 
charge of the watch, let bis men fleep, and ſo che Chziſtians came 
and made habock of our Army, Aſſon as J got any tidings here- 
of, J awakened my men, hoping to ſabe them, but it was to late. 
In this battell is lain your uncle Murgalant, whoſe body J habe 
here bzought. This ſpectacle fretted Brandiffer at heart, that fn 
inadnes be thꝛew away the Cheſſe⸗boꝛd, and ſaid,ſurely Valentine 
thou wert the cauſe of this. Quoth Valentine, J returne him the 
Iye that ſaves ſo, and J will matntain mine innocency with mp 
ſwozd. Nay /ſaid king Lucar ) if he hath plotted any treaſon, he 
would neber habe come again: then Brandiffer commanded 'the 
body to be ropally interred. 
This newes gladded the Indian, and bereupon gathering up all 
— tozces, be iſſued out of the city. The battell being begun, Va- 
tentine thzew himſelf ints the thickeſt, ſo that none durſt ſtand 
befoze him. At laſt meeting the Indian king, he ſmote him off 
his hoꝛſe. Pacolet ſeing him down, he led him unto Valentine, 
and unto the tent of king Brandiffer: when tidings came that the 
Indian was taken, be called unto his men, ſaping: Follow hard 
and che day is our own, ſo they entred the battell, and dꝛabe the 
Indian to a retreat. When Brandiffer ſaw they withdzew them- 
felbes, they followed them to the gates, where fell on both fides a 
great faughter. The batteli laſted fo long that it was night, and 
Brandiffer and Lucar betok them to their tents, and bad that the 
Indian King ſpould be bzonght befoze them. Men K. Lucar ſavy 
him, bs laid unto him: Traitoz, the end of thy life is now at hand, 
The Indian made ſpiſt to underſtand him, but ſaid never a word.

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Ning Lucar had no ſoner ended his rough ſprech to the Indian 
king, but there arrived a Meſſenger, wyo leid unto Brandiffer; 
A bzing you ſad tydings, O king, foꝛ Pepin King of France hath 


taken pour City of Angory, and put unto the ſwoꝛd man, woman. 


and Child. Theſe are 11! tidings indeed (quoth Brandiffer) but fe 
ing we habe the King of Inde in ſubjection, J hope ſhoztly to fre 
mine own Country. Then he ſaid unto King Lucar, Sonne we 
habe the king of Inde in hold, let us make ſhozt wozk with him, 
and to mozrow mozning let him be hanged up: which being done 
we will ſped unto Angory againſt the French, and take benge- 
ance foꝛ theſe w2ongs done unts me. Alco, babe there in a ſtrong 
Caſtle, the Emperoꝛ of Greece, and the Green knight pꝛiſoners, 

who at mp comming ſhall ſutfet death, Valentine being preſent, 

was glad to hear of his Father, ſo by a ſign, he acquainted Paeo- 
let that be ſhould ſhoꝛtly ſtand in nerd of bis Art, who inwardly 
bowed he would find ſome meanes to releaſe them out of pꝛiſon. 


Allo, the Indian king looked wiftlp on Valentine, and ſatd thus to 


bimſel(e : Curſed be thaf houre that thou eſcaped my hands, fo? 
had I put thee unto death, theſe dangers had never befallen me 

then King Lucar ca'led a ſtrong guard of armed Sarazens, and rail 
unto them, keep well this traitoz, and on themorrow he ſhall bee 
hanged, So they took him and bzought him into one of the Pa 
vill tons, and bound him about the middle to a Poſt, and ſo lett him, 
falling to play again. Now Valentine called Pacolet unto him, 
ſaping J am half in doubt whether Brandiffer habe mp Father in

After they had made fire vi 
pabillion, Pacolet caſt them all into a dead fleep, Ha bing ſo de 


went to the Indian King, and tald: N be | 
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Fam MWahomet, and am come to ſet thee free, Thou fþalt noe to 
my Pallace, and beare along with che Brandiffer, who ſþall not 
know whether be goeth, Alas (ſaid the Indian to Pacoler, taking 
bim fox Pahomet)it ſpould ſeem habe deter bed well at thy hands 
when thou tozeſt ſuch paines to come down and deliber me from 
death, and my enemies. Ming (laid Pacolet)truſt in me, and belte be 
te cauncell of thy wife. Herewith Pacolet led him towards Bran- 
difer, caufing all the watch to fall into a dead fieep, and ſo inchan⸗ 
ted him that hee aroſe: made him ready, and went along with the 
Indian hing into his Pa:lece. 

The Indian being thus ſet free, gabe thanks to Mahomet foꝛ his 
delivery, then Pacolet bzought bim a hozſe, made him mount him, 
and ſet Brandiffer behind him, ſent him packing foz India, and ſo 
to his leabe. At laſt the Indian came to the Gates of pis owne 
City, and calling the Pozters was inſtantly let in: when Roza- 
mond beheld him, ſþee ſaid: ſir. you are right wellcome home, but 
tell mer how you came by my Father, that you habe bꝛought him 
With you, is there a peace concluded: No (quoth the King) Paho- 
wet delivered him into my hands, ond freed me from death. So by 
His time ended the vigour of the charme, and Brandiffer awaking, 
began toſay: Pow came A bitber ? Some Divbell bath inchanted 
me, nap ſaid the King, * bath bzought us hicher, that you 
Way be at peace with mee. I had rather die: therefoze ſet me free, 

Imap go to my Poft againe : not fo, foz fince you are here, 
meane to keep vou.

Haufray ſaid, J fall 
tell th& how: Go untd Ring Brandiffer, and tel bim, that A mut 
habe his Daughter Galary, and being with him, tell him that king 
Pepin and the twelbe Pieres of France du determin to goe to the 
holy Bepulchze: and ten may be eaſfly ſurpziſed, foꝛ they take a- 
lang with them but a kw in traine. Brother this will doe well, 
wherfoze make haſt to Tadiathere ſhal you find-Lucar g Brandiffer 
when pou habe found them acquaint them with the plot, and J will 
go long with you.” Do to, quoth Haufray, fo I ſpall never bee at 
quiet, till this buſineſs bo fimiched. Thus had ti t 
axainſt thetr Father, us had now entred he was, thinking t6-3t- 
compliſh their pilgrintage: Henrygving along with them e huftaz 
likewiſe hath taken his war tolbards India: lo leabe we 


they plotted treaſon 


enter into other matters. Wb 3 Lhe - 
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The Caliph of Bendas, being come into the Poſt of Brandiffer 
and Lucar, treated a truce fo2 a month between them and the king 
of Inde, ſo appointing a day to meet thereupon, the Caliph began 
thus to ſay : Lozds it is known unto you, chat the Chꝛiſtians have 
won the Realme of Angory, wherefoze J wonder that vou conti- 


nue here maintaining a needleswar,and ſuffer the enemy to arow 
upon you in a place of ſuch impoꝝt: therefoze liſta while to what I 


hall declare: True it is, that the king of Inde flew pour Father 
Trompart, foz that he kild his uncle: this was one fo2 another. 
There toe let the Indian deliver Brandiffer, and às foz Rozamond, 
let her bee bzought and ſet between che two Kings, Lucar and 
tte Indian, and if ſhe will ſtay with tbe Indian, let her, if ſhe will 
go with Lucar, let bim receive ber, This bis councell was gene- 
rally accepted, and Rozamond was bzoughtfogth, whereupon the 
Calipk pzopounded the matter foz which ſþe was catled;Rozamand 
habing heard what was ſaid, ſpe reſolbed to keep ber to the Indian 
king, and Lucar departed away bery ſozrowfull, 7 

The lame dey that the Caliph made this concluſion, Hanfeay 
came unto the hoaſt of Lucar and Brandiffer; and making Hiſt to 
their Pavillions, hee ſaluted them, unto whom Brandifter ſaid 2: 
UWhat wind bath dziven you bither, fir ſatd Haufray, that J babe 
to deliver crabech ſecrefte and attention. Do they dzew from their 
attendants and then Haufray ſaid, Loꝛds, you all know that A am. 
Son unto Pepin R. of France; and I alſo underſtand,that you(ſpea- . 
king to Brandiffer) habe a beautiful Daughter :now if it pleaſe pou: 
to gibe me your Waughter in-mariage, J will deliver into your: 
hands my father, and all the Peers of France, that habe ſo much 
damniffed you : foꝛ know, chat in hy babite of Pilgrims, they babe 
taken their journey to biſtte the holy Sepulchze at Jeruſalem, flen- 
derly accompanied. Quoch Brandiffer fog theſe tydings/I wil gibe 
thee my Daughter Galazy, but it muſt be upon condition that you: 
renounce your faith: yes(quoth Haufray wat ſhall A do. When N. 
Brandiffer ſavv the treachery of Haufray, firſt that he would betray: 
bis father, next, foꝛſake his Religion, be with-dzew himſelf to ads: 
viſe with Lucar «© the =Caliph;ſaying to them vou ſe the Treaſons 
af this man that demande th my daughter, bodo dare I truſt him 
wat ſ&keth the death of his Father; and ruin or the whole _ 
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of France? No, J will not make my peace with ſuch an homicide, 
I had rather ſee my Daughters death, then give her to fo vile a 
Trapytoz.Acter theſe woꝛds he called to Haufray, and ſaid, ir: Jam 
glad of your comming, and this ſpall be pour taske, you ſþ:1! go to 
my Daughter and bear her this letter from mee, there paſſe away 
pour time till we habe further leiſure to reſolve on pour bufineſſe, 
fir ſaid Haufray I am ready to acconplith your demand, ſo he deli⸗ 
vered him the letter, and 100 men to conduct him on his woy. after 
they were at Sea within few da pes they came within ſight of the 
ſtrong Caſtle where Galazy was: when they were come unto the 
gate of the Caſtle, The Poꝛter called unto them, ſaping:Wy loꝛds 
vou may not enter without ſome certain token. Pozter ſatd Hau- 
fray tell che Lady that we ſþall ſatisfte her, the Pozter went unto 
the Lady, and ſatd : Lady without the Gate ſtand a companp of 
men that faine would enter, and as I thinke they are come from 
your Father. The Lady bad her Gentleman-uſher go know what 
they would, and of whence they are, who did as ſheer conmanded : 
aſſon as ſhe underſtood he came from her Father R. Brandiffer, ſhe 
bound up the Lyons and opened the Gate, ſo Haufray entred, and 
thought all this had been foꝛ his god, but it fell out contrary, foꝛ 
| He by treaſon was entrapped. Being entred the Caſtle, he was 
| bzought befoze the Lady Galazy, whoſe beauty eben ama3ed him, 
ſo that he was not able to ſpeak one woꝛd. After ſome time of pauſe, 
be ſaluted the Lady, and ſatd unto her, Fair Soberaign know, that 
foꝛ the great renowne that J habe heard of your moft excellent 
beauty, I habe left mp Country and paſſed the ſeas, to acquaint 
pour father with that which ſpall make him happy, and foz that 
you ſball find me ſpeake nothing but truth lo here is a Letter ſent 
by me from your father. pus 
The lady taking the letter, read it: when ſhe had read it, ſher be- 
held Haufray ſaping : Uaffall I have read thy Letter, and I.find. 
' thee a chziſtian, and that thou haſt ſold the life uf thy father and the 
Twelbe Peers of France: all this my father certifieth by his Let- 
ter unto mee, and commandeth mee, that J determine what ſpal 
be done unto thee. Now foz that J underſtand the to ber a mg 
perfizeous Traytour, I ſweare by the Law I pꝛofeſſe, I will nei⸗ 
ther take pitty noꝛ mercy upon. luch a weetch as thou art: ſo 55 
; | Lalled; 
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called unto ber officers, and committed him to pꝛiſon in a darke 
Dungeon; Hautray ſeeing what had happened, fatd, it is a bitter 
marriage to mee: inftead of habing my perſon, you ſhall be ma- 
ſter of my pꝛiſon, and ſo he was conbeyced away foꝛth of her pꝛe⸗ 
_ fence. Now in the fame Dungeon, lay the Emperoz of Greece, 
and the Green Knight: and when they beard they ſhould habe ano⸗ 
ther fellow pzifoner, the Emperoz ſs ſon as he came in, demand- 
ed of him whence he was: Haufray ſaid, It is no matter of whence 
but J am that unhappy Haufray, Baftard Son of King Pepin ; 
why quoth the Etaperoz, J am the Emperoz of Greece: can you 
tell me bots it fareth with mp Bꝛother King Pepin, and my two 
lens, with the reſidue of the Peres of France: fir ſaid Haufray, 
they ere in this Country of Angory, and habe wonne the lame in 
— So leabe we them in pꝛiſon, and return to Valentine and 
AcoOlet.

And how he beſieged 
the City of Azgory. And how Brandiffer having knowledge that 
Lucar was captive in Angory, made means to Valentine to deliver 


him upon ſuffici ent ranſome. 
* Fter many dayes ſaile, theſe two arrived at the Caſtle 
| WS | P and viewed it ſtrangely, thinking it impꝛegnable: at 
A lat: Pacoler faid, fir anon J will tell You moꝛe, ſo he 
W went afide 4 caſt a figure, inconttnentiy there appear- 
geg untobima debill, who ſaid unto him: leabe off pour 
enterpꝛiſe fo the caſtle is not to he tak? but by treaſon 6ſo baniſh- 
ed: uddenly after bis departure ther aroſe a great inoak about the 
- cattie;inſomuch as Valentine, loſt the fight of Pacolet, and was dei⸗ 
ven into an amazement, This mift being deſperſed, Pacolet came 
-to Valentine, and fats: Let us depart foꝛ there is no way to con⸗ 
quer this Caftle but by treaſon :fo they fozſcob the Caſtle and went 
towards Angory, being there they demanded tidings of King Pe-

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pin, but it was anſivered hee was gone to Jeruſalem on Pilgri⸗

little what J fþall undertcke. J willſend unto the Pe triark about 


this matter, and if be habe any ſuch French Pilgrims, that he pꝛe⸗ 


ſently bꝛing them befoze me. The King of Sury ſent a meſſenger 


unto the Patriarke to bꝛing them befoze him, then the P3triarke 
went unto the Pilgrims, and ſatd : Friends you muſt came betoꝛe 
the King of Sury Herest Pepin grew exceeding ſad, foꝛ he thought 
be ſhould looſe his life, but yet be ruled a little, and J will tell vou 
what we will doe: let us here make Henry our Lo, and I will 
watt upon him like a Page bearing his hat and ſtaſte.

Say what pou will (quoth Sury) but to Spies there is no ſuch 
pzibiledges allowed: and now he called ſozth Brandiffer and Lu- 
car, and ſaid unto them: Lo2ds theſe be Chꝛiſtian Spies, take them: 
and doe with them as pleaſeth pau, theſe words being uttered the: 


Pikgrins. were uud hold on, and then Brandiffer Aid, whe 
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theſe be m to my ſtrongeſt cattle, and put them inte the 
depeſt Dungeon: which- done, let us make Haſt unto Angory, 
and beat out all our enemies. After into France to bing that to 
our ſubjection, all this may eaffly be effected, ſith we habe all che 
Peeres thereof in captivity, ſo that there is not a man sf wozth to 
make refiftance. This done, the Indian K.required that among 
all thoſe pꝛiſoners he might habe the little one to make his dwarf, 
(of which was King Pepin) his requeſt was likewiſe granted: 0 
be toz along with him R. Pepin, and lobed him ercedingly, - 
The Indian king taking his leave, every one of the Peers 109- 
ked pittifully on king Pepin, but durſt not . unte him. 5 
being on his way with che Indian began thus to lament + 
unfoztunate am J among men? Alas Duke Myllon, it 185 
me moſt foꝛ thee, foꝛ thy lobe towards me hafh bought thy ſelf 
in danger. But foz my ſon Henry, I lap all my curſe on thee that 
refuſeth te releebe thy father in caſe of extreamity. Farewel Ber» 
the my wife, «mp yong ſon Charles, thy caſe is moſt dangerous, 
foz what Will not traitoꝛs attempt againſt thee ? By this time is 
the Indian come home into his own land: hen the Lady Roza- 
mond ſaw his appzoach.,ſþe was right glad and teceided him with 
much kindnes, at laſt, ſþe thzew her eies on R. Pepin who was 
of ſmall ſtature, and demanded of the king where hee had that little 
man. Lady ſaid the Rehe was given me at ]eraſalem, being come 
thither with the M. of France, and the twelbe Peers. 
But now let us return to ſpeak fomewhat of Clerimond who 
| was in the Court of this Indian King. The kings manner was, to

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quoth Pepin and his bzotherO:ſon,and his Father the Emperoz of 
Greece? The Lady bearing him ſay ſo, began to ſhed teares, and 
vet ſpake, ſaying, friend, may J put truft in you ? J, ſaid King Pe- 
pin, eben as well as if J were your naturall Father, then thus; 
know fo? certainty that all that J habe done is but counterfeit, fo2 
A am a Chziſtian and the woecſull lobe of Valentine, that was gt- 
ven unto him as his.wife,but J was betraied 6 ſtoln away by the 
traptoꝛ R. Trompart; ſo then ſhe unfolded che manner of all theſe 
things: when K. Pepin heard the lamentable adbentures of thig 
Lady, be began to weep, and ſaid unto himſelf theſe wozds Ma, 
What truſt is in this wozld ? A:as foꝛ this pe Lady, alas foꝛ Va- 
lentine, and pet to ſee, it is my chance at laſt to find her out in this 
unlokt foꝛ adbenture: After he had ended all theſe lamentations, 
he ſaid: Lady, now J doe underſtand whom you are, and lich you 
truſted me with the ſecrets of your heart, give me leabe a little al- 
ſo to ſhew you whom Jam, Mere you ſee me, and in what ſhape 
IJ go clothed: pet know, that Jam Pepin R. of France, and by diC- 
aſtrous chance J am faln into this ſerbitude. As foꝛ Valentin, hᷣnow 
that bee undertaketh dangerous adventures, and continueth ſtill 
without taking any reſt: Now J habing knowledge of you, if be⸗ 
tween us we can make thoſe tidings known unto him, with great 
joy you map embzace each other. At theſe woꝛds the Lady ſwoun- 
ded, but Pepin ſ&eing her recobered, left hoer, a came unto the King 
being at Supper. So here we relt to talke zany moze of this mat- 
ter, and return to ſay ſomewhat of Brandiffer and Lucar who are 
buied in leading the tw2Ive Peers of Fr.nce to pꝛiſon. 

Bran differ having the twelbe Peres in pꝛiſon, and with chem 
Haufray Ind Henry, the only woꝛkers of the treaſon, came unto his 
Caftle, where bee told all the whole enter pꝛize to his Daughter, 
bow the twelbe Peres fell into his hand. Pabing finiſhed his 
tale be conbeyed chem into a Dungeon whereas che Ginperoz, the 
Green Knight,and Haufray lap. | 
Henry was much troubled that he durſt not diſcob-r his mind to 
Brandiffer :.foz he was the firſt that was let into the Dungeon: af- 
ter him Myllon Daugler, who by chance fell upen-Havfray, which 
made him angry: Be not angry quoch Myllon,foz there are many 
moge to come down after me, to whom you muſt give place. Haw 
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fray knew after that it was D. Myllon, and demanded of bim by 
what means he came thither ? Nap (quoth Myllon) J rather won⸗ 
der how pou came hither, foꝛ Jam ſure wee left you within the 
City of Angory. Quoth the Traitoꝛ, J was taken foz a Spy, and foꝛ 
that ceuſe am J hither bꝛought: Now, are all theſe Loꝛds ſozrow- 
ing in pꝛiſon, but when Haufray underſtood that R. Pepin was not 
among them, be ſeemed outwardly exceding glad, though in heart 
he could wilh his death. Ebery one loked foꝛ nothing but death, 
ſabe only Orſon, and he bare it out comfoztably,ſaying : Loꝛds let 
us yet truſt to mp Bꝛother Valentine and Pacolet, who by inthan:- 
ment can do much, but he little knew that the Caſtle was impꝛeg 
nable. Brandiffer habing thus made all ſure, called befoze him his 
Daughter Galazy, and ſaid unto her, I muſt depart to ſatisfie 
mine armp, being there I ſhall meet wich the Indian King and Lu⸗ 
car both which will aid me againſt the French, that holdeth the Ci⸗ 
ty of Angory : therefoze keep well my pꝛiſoners, ſo hee departed, 
And when he came untohis Armp, he found Lucar ready, but as 
foz the Indian King hee ſent his foꝛces, and came not himſelfe, by 
reaſon that Rozamond was latelp dead. 

The two Kings gathered up their fozces, and tok their way 
toward Angory, Whither being come Valentine had knowledge 
thereof,who kept the City foꝛ king Pepin, This amazed much the 
Noble Valentine, when he ſaw the Tents ſo nie him: At laſt her 
called Pacolet unto him ſaying, J wonder I heate not of my uncle 
Pepis:fear not(ſatd Pacolet)foz ere long we wil hear better news 
and therewithall departed from Angory, and neder reſted untill 
| be came unto the cainp of King Lucar,who eſpying him demanded 
. of him what newes, and what was become of his Maſter who fo 
L long time bee had ſerved ? Pacoler anfwered, fir hee is long fince 
5 dead, and J am come to ſeke a new Maſter. Quoth Lucar wilt 
2 thou ſerbe me ? Pes (quoth Pacolet.) Thus was he received into 
bis ſervice, but he ill rewarded his new Maſter. foꝛ the ſame night 
0 by ent antment he caſt Lucar into ſucha flep that he caſt him into 
E the City of Angory. Valentine was right glad of this, and Lucar 
þ being placed before a fire the enchantment ceafed; and he awaked;. 
p Being awaked hee became ſoze aſtonied to ſ& himſelfe thus 
* betraped, and at laſt Pacolet ſaid unto him: Maſter J am 
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at your ſervice, habe you any thing to command me. At the which 
wozds, Lucar grew much inraged, and taking a knife gabe -aco- 
let ſuch a wound, that be fell down dead. Valentine ſœing this 
accident, was exceeding ſozrowfull, and ſaid : ſuch enother friend 
ſþall I never habe. Falſe Trattoz, quoth he, thor! boft flain bim 
that was all my hope, if thou habe, thou ſpalt ſurely pay for it. 
Then ſaid Lucar, J am glad that J habe ſlain that Traits. 

Now Valentine went towards the dead cozps, and twk out of 
his boſome a pair of wziting Tables, in which was written the 
whole manner of his Art. Theſe tables had Pacolet eber made 
Valentine acquainted withal,wiſhing him that if he out-libed him 
he ſhould make great account of them, ſs Valentine put them up, 
and after made uſe of them. Here would Valentine habe R. Lucar 
put to death, but being better adbiſed.he was ſafelp kept in pꝛiſon:

The next moꝛning there arvſe an ont-crp thꝛoughout the army, 
that Lucar was gone no man knew how: Amongſt the reſt, Bran- 
differ made great lamentation, till one told him that he was in 
Angory and how he had flain Pacolet. Brandiffer Was glad pacolet 
was lain, but ſozcy foꝛ Lucar: at laſt calling to him a meſſenger, 
he ſent to Valentine to à cke him if he would deliber Lucar fo King 
Pepin, oz the Emper oꝛ, oꝛ Orſon oꝛ àny other of the twelbe Peers 
of France, the Meſſenger departed on his way With theſe conditi⸗ 
ons and comming to the City of Angory : deſired to ſpeak with 
Valentine: after ſalutations on both parts, he declared the meſſage 
from king Brandifter, Valentine hearing the effect of his meſſage, 
was much aniazed, and ſaid to the Meſſenger how commeth tt to 
paſſe, that Brandiffer can make choice of all theſe valiant men, 
bow became they his pꝛiſoners: Quoth rhe Meſſenger I think it is 

not unknown, how that R. Pepin accompanied with the twelbe 
Peers of France, not long fince went to Jeruſalem, and habing 
amongſt them one traitoꝛ, was delibered into the hands of Bran- 
differ, and by him taken in Jeruſalem, and committed to peiſon, 
wherefoze having thus related unto you the truth, ſatd, _ you 
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change one pꝛiſoner fo2 another. WPefſenger, J ſhall gibe anſwer 

* ts chte anon, ſo entring into the Hall, hee aſſembled unto him all 
þis councell: ſaying to them: Thus it is, chat fo our pꝛiſoner Lu- 
car, we may habe delibered us, either my Father, oz my Bzother, 
o2 my Uncle R. Pepin:now in this caſe let us reſolbe what is to be 
done · The Loꝛds replyed, you are moſt bound to your naturall Fa- 
ther, and there foꝛe we adjudge it molt fitteſt to releaſe him. 

Loꝛds (quoth Valentine) au habe well adbiſed, but yet J am 
determined to do otherwiſe, toꝛ you all know, that my mother was 
wꝛong fully baniſped, and in her exile bought mee foꝛth and my 
beother in the Fozreft of Orleance, where we might boch habe ben 
deboured of beaſts, if mine Uncle king Pepin had not taken mee 
up, Thus he nourifhed and bꝛought me up unto mans eſtate: at⸗ 
ter he made me knight, and hath beſtowed upon mee many pꝛefer⸗ 
ments: there foꝛe X f, theſe things confidered, my will is, that 
my uncle be ſet free foꝛ King Lucar, be being thus at liberty, wee 
will ſhoztly wozk the freedom of my father, and all the reſt, when 
the Barons had heard the wildome of Valentine, they agreed att 
with one doice, that he had nobly ſpoken. Then called they unto 
them the meſtenger of Brandiffer, and ſaid, friend, returne this 
ant wer to thy meſter: tell him that J ſbail willingly ꝓteld the bo- 
dy of R. Lucar, upon condition that hee deliber unto us the body of 
King Pepin, ſo after due reberence done the Meſſenger departed, 
Being returned home, he delibered his Meſſage as Valentine had 
delivered it to him, whereupon Brandiffer ſiwoze by the gods her 
ſpould habe his requeſt.

How A) lon Daugler (who was taken for the King of France) 
was delivered out of priſon, inſtead of K. Lucar. And how Valentine 
and the Duke My llon iſſued out of the City of Angory, and wan the 
battell from the Sarazens. And how King Pepin was delivered in 
change, for the King of Indies Marſhall; and left Azgory,and retur- 
ned into France to ſuccour his Wife. 


Randiffer under ſtanding Valentines mind, her ſuddeniy dit 
patched other Peffengers to his daughter Galazy which * 
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the ſtrong Caſtle, willing ber to deliber unto theſe meffergers 
the King ot France,and let all the reſt alone. The Wider: hear⸗ 
ing her Fathers mind, readily obeyed,calling befoze her the Jay⸗ 
loz of the pꝛiſon, and conimanded him to call fozth the . Friice, 
The Japloꝛ went unto the pziſon calling fez the K of France, fog: 
J am commanded to ſet him at liberty. Duke My1ion he: ring him 
ſap ſo, could not fo ſatis fie himſe ite, but in doubting manner ſatd ; 
Jam here, wherfoze doe you call me foꝛth, it it be ſo that J am 
the firſt muſt ſuffer death, J ani ready to lay it down to maintain 
my religion. Sir (ad. the Japloꝛ) it is iio ſuch matter, ſor you are to 
be delivered body foꝛ body, to ranſome another Pagan King. which 
reſteth in captibity among the chꝛiſtis ng. Mhen Henry heard theſe 
woꝛds, he repented him that he had denyed to take upon him the 
perſon of the King. Thus D. Myllon twk his leave with tears: the 
Emperoꝛ of Greece ſaid unto him: above all I pꝛaꝝ remember me 
to my ſon Valentin i me too (quoth Orſon and tel him in what mi⸗ 
ſery we lye, requeſting him either quickly to wozk our deliberp, 
02 we are not able to indure our libes. Myllon comfozted them all 
he might, and ſaid unto them ; Loꝛds, J will never returne inte 
France, till I ſe you at liberty.and ſo hee twk his way. Being out 
of pꝛiſon, he went to the Lady Ga lazie, and did unto her reberence, 
which ſb kindly accepted, and commended him to his foztunes : 
Do the Duke goeth along with the meſſengers that were ſent foz 
tbe King of France. Uhen they were come befoze Brandiffer, he 
ſaid unto him: King, J would habe you know wherfoze J ſent ſoꝛ 
vou, d to that end, I have appointed thoſe meſſengers that bzought 
vou hither, to conduct you into the City of Angory to Valentine, 
o in pour ſtead, to ſend me back my ſon Lucar,as he hath pꝛomi⸗ 
ſed, Sir (quoth the Duke) all this ſpall be effected to your wiſh, 
and if he will not deliver K.Lucar, accozding to your expectation, 
I ſhall willingly come again a yeeld to pour mercy. Royally ſpoke 
(quoth Branditfer) J ask no moze. So the D. tok leave and de- 
parted with the Peſſengers towards Angory. After few days they 
| arrived, where they had free acceſſe to the Pallace where Valen⸗ 
| tine lay : being come in ſight of one another, they kindly imbza- 
| ced: after Duke Myllon take Valentine afide, and related unto- 
him the whole courſe of his actions and how King Pepin mot led 
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1 by the ine King, who znew not how he tas, and how 
he had taken upon him the Kings name, only to ſpetld him from 
danger. When Valentine heard this, he thattked him foz his derd, 

and began to recount what a benefit had bappened to him, that he 
was delivered and the reſt left in bonds, foz by pour true loyal. y 
to your Soberaigno, you are efcaped rem danger, Valentine hab» 
ing ended this diſcourſe hee cauſed R. Lucar to be bzought befoze 
him, to whom he thus ſaid: Ning Lucar, ;fo2 this time pou are ſet at 
liberty, but if eber you happen again into my hands, J ſpall re⸗ 

member you foꝛ the death ot my friend Pacolet, dohom you habe 
fain : thefe woꝛds being ended, he deltbered him unto the mefſen- 
gers:now was Lucar delibered, and the D. Myllon reftozed in bis 
rome. Valentine habing gathered moze ſtrength, by adding unto 


his powers the Dukes company: they gathered all their ſcattered. 


trops up into battell array, and with the number of 50000 fight- 
ing men, they iffue out of the City upon the Enemy. Brandiffer 
bearing heresf,made up againft him, accompanied with 24Kings 
his attendants, all holding him their Cheife Loꝛd, but their num⸗ 
ber was ſo infinite, that the Chziſtfans cout not come ner to doe 
them any harme. 

Then Valentine refolbed to gtbe a new on-ſet upon the Pagans 
and couragioutty beartning his men, he tet upon that part where- 
in was Brandiffer and King Lucar. In the chickeſt of this battell, 
an Admirall (who was Lodof Caſſidon) efpying a French man 
making havork with bis Swozd amongſt the Pagans, bee made 
towards him, and hitting him with his Are, be clave his bead in 
two peces : habing newly done this deed, he was efpyed by ano- 
ther French Cabalier, who making towards this Admirall, in che 
pꝛeſence of Myllon Daveler.he ſmote him ſtark dead: foꝛ the which 
act of baloꝛ Myllon önigbted him, and laid among them all, that 


he that won balour ſhould receive the like reward. In this man. 


ner continued the battell all that day, eben till the Sun et. At laſt 


they trove on each part which ſhould ſound retreate firſt, but net⸗ 


ther ſide would per id, ſo that the fight continued all nizbt, tilltbe- 
next mozning.making great fires ts gibe them light. At bzeak ot 
day, the battell began a freſh in moſt fierce manner, that blood ran | 


down as water in channels. | 
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Valentine and D. Myllon behaved the mtelbes right balfantly, 


fioꝛ on eber p ſÞe they beat down both hoꝛſe and man. But Valen- 


tine was te fozward, foꝛ he entred ſo far into the enemies Campe 
that he came bery neer the ſtandard of Brandiffer. Being there, 
the Indian Admicall eſpyed him, who run ſo fiercely at him, that he 
flew Valentines hoꝛſe under him, who perceiving himſelfe-unhoztt 
lixhtly got upont his feet, and with his ſwozd hewed out a paſſege, 
but he could not habe eſcaped, had not D. Myllon by chance re- 
tiebed him with a freſh hozſe, So Valentine retired bimſelfe out 
of the battell to refreſb his tired limbes. When the Indian Mar · 


hall ſaw their ſide had the wozſe, hee by his policy withdꝛew his 


fozces,and in the night time ſtole out of ſight, ſo that at laſt they be- 

tote them to their heles and ran away, WF; 
Valentine perceiving it, told D. Myllon thereof,fo they determi» 

ned, that Valentine and his Tropes ſhould ſet upon the Parſhall, 


Which they did, and fell upon the Indians in ſuch furious manner, 
that they upon the firſt adventure brake their battell array. Te 
Ma ſhall tee ing it thought to habe fled, but Valentine meeting him 
at this adbantage, lent him ſuch a rap with his Speare, aa boch 
hozle and man fell to the earth. Being on che ground the Soul⸗ 


diers would habe killed him, had not Valentine charged them to 
th: contrary, and committed him to the culiody of foure baliant 


In this bickering there were many pꝛiſoners of account ſurpyi- 
zed and taken, all which Valentine ſent into Angory to bee kept 
in ſafefy. By this time of the day Brandiffer and Lucar knew that 
they bad the wozſe, but they could kot make teũſtance. At laſt, 
chey reſolbed to returne again into their owne Countries, and re- 
unit? their foꝛces afreſh. o wꝛapping up their Enſignes,they tok 
their light towards the Sea⸗coaſt: and the Chꝛiſtians followed 


after,killed all that withſtood them. Df all the Pagans nuiltitudes 
that went into the fie id, were eſcaped but a 100 perſons. They be- 


ing gone, the Chꝛiſtians rifling their tents found ineſtimable trea- 

ſure, and habing fo done they teturned to Angory, ta reſt theit ti⸗ 

red limbes. | 
After che Chꝛittians had won the battell, end given burtall to 


ide dead, Valentine conunanded the pꝛiſoners to be bought or 
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bim. Amongtt the reſt was the Warſhall of India, of whom he de⸗ 
manded if he would fozſake his Mahometry? The Marſpall an- 
ſwered that he would ſoner fozſake his life, ThenD.Myllon de- 
manded of what country be was? he laid I; am a Parſþall of Inde, 
and one whom the Ring lobeth.Duoth D. Myllon unto Valentine; 
we are made happy in this pziſoner,foz in har of him we ſþal 
releaſe K.Pepin who was led away by the Indian King to bee his 
Dwarfe,when'we were taken pziſoners at Jeruſalem. Then they 
demanded of him if the-King-had not in his poſſeſſion a Chꝛiſtian 
of low ſtature:pes quoth he, chere rematneth ſuch a one in his court; 
but not as His pꝛiſoner, and thither was he bꝛought when the 
twelbe Peers of France were taken in Jeruſalem. Marſhall quoth 
Valentine it is he after whom we enquire, wherefoze let him ber 
bzought hither, and delibered to us, and you ſpall be ſet at liberty. 
fo he is a page whom A eber lobed, attending upon my perſon. At 
weſe wozds the Marſhal rejoyced, a tent letters to the Indian king. 
The meſſenger being dilpatcht, he bꝛought letters to the Indian R. 
when be had read them, he was willing to change ( foz bee knew 
not that it was. Pepin ) and calling him befoze him, he then ſaid : 
Friend, we gibe you fre liberty to depart my Country, foꝛ my 
Warſball being taken amongſt the Chꝛiſtians, ſpaſl be ſurrendzed 
in your ſtead. . Pepin thanked him, and habing taken his leabe of 
the K. he ran unts the Lady Clerimond, and ſaid, Lady take god 
beart,fo2 J am ſet at liberty, and A will ſend Valentine unto you, 
who will ſon wozke your releaſe. The Lady hearetog this was 
verp joyfull,s Pepin departed with the mefſenger towardsAngory 

After ſome few dayes they artibed there, where the French 
men ſpared foz no colt to ſpew their lobes to R. Pepin, and at laſt 
Valentine came and ſaid, uncle wer had god hapin taking the 
Marſpall, foꝛ we habe by that meanes pzocured your liberty. Ne- 
pbew (taid K,Pepin)you abobe all men habe moſt cauſe torejoyce 
foꝛ A being you the hapieſt newes that eber you beard, and this it 
is: Faire Clerimond, whom you ſo long habe loſt, is nom found, 
and by me ſendeth vou hearty commendations: then he related 

her mis foꝛtunes, and how ſhe had demeaned her ſelte to ſhun the 
lobe ofthe Indian Ring. Valentine hearing this joyfull tydings.be 
uttered theſe wozds ; Deer Lady, ON haſt bought my Lobe at to 
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dear a rate, and curſed A if A probe falſe, and foꝛ tryall hereof 
will either purchaſe thy fredone, oz looſe mine one life. This 
ſperch and other affaires being ended, the Parſhall was delivered, 
Then Valentine betobe him to bis Chamber to try the Tables 
that he touk out of Pacolets boſome when he was flain, and found 


ebery thing ſet down, to fall out juſt as it was now come to paſſe, 


6 taking unto him pen, inke and paper, he w2ote down what there 
be found; and ſowing it into his doublet (to2 feare of loſing) it 
ſteod him in great ſtead after for the ſateguard of bis life; as here⸗ 
after will appeare. ä | 1<37330 00170 
Ving Pepin being relident in Angory, new?s was bzouctt him 
from his wife Berthe. that all Frarce was doubt hill of his life, i ot 
the twelbs Peers of France, becauſe they heard they were taken 
Paiſoners by the Pagans ai Jeruſalem. This repozt running eo; 
currant thꝛaughaut France, hath cauſed Arthur R. of Brittain, with 
a puiſſant hoſt to enter the Ring dom, and fa to win he Crown of 
France hy biolence. Alto the fatd Arthur hath committed to exile 
your pong ſon Charles. Mhen u,. Pepi had heard theſe tidinga he 
grew wonder fully diſtemrered. & peetently called together afl his 
Farons, and ſat? in couneelt what was reguſite to be done in ſuth 
a deſperate plot. At laſt it was reſolved, that R. Pepin in perſon 
ſhould depart into his. owne land, ts ſuppꝛeſſe the Ufurper, which 
he accozdingly did, and comming unto Valentine he began to ſpeak 
unte the K. Faire Uncle, it were moſirequiſite that I tarrp here 
to gather new fozces, to reſcue tny father and the twelbe rares 
af France.

At the laſt their tidings came 
wo the King, becauſe he dad giben out that he could recover mad 
folkes to thsir foꝛmer lenſes; = the Ring bearing-cod tofll to che 
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Lady Clerimond, ſent foz this Phiſition, although be 505 before 
bim many Cripples, blind,lanie, and crooked, at his lodging, but 
be left chem all and came unts the King, toe there lay che marke 
at Which he aimed. Being come betoze the R. he did his obeyſance 
in the name of the great God Jupiter: and the King ſaid unto him 


ir you be welcome to my Court, firſt dine, and then I ſhall toll you

By this time the King of Britain heard that K.Pepia was 
comming agatnft bim with a great Army, which feared him, and 
not without cauſe. But ſe what followed, fog his own friends be- 
trayed him to K. Pepin, onlv to ſabe their owne ſtates, and make 
their peace the better with then. So reſolving herupon,on a ntybt 
they came to him lying in his bed, and led him per tozce befoze N. 
Pepin, who pꝛeſently cauſed his head to be ſmitten off within the 
City of Paris, Now thought they thet betrayed him all was well; 
but the R. atter wards ſeized all their Lands into his own hand. 
How was Valentine much troubled in mind, how he ſhould free

The Pozter tyed up che Lyons, let down the dzaw-betdge, and 
thirſting after ſome great reward, went beyond his bounds, inſo- 
much as Valentine led him to the ſhips, being come, Valentine ſhew- 
ed him their dead bodies, and laid, J wil make you like one of theſe, 
it you give me not pe ſlage into this Caftle, ſir (ad. the Poꝛter) A 
ſpall do it. Wby then ad. Valentine J will reward thee, Come ſaid 
the Poꝛter, and bzing all thoſe men whom you habe clad in the ha- 
bite of Sarazens, foꝛ they cannot be know! from them in che caſtle, 
and let them enter one by one, which they did: ſo beeingentred, 
the Pozter ſþew?d them a ſecret Poſterne, which Valentine ha⸗ 
bing gotten, cauſed all the doozes to be ſet open, then winded he his 
hoꝛn, at the which all thoſe in he ſhips haſted unto him. Then be 
entred the chamber of the Lady Galazie who was aſtonied there- 

at, but beſaid, Lady, fear not, fo J habe bentured the Seas to 
habe a fight of pour royall pꝛeſence, chen ſhe bad him welcome, and 
highly feaſted him. Valentines men habing entred the Caſtle, with 
their ſhouts ſo affrighted the Lady: that in we ping manner ſþe 
ſaid unto him, Cour teous knight,ſabe myMirginity. Lady (qd, he) 
fear not, foz there is none that dares attempt any diſponour to- 
wat ds your per ſon. By this time all the Pagans within the Caſtile 
were llain, and Valentine haſting unts che Dungeon did bzeak it 
open, and er ed out aloud, all you the t be alibe, come fozth.Orſon 
knowing his voice, xeplped: Brother, vou are welcome, how came 
vou hither. Valentine ſaid J am come to ſet pou at liberty. At theſe 
woꝛds che Emperoꝛ fell into a ſend, but Orſon ſuddenly reco⸗ 
bered him. Then came they out ol the Dungeon, in ragged cloths, 
and ill coloured faces: but the Chzifttans rebelled fo? the ſpace of 
7 dates iu the Caſtle,and Orſon falling in love with Galazie, aſter 
the death of F.zon merried her, by whom be had a ſon( named Or- 
fyre) who after held the Emptre at Conſtantinople. 
-* Theſeaffairs being thus beouaht to an end, a counſell was cal- 
led, what was beſt to be done: at laſt they reſolbed to leabe a Gar- 
riſon to reſiſt the Enemy: Some ſaid it was fitting that Haufray 
and Henry ſhould under take this task: but Haufray replged, ns 
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we, foz m. are determined to go ſoꝛ France to Erbe d Fa ather. 
Dd. Otlon if you be ſo reſolbed, we bade ſmall reaſon to Wap fr 
pour departure, foz there is nothing but treaſon in you. At theſe 
woꝛds Haufray q Heory were diſpleaſed, but they durſt not thew it, 

At laſt it was reſolbed that the Emperoꝛ ſhould take his reſt, and 
his Son Orſon and the Gzeen Kntght ſhould remain there to de⸗ 
tend the Caſtle, whilſt Valentine with the reſt addzeſſed themſelves 
fo2 Angory. Now will we lwk-into the treaſon of Havfray & Hen- 
ry who being come into France, laid a plot to take away the life 
of their Father, of little Charles his ſon, and Berthe the Qute ne. 
Being come to Paris, the King ropally feaſted them, and after de- 
manded what news of the Emperoꝛ, Valentine, Orlon, and tbe 
reſt, Qd. the traitoꝛs, they. were all Cain in a battell at Angory, 
at which the king waxed wondꝛous ſad. Aſter this they poiſoned 
the R. and Queen. Now little Charles was ſtill libing, who (as 
the gods would habe it) hapned under the ſafe keeping of Myllon 
Daugler, * 

The king and Queen being both thus treacheroufly poifoned, 
tbe two Trattozs ſeemed to be exceeding ſozrovwfull, but D. Myl-

At this, out ſtept Henry, thinking to 
ſmite the child, but he being ready to receive him, gabe him ſuch 
a bore on the eare, that the blood iſſued out of his mouth. *L 
Haufray commanded his men to lay hold upon him, but there c 
a knight which took Charles by the hand and conveyed him to Pa 
tis. The traitoꝛs perceiving Charles was gone, wade out after 
him, but he could not be found. Hereupon D. Myllon told his wite 
thereof, who was ſiſter to Charles. The Lady could not behold N

This Letter thus finiſþed, Orſon wzote another letter laping:

Valentine, but now we with you foz the great beauty wherwith 
you are adozned: firſt to accompliſh che deſire of the dead: ſeeond⸗ 
ly o increaſe pour honour, we adviſe you to match wich Hugon 
Prince of Hungary, as you will aboid our diſpleaſure. And fo2 fur 
ther authoꝛtty, we have ſealed, theſe letters with our own ſeals, 
Again know, that we cannot yet return, foꝛ great wars is falne 
betwon the Infivels-and Chꝛiſttans, ſo we leabe you to the tuition 
of the Gods; theſe letters being ſealed, Hugon gabe them to Ga- 
leran to bear to Conſtantinople, himſelf. following atter, by this 

means thinking to get the Lady, 

Galeran being in Conſtantinople; delivered his Letters to the 
Lady Belly ſant, who commanded that he ſhould be hiahly featted, 
Afterward, ſhe called one to read them,and Valentine lying in the 
Pall heard che contents thereof. Being read, the Ladies grew ex-

of chibalry; the roſe of honour, the example of curteſie,q che patron 
of truth. Death, haſt thou not one dart leſt to ſhit at this poo? 
bꝛeſt, foꝛ ſe ing my life is nothing but ſo2zrow, J will never hade o- 
ther Pusband, but in tlazrow will J ſpend the reſt of my dates ? 
All this did Valentine behold, which he pittied, but fearing to be 
known, he buried it in lence, Bellyſanc ſeing Clerimond thus bi⸗ 
olent, ſaid, daughter habe patience : Yon know hz was mp ſonn?, 
and ſozrow {oz him at my heart. but when conffoer that he cam; 
not be fetþt back therewith, J paſſe it ober, and rather hinke on 
what my bꝛother, and my Son Orſon doth adbiſe you unta.

Lady(gd. the Pil- 
grim) beleve it not, foꝛ I pzoteſt to deliber my body to death, if it 
be not true as I habe ſaid. Hu on hearing theſe wozds related to 
the ladies, ſecretiy mounted his hozſe;s neber returned back. The 
Ladies on the other ſide, were much amazed at the Pilgrims tale, 
And offered to feaſt him but he would not: only he ſatd to them, 
Ladies pardon me I pꝛap, foz I have certain companions in the 
{ towne,which J muſt needs viſit, thersfoze I requeſt your pardon : 
vet Cletimond would gratiſie him foz his news, gibing him _ 
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which he bountifully beſtowed again upon the Servants. 
Pzeſently after it was demanded what was becom? ot R. Hagon: 
a Damoſel ſtanding by, ſaid, A ſaw him now take hozfe, but what 
is become of him, I cannot tell. 
Upon theſe wozds Galeran came in, and they demanded of him, 
what was become of his uncle Hugon, who making no reply, 
Belly(ant grew inraged, and ſatd, vou ſþall not eſcape, til you habe 


rebealed the treaſon Hugon bath pꝛactiſed againſt us Zhen Gales - 


ran ſaid, Ladie take mercy on me, and J ſþall tel you all: ſay on, 
pardon the. ine Mnkle is guilty of Treaſon, and hath ſold o 
the Pagans the Emperoz Orſon, & the Green Knight, which tale 

ſoze danted the afſembly, but Galerau was pzeſently hanged.
